Hiougli 
almost all &t for oultivatiuii, the land vanea iflucb in character. In 
the north and north'iawt* with patchfw of rich land, much kw 
open and untiUed, covered in plnoe* with lit tie but low bmenwoew. 
In the centre is tho cAnnafiir or goodly Innd, a tract of most lertno 
and well tilled soib Tho people^ cbiHul cuUivatora and neb, live in 
IcirgB well built villHgie. Their fielda, yioiaing tho choiceet crop, 
fire sholtorod by high bodges, and tha wh&lo country « clot bed with 
Fuws and cluaters of large iibaply trees. outwards tbit bolt of ricU 
vegetation po^sea into a bare though well cultivated tract of ricoland. 
This towartfs tbeaoutb grt:>wa li&rroner and inoroopn, till ax it noan 
the Gulf of Cambay, tho field® arc sepiated by unfruitful patches, 
whitened by a snltao depsit. 

Tho district haa two chief rivers, llie Main for nearly 100 miles 
its boundary to the coat and south, and on the north-west tho 
Sdbnrtntili, touching ibo diatriot flniy for a few miles, but of great 
iioprtancej aa into it, along tho cbnnnda of tho Sbedhi and \ atrak, 
tho whole local draioage fiow'B. 

'i'he Mubi, with a conm of from 300 to 3b0 miltsi, n drainage aicn 
estimated lit from 16,000 to 17.000 square miles, and a tliBclmrgo 
linrixig maximum flotnl of about one and throe-quarter mil I Ion cubic 
fcqt pr rtocoud, is, after the Narbada and the TAptJ, Gio largest nl 
GujarAt rivers. The main branch of the Mabl riaea nbout 1850 ftct 
above fvea level in the Milwa stale of Amjhem, in north Intitude 
32' and eaat longitude 75" 5", aimoat duo of I bo town of CaniVjay, 
and tliHlanl from it in a straight line about 160 mUea. ITia aource 
of the river is in the Mohad lake, half way between the town of 
Amihora and tbo tillage of Bhopfivor, near the weati-ra eitrendtj of 
the Vindhya uiDuntninB, where, taking a ubarp bond almoit at right 
angles to tho lino of their main range, tht‘7 fitriclcb northwards to 
lueet the Ardvali hills^ Fur six or imven niiiea the stream Howa 
westward, then bending round Dbop^var, it take® a northerly course, 
parallel with the lino of the northern Yindbya hills. Sunk in a_dpp 
TsUey between bank® in places mere than ICMJ feet high, receiving 
as it passes, many tributaries from the east, but none of any si^'O 
from the west, for HO miles the Mahi flows to the north till tho hills 
of BAgar suddenly turn its stream westward. After flowing twentj- 
five miles to the weat the high moiiutiins of Mey wAr bend it s course 
to the sonlh-west, and thii direction nothing in the level Gujarit 
plain alters till the river fall® into tho Gulf of Cambaj, in north

For the firatprt of Ita GnjarAt course, the Main paeses through 
the lauds of the Mahi KAnths and Rewa KAntha ohief®. It then enters 
British territory, aeprating tho district of Kaira on tho right from 
the PaEioh MnhAls and Baroda on tbo loft. Farther to tho went and 
for tho rest of it® course, its right hank farmi the nouthem houndaiy

Ton miloBi beyond, at tbe Khdnpor ^Uage, 
in tbo hot wvathorthe nver ean be forded, and atothur fteoaona c»rie 
pass eaaily on polos laid acroBa two boataH Two miloa bejondj doss 
to the radway bridge, ia the Ometa ford, tbo best of tlio Mabi 
croflsmga. The fierconesa of the tidaJ wsto makes tbemooth of the 
Malii dangerona for any bnt hat bottomed boats. And though it ts 
said that, lu former iimeSf the rillugo of Dobv&n was a port of some' 
oonseqnetioe, the channel ia not at present deep cnongb to admit 
ve&^iols of any size. The high mgged banks of tbo Maht prevent its 
waters being used for irrigation, and lo deep is ite bed that it drainH 
rather than feeds tho springs near its banka. 

Foot places on tho Mnhi, Miagrad, Fazilpur, Angnd, and Yaspnr, 
nre hold anecisllj sacred ^ the Kolia, and visit^ by pilgrims on the 
15 tb of Chaitia fApril). 'f%o Kolia thinh of the Hahf as tbeir mother* 
They swonr by her, and thongh they havo little fear m breaking their 
oath, they believe that if it is given him to diink a guilty person will 
fail to swallow the water of the ktahi. Thia happena moro particu* 
larly if tho water Is given him at Vitena Kolna, where on tho night 
of the Doaera festival (Oefcober), the Kolie used to m^t axid organise 
their predatory ferays* Thoitgb like other streama it ia considered 
sacred, fear wonid seem to bo the prevailijig feeling in tho worship 
of the Mahi. The height of itfl banka and the fiercencaa of its floods, 
the deop gnllies through which the traveller has to pass on his wsy to 
tho river, and porbapa, above all, the bad namo of tho tribes on its 
northern bank, explain the proverb,' When the Mahi ia crosacd, there 
U aafety,' 

A detailed description of the Sabarmati,the fourth river in Gujarit, 
will be fonnd in tne Ahmicdabad ij'tatisiical Account. Dtiring tho 
fourteen miliMi of its course along tho weatern limit of the Kaire 
district its watere are largely used for irrigation. 

Tlio chief dmini^o lice of tho plain between tho Kfahi and tho 
SAb^mati is tbo river Bhcdlii. Thia stream, riaing at the I>aiJiodi 
hill in the Mohi Kdntha, ontera tho north-east corner of the Kaira 
district within two miles of tho Mahf, Pasaing west throngh tho 
Th&ani aub*diviaion it is joined from tho right by the Snidak river, 
and further on near the contro of the district about eight milea north 
of Kadihd, it ^ivctt tho Mohar from the north* Then flowing west, 
od tho right jnst before entering the town of Kaim, it ia joinod by 
the Mol Kh^rL Beyond Kaim it meota theVatrak from the north¬ 
west, and toother they wind south-west into tlio SAbarronti. A 
narrow qnidC’nOwingBtroain its banka atetm, and in mtuiy parts its bed 
rather deep in mod, the Shedhi is at all times hard to croaa. Sweet 
and gMd when it enters tho district after meeting the iColiar ita 
^ter ia charged with sodn, and being fonnd hurtful to tho crops, is 
little used for watering, Except for a mile or two above its meeting 
with tbo Vatmk daring tho hot season tho bed of the Shedhi 19 dry. 
Its tribntarioB nil join it from the right. Tho first U tbo Soidak in 
the Thj^rti aab-diviaion, flowing with an unfailmg slnam from Llath- 
vor m the Bdlfiainor territory.

Five miles above Xalni it reenves tho 
MeahvDj a stroam that a little to the west boa thronghent iU whole 
conrsQ run aJmost parallel io the Yilimk, Then at Kuimj joining the 
Shedhi from tho cast with a winding course, they flow south filling 
into the S£barmati at Vautha, a place of groat sanctity.

marked courses the flood watera of tho Koira lowlands set along 
three chief lines, west into the Vutmk, nonth^west into the AUng 
canal/ and south by tho Cbor m?ine into the Mabi, Tlie floods that 
drain westwards, gathering head m Dnmr^, KerifiTi, and .Vkhdol in 
aoathem Kadi&d, throogh PetLad and MiitaT pass westwards into 
the Vatrok abont two miles aboTo its mcoting with tho S^barmati, 
Of the waters that make their way to the Alang canal, two of smaU 
size pass through the southern TiUngcs of ht&tar, entoring the 
canal about ten or twelve miles to tho north-west of Cambay. Tho 
third, a much larger body of water collecting in the southern 
villages of the Th^ra subdivision flows past Umreth, and then 
westwards to ChakUsi about six milea south-east of Xac^Ad. From 
Chakl4si, setting more to the south, it floods the lowlying lands 
of Bakrol and Khramsad, and croHsing Petldd and Cambay, nfteK 
a course of more than forty miles, spreads over the RAnpnr flafa 
and makes its way into the Along cabal about three and half 
miles to the north of Cambay. Tho fliwl w'aters that find Uieir 
way into tho Chor mvine act along throe chief lines, ono from 
Sandosar, aboint eight miles aonth-west of A^nand ; a aecoud from 
Mogn, about four miles oast of Bundesar; and a third from Sdrsa, 
about eight miles oast of SJoan. TJie Sandesar water, msjttng bead 
in tho lowlying lauds of that village, flows Routb^wcat for about 
eighteen milei, on tori bg tho Chor ravine at Karamsal, about two 
miles from its mouth. ITie second, though called after the villngo 
of Mogri, makes head at Chikhodm about six miles furlhcr east, and 
keeping to tho north of Boraad, passes soutli-west, falling into tho 
Chor ravine at KAndhreti about throe miles above Karnnisal; the 
8irsa water, passing throngh A'ris and to the south of Borsad, joins, 
the Mogri flood at Uneli, about six miles above Krindhreti. 

During tho period of heavy rainfall between 18U and 1823 
floods and standing water eaus^ mucli damage/ Flood romissions 
and sums for entting or clonring drains were from time to time 
gniuted. But chiefly from the interlacing of Cambay and Barnds 
viflogosandthediflicnlty ofOTttiiJg their managers to work in ooncert, 
no systematic attempt would seem to have been made to improve tho 
drainage before the early aurvoT of the district between 1820 and 
1S27. Captain Cmiksbauk, in hia KipAd report (1820), describes

serious Joaa from floods wooUi seem to have beau only oecafional,. 
and Captain Cniikshank did not advise the uiiderUikiDg' of any 
large drainag'e scheme- He thought that enough H'ould be done 
iu times of ilood^ care tto-s tohon to out temporal^' channels from 
village to villngOj and to see that the passage of the Bood waters 
was in no Way checked Or turned aside.’^ In Matar, Captain 
Cruikjthank would seem to have found the evils resulting from 
hooding moro prcireing.^ With the help of tlio hoailmen of 
several villagea he prepared a scheme for the drainogn of moat of its 
chief villngea. Acuoming to Ilia estimates, at n total cost of £9fi0 
(Ra- 9 80 O'}, of which £320 [Ra, 3200} would be met by the yilkgers, 
land ca|>flble of yielding a yearly revenue of £I13i (Ib^. 11,310) 
might bo saved. Those proposals wore approved by Govoroment 
ill 1828, Hut on account of the inability of the people of several 
villages to jjay their contributione, and the objeetions raised by 
the Baroda and 'Cambay aiithoritioa to let drains pass througn 
their lirnds, nothing was doDO till in 1830 (October lb) Sir dohn 
^Talcolm took the matter in band, strongly supporting Captain 
Oruikshank's scheme on the ground, not only of the increase of 
revenue, but because of tbo gain to public health and the protection 
to cattle likely to ensue.^ In 1831, a sarvey wbb carried out by 
Mr* Jordan, Tbia showed that for an outlay by Government of 
£1212 (Rfl* 12,120) 2528 acr^s (430A Myliui) of laud might be saved 
from flooding. CovorntDeiit nppro'i'ed Mr* Jordan ’b proposoja, 
and ordered bis scheme to be carriwl out without delay,* ^ The 
work was enmestly token np, and during eleven yeatBi continued 
to be vigoroosly puabed on. At tho end of that time (1812), 
fourteen acts of arums had been completed, At a coat of uboot 
£+000 (Its. 40,(J<X})- (>f the fourteen works, one was in the north 

between Mehraadabnd and Mabudha; eight were in the west, draining 
into the Vilmk; four were in the aoutb-west, draining into ^o Alang 
cau(d ; and one in the south, draiuiDg into the Chor ravine. The 
northern work, in two parts, one protecting the village® of Rudan and 
Karoli, the other thcee of Bhuraoa and KhutaJ, wns finished in 1637* 
at a cost of (Ba 2900).

1'be otlier two forming 
together the groat Karanmad drain, entorod tbo Along canal, about 
three and a half miloa from Cambay, Tho'chief of those two works 
finished iu 1636 (November 18th) at u cost gf £1092 (lii. 10,920), 
■tartiDg from the village of KELramoad, four milea west of An and, 
passed through Pfdaj, A'tnod, Ndr, and Bhandoraj, a disfanco 
of about twe nty miles, Tho other work, a feeder to thi* great drain, 
finished in 1839 (Jnno 15th) at a coat of £253 (Its, 2530), relieved 
Iho villagea of Narsanda, Y(ult£l, RaUhvU, and BindKm, Tho 
aouthem lino was tho Mogri drain, finishod in 1840 (Atay 30th) at a 
Coat of £81 (Ela, 810). Thia passring through NAh&pa, Santokpura, 
Boch^aan, Uneli, Snhi|pnr, and Viema, entered tho Chor niviuo at 
KarambuL Two villagea, Boriivi abotii fivo miles nor^ of A'nand, 
and SangesAT about two miles south of Kurnmjiad, were left unpro¬ 
tected. Pbos wore preportd for draining Bondvi south to BAkrol, 
and Sangoanr aoutb to Karamsal, iu the Chor ravine. But In both 
caeca the Baroda and Cambay authorities, through aomo of whoso 
vUlagea t^ flood waters would have to pass, raised objections and 
the (question, gf makiug those drains was laid aside. In roviewiog, 
in I6i3. tho results of this drainagg system, the Cgllcclor, Mr. 
KLrklaud, showed that while the whole coat of the works was 
£4090 (Rs. 4<b<K)0), during the five years ending with 1841 about 
ono^halfof this amount had been aaved by making romissionB of land 
raveuue unnoceasaiy. Besides this Aaving to Goveminent, there was 
the groat gain to vilLagora, and a marked improvement in the public 
health. Qavernmeut agreod that the result was Batisfactory.^ They 
thanked hfr. Xirklaud for the interest lie bad shown in planniog 
and irapomBiiig tbo works, and Measra. Jordan and Spiy for their 
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rtvlnablf} soTV'ioC'J! in conatf act ini' tliom^ So great reliiif dJtl Lbose 
canals bringj that in ISIS soreral amaller cnts, ftlr&adj surrojed and 
Mnctioncd^ wem fonnd to bo unnocosssrj. Tho rejected Jino^ were, 
in tlio Coat, tliroe Feodem to tho Kamtaead grand drain from CkakLisi 
t^tbo north, CLikliodm to tho oast, nnd A'liand to tho Booth of 
Koramsad, and along this ssiuo drain about half way to the Alang 
canal at the tillage Silvdi, a branch from the right bringing the flood 
waters of U^itv'A, Cliaago, and Pipla. In the oooth s cut 

from I'andolJ, Khadtim, and Shilipar, in Borsod, to fall into tin? Mahi 
, to the west of Cambay, In the west, in southern Mdtar, a cat passing 
‘ tbrougli Runtvn, Paiiaj, nud BamangAm, into the Alang canal Tho 
ftrnwigomotitfl for reUering Kamni&al and Bdkrol failed, iTia 
' original c&nal was about eight foot above the proper level, and tho 
second drain, by waj of Jol, through raised mm ay grouod, was very 
soon So filled with drift, that only in the veij highest floods was the 
water able to pass off. With this ciception all toe Hnoa worked welL 

I Forsevefal years little caro waa taken of the dmins, and nothing was 
done in the way of repairs. And after about fourteen years, partly from 
their bad state of repair and partly from two or three seasons of 
nnusually heavy Tainfalt, complaints of loss from flooding again became 
common.^ Accomlingly, in IflSSj Mr* Spry, to whom along with Mr* 
Jordan thosucccoa of tho works finishrid ^tween 1831 and 18-12 woa 
, duo, Was depated to 'an rvey an d do te rmine tho dilForen t Hnca of drunoge.* 
Though Mr. Spry^a report was uooful os showing the position of the 
lauds l^Fible to flooding, and the liiica of natuml dminsge, it contain* 
od no details or estimstos of works, fn 18 GS Colonel Prcacott, in 
his survey rep<irt on Mntar, renewod complaints of the damage done 
by tho bad state of the drains, and suggested that the whole subject 
should be inquired iuto, and the csonla mode use of for irrigation,’ 
For Bevoral joars no officer was avnilablo for special dminsgn duty, 
and it WB2I not till the close of 18 && that the work was again taken up. 
Between November of that year, and August of Lientenout 

Baldwin Bun'Cyed the greater part of the Kaira low lands. His 
uiain drainage fines differed but little from those laid down by Mr. 
Jordan, He proposed to eiciead the feeders of the chief west line 
to Daridu and Piplnj, south of NodWd. Of the south-western Hac, 
ho would continue that through Parisj and Bamangtim acroea tho 
I Potidd lands to Dchmol, six milea from YadtAl, He would cut an 
I additional channel crossing from Parinj in Bouth Mdlar to 
J Sojitra, six mi)oa north-west of Petldd.

In forwarding his projects to Govcmmetit, Mr, Biddwin complained 
that bo found the old drains greatly in wantof tookiugaftor, Hodges 
weno planted across tlieiu iu some places, and in others, to water it 
field, the channel had been blochod ijp. Compared with the former 
drains, Mr. Baldwin trusted that hia eanids would prciTo to imvo 
mono even sll^p£w, and fewer winijings.

It has, on the wln.ile, butm a tlmo of mther short 
rainfall with no grent ftnma^ from fioods. The district offieera*

lioT^ mCoJouenWotrBOpitJioti (1667% the daraage bj floods ™ 
eo and tlio loss to the oarl/ crops was bo gencrflUly followed by 

a bettor late hurvostj that tbiBljubiJity formod no grooud for redocinir 
tha #irTey mtes. Again in Jfr. Elliot tho Collector wroto 
that both bccatjfee they worn urujeceBaary and on HOix^unt of the largo 
jijiaiiUtyof land they wotdd occapy, the otlior acliemes ahmdd not in 
tus opinion, ^ earned out.* * Mr. Little tho Kxecutivo Enirinwr 
agre^ with tliia view, donbting if the good dono by sneb ca^s ia 
to the coat of cutting thorn. Ori theee grtmnda, while ordering 
that crvro shoald bo hikon to keep all the chaiiDols clear and in order 
OoVermont hayo dedded that for the present the other preiecta 
ehoitld not be carried out.* ‘ ■' 

Beaides the smaller Umida rnontiDned under the head of drainage 
throe specially sevore storins riaitod Kdra, one iit lS37j a second in 
1 d^>S, and a thi rd in 1371, In 1 83 7 after t wo days (the 2gth and 29fcb 
Anpat) of avemge rainfall, on the evening of the 30tii, a storm burst 
with heavy thunder and wind The flood continued to riso tdl nine 
in evening of tho 31 st. The watoia kept at tkir extrenjo 
hCTght for a^ut an honr and then slowly fell. Near the town of 
Kairaj, tho Shedhi and Vatmk uniting, rose till they covered tho 
wholo country for milea. From the 3lat August to tho 2nd 
Seplombtif, between thu CSollector^t hotuo and tho town, a stream wm 
too deep to bo crossed. At this time the witcr sfoLd waist high en tho' 
stops of tho rast-hoDso near tlm library, and flowed over tho Hatanpnr 
bridge* It mse to four of tho town gates, the Lril, the Ahmedalwd, 
tbo Pum, and tho Bdlnpir, leaving at BAlnpir gnto only four feet of the 
JiTch open, aud flooding about tbirty-livo houses inside. Opponito this 
gate, and at a amtill diatonco on the farther bunk of a wator-conf^ 
Stands the hamlet of Liikhtiiipun^ In this villagoof 125 bouses, only 
thirty were left standing. Of the people, one hundred were saved in 
a buftt, and the rest by climbing from troe to tree. Tliis flood is said 
to have been due to a veiydnnsual rise in the rivers above tho Kaira 
district rather than to the excess of tho local minfalb In the whole 
cLstrict tho lands of oighty-six yillage« were flooded, twenty-one 
in Nadidd, twenty-one in Mdtpvr, flftoon in .Mahudha, ten in Borsad 
eight in TliAsro, and five in Kapodvonj. No lives were lost. But 
bt^sidofl huts, iCfl houses in tho town of Knira were destroyed.* Tho 
lately completed drains were moat usefnt in rdioving tbo district of 
the flood waters. In Matar thoy prevented imnionso loss, both in 
hnnseo lUid Inada, and in ^lahudha were of eminent service.* 

Between tha 0th and I3th August 1858, with much wind, 22't 
inchie of reuu full® On the 12th, the VAtmk rose mpidlyj and in 
tbo morning of the I3th, both tbo Vitrak aud the Shedhi overflowed

and 19fiD honseSj l(kl two-storieil, 73d one^ntoriedr and 1220 hnta 
dostrofcd. Rnilirnr ImfRc wna stoppoul for more than a fojrtntgbtv 
But the public works suffered bni slightlj- As far oa no cr^tiiuate 
could be frometl, the tot4d autonnt of dutca^ done was cxdcnlrLteii 
at £L3,35S (Rw. l,3S,oS0), To ludp tho destitute, Goverotueoi 
Baoctiooed tbe expcEiditure of £1000 (Its* 10,009), and a fartber 
adranenof £1000 (Rs* 10,000) made to the Kafra mnnicipajitioa 
An nddiLiottal sum of XoH (Ka. 5 L10) was rained in fkimbaj and 
forwardml to the Collector of Knira. But the people n'crv' nu'trilfing to 
take charity, and tbe money wan spent in in'proving ponds and wells. 
01 fiva of the villages that suffer^ moat, the sites were changed. 
Land reveune to the amount of £752 (Rs. 7520) wns itr'initted, free 
grants of limefitone, of clay for bricks, and in Jromc rases of wood 
weromftdo, and at a total coat of £29,072 (Jls- 2,90,720)^ relief works 
were kept open from tbobeginniDg of August to Lho end cf May. 

On tbe 2Dd August 1371, a storm broke oror tliu district with a 
fierce south*west wind and min, varying in twenty-four hours from 
d'oOinebos in ThAam to ll’4l iueboa in ^Idtar, and uvemging 7*72 
inches over tbo whole district/ Kouod the town of Knim the coun¬ 
try was flooded for miles. Tho water bid oven the highest hcilgoff, 
and at the town of Kairu sLood from lixtccn to eighteen inches 
higher than in IdftB. The 3rd and 4th August were rough, wot duy^, 
followed on the StU liy a severe binvy min from the south¬ 

west * Tho flood was felt most aoverely in ibo Mebnitulubsid aud M£taf 
villages. For four days (2iid to Stb August) at Kaira tbn ChllL'ctor’a 
oifice was cut off from the town and tho rwkd bed ween ilobeindabad 
and Kaira was impassable* A railway bridge woe washed away and 
aomu telegraph wires destroyed j otherwise tbe damage to Uie public 
works of tbe district wna smalb Kjccopt [ho camp road, the Eiecnlivo 
EngiuecT eetiiuated that idl loss might bo covered by adding £250 
(Rfl. 2500) to the repair estimates. Though in several villages tho 
whole popuIatiDn lived for oeurly two days and nights m trees, only 
five persons end 790 cattle wore downed and 4934 houses, 270 of them 
m the town of Kaim, destroyed. The loss of property was cslouJuUd 
at £25^031 [Rs, 2,50,310). The distreiks, considerable in setna 
villages, was alrntwl eulirely relieved by private chanty* I’ho Knim 
gmin fund committee, without giving general and ilk]udgcd. ulme, 
brought most liberal holp, distributing from £70 to £89 (Bs. 70O-81K1) 
worth of grain. Coses of dJutress, unsaitcd for privato relief, wer$

Tilts difftriet eonUins no nalnral lakes, bdt accordSii^ to the 
tics of 1W71*72, is supplied with 4079 ponds or reservoirs, ooTCrinif 
a total aroii of 14|5&3 acr&s, or on an nvornge of four acres to each 
reservoir. Of tbo total number, two onlir, tlie Gomti lake at Dikor 
and iho rilbige resorvoLr of Jk'lura in the Mdtar sub-division, are of 
auj' great siae* As most of them are dty or very low in the hot season, 
they are of little nse for perennial crops ^ but in October and Noveni- 
l»r, after the raina are over, they are ve^ serviceable for watering 
nee. tjrcept in part a of the Kapodvanj and ThAara sub-divisions, 
where the land is impregnAted with soda, the district is well supplied 
with wells, ponds, and rivers of sweet water. Besides the ponds 
moutioiicd above, ^►45 watcr-lifta or and tho unbuilt wells 

in alluvial lands, tUoro were £27 wells with, and 10,076 wells without 
steps. 

Geologically the Knira plain is, with the exception of the few sandy 
hills and rocks in Kupadvunj und ThAsra, a deep bod of Bint and lime 
alluviam, most of it the dt^bris of the felspAthlc and Umcateme rocks 
of the ArAvnli hillB. In the raised tract, along tlie bunks of tho 
Mahi, wntor is found only at a depth of from eighty to 110 feet. Away 
fwtn tho river, wells liave thoir springs from forty to sixty feet deep, 
rising throQgli strata of earth mixed with limestone nodules, allernat- 
ing with sand ovorlyingsbeet limestone. From ihis limestone, when 
tapped, water rises to within twenty-five foot of the surface. 
Formerly, in [XArluof the district, water was to befennd higher even, 
than this, hlany old wells urOrEsid to have been msdo useless by 
the earthqunko of 1819, which lowered all tho springs from five to 
ten enbits.’ In scinooasos deeper sinking lins overcome the evil, in 
others, a fine siratnm of qnielcsaud makes further cutting dangercas. 
The hot springs of Lssundra, ton. miles south-east of Xnpadvauj, 
rise to the surface in ten or tevolve cisterns, the hottest standing at 
a tempemtuin of 115". Like thoso at Tua in GedlirR, twenty miles to 
the sDuth-c>ast, and at Anftvol, 159 miles south, tho Lm^nudni spriaga 
arc slightly sulphureous, and thought to bo asefiil in skin diseases. 

To Europeans, thpngh with some CDnstituHoiiB it agrees well, the 
olimato is trying. From November to March Gio air is pleasant and 
bracing. Bu t even this long slmro of cool wenthor fails to make up 
for tho aevene bent of the rest of the year, diy and parching lo 
March, April, and May ; moist and oppressive from Jono to Octofer, 
To tlie people of the conntiy, except in the eaetom sub-divisioua 
of Kapadvsnj and Thasra, and on tho north-west, in the marshy 
rice-bearing lands near tho Khdri river, the climate is not hurtful; and 
tho central tract, known ss the f.Afl:ro^nr, is considered healthy. 
During a long term of years the district bus on the whole been free

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from oatbreaks of cholera or other epidemics.' Malariooa fever, tho 

S rovailin^ disease, is commonest and most severe in tho month of 
ictober. Daring tho cold season, as the air becomes dryer, sick¬ 
ness gradoally grows less, and in the hot weather months public 
health is at its best. From March to October the general direction 
of the wind is from the sooth-west, and from November to Febnuuy 
from tho north-east. From 1852 to 1861, the average rainfall was 
33*78 inches; from 1882 to 1871, tho corresponding returns give 
27*45 inches; and from 1872 to 1877, 28*10 inchos.* Except an 
occasional shower in the cold season, tho whole rain supply falls 
between Juno and October. Thermometrical readings roistered 
daring the ten years ending with 1861 vary from 104*1 in May to 
54*6 in January. They give for tho whole period an average mean 
temperuturo of 79*6.*

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CHAPTER IT. 

PRODUCTION. 

Some InrgC'hoAps of iron elntf fJiow tliati ntono'tirno iron dto 
W f» worked in tho ncitgbbourhnfKl of Kapiujirnnj, With thia eicep- 
tinn the di»lrict la irithout minerals^ To tin? of the Majnm riFor^ 
about fifteen miloa from KupatlvaDj, ore found oome varieties of 
n^te and moss pebbles, llifse kne'iVTi AS £'Adnyu, a^iyaf and 
ratatiiH, arts when |K>lMi$d| amon^ the rocmt yuJiied of Camlmy stones. 
At Kupodvnnj the businesa of collecting thorn is almoat entirely in 
the hands of morehanta of the clnaa of Shin Bahords. Laboiinnrs aro 
employed bj them to search the bed of the stream and qnarir its 
Ikanka. Hid beat aeaaon for finding the stonoa la at the close uf tha 
raina^ when nutubera art? washed ont of the mud and gravel of the 
banks and bed. When a supply of Btonee has been collected they 
are baked. And those that stand tlie firo^ and dcvelope bright 
colonra, are sent to CuUilmy lo bo palishod,^ In the bod of the 
river Afuhi aro ni&$sea and bonldora of tmpj and in tho enat, near 
when? it enters the dlstriet, n^ek is plcnitfuh including tmp with 
occaaional liun* *stonei quartz, and granite, TtunigU not atiited for 
building purposes ^is rock ii used for road metal. LiniestouOi 
in small nodules ta found in nnd near most of the Kaira 
rivers. Its quality vniie*, but it usually contains from fifty to seventy- 
five per cent of carlfonato of limn beHidi?a sand and sometimoa clay 
and uiaguesrci. Sand used for making mortar is found iu the rivers 
Mahi, V&trak, and Meshvo, and in the smaller water-courses. In 
low broken ground uoAr Khpidvanj, La^nndro, Tomaj and other 
vilJiigea in the north-east of the district, a white crust of impure 
carbouato of soda forms on the surface ol the ground. This earth is 
Collected and much used iu making glass and soap and as a tnordont 
in dyeing cloth** 

Knim Is genemlly spoken of as one of the best wooded ports of 
the Hornbay Ppcsidency, This iu ono aenao is true. At the same 
time the district has no forests or forest land/ tho trees either 
stondiug singly or in small groves. Especially in the SQuthem

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cultivators, roar milch catllo l>oth cowa and aho-bulfaloea. Though 
tho llabdris nro not a wandering tribe, their cattlo arc not stall fed. 
They are suppoaod to graze them on tho common pasture groun^ 
But finding acanty fodder there tho Rabaris have little scruple in 
letting their animals stray into any unguarded field. Brdhinans and 
VaniM generally make over their young calves to Kunbis and Kolia 
to bo reared. On handing it over the calf is valued, and the 
common agreement is that when tho calf ia full grown and again 
valued tho owner pays tho man who reared it ono*half of the 
increased price. Milch buffaloes nro sent from tho district by rail in 
considerablo numbers, chiefly to Surat and Bombay. 

Sheep and goats, with a total strength of 53,880 head, are 
reared chiefly by professional herdsmen, Rabdris and BhnrvAds. 
Tliey are found in greatest numbers in tho less highly cultivated 
districts of M^tar in tho west, and Th/isra and Knpadvanj in tho 
east. Sheep aro bred for their milk, wool, and flesh. Goata for 
their milk and their flesh. Tim wool is gonei^Iy cut twice a year, 
in Novemlicr and March. Tho Rabdris cut it themselves with a 
specially heavy pair of shearing scissors. Tho wool has littlo caro 
given to it, and is usually very indifferently washed. Except wliat 
little they make into felt and weave into coarso blankets, the 
Rabdris sell their wool to traders, chiefly Musalmdns, who export it 
to Bombay, The trade seems to bo of growing importance, na tho 
total sent ny rail has risen from twenty-two tons in 1870 to for^*- 
sevon in 1877. Tim sheep’s ratting season is in May. She camea 
for six months. A sheep ia milked from November to June, and 
generally yields from one to two pounds a day. Of this tiro young 
arc allowed to suck half and tho rest is used to moko butter, Tho 
milk of twenty sheep would in four days yield iibont five pounds of 
butter worth about 3d, (Rs. 1-10). Sheep begin to bear when 
three years old and continue till they ore about seven. A good 
ewe is worth 8s. (Rs. 4). A brgo number of sheep and goats are 
every year sent by rail to tho Bombay market. 

Horses are retumod at 2306, but by for the grooter number of them 
are more ponies, unsuitod for tho purposes of cavalry. In vnlao they 
vary from £2 to £10 (Rs. 20-100). Most of them are born and 
reared in the district. Some of tho best come from Catch and 
KiUbidwdr, and a few show signs of being tho produce of the 
Ahmodabod stud horses. As a rule they oro not woU taken care of. 
Many arc allowed to feed themselves as they best can, o^*re toyo 
millet stalks, and when in work a daily allowance of gr^. 0^ of wo 
Government stud horses is stationed at Kaira. In 1870-77 ho 
aonrod thirty-throe mares. 

Few camels are bred in Kaira, hot largo numbota arc brought 
durinff tho fiiir season from M4rw&r and K£thi£w6r to graw in tho 
district. A foe of one young camel for each hundred 
to Government, Tho animal ia sold and tho pnoo ^

A full-grown camel varies in pneo from £4 to £15 (Ra. 40-1W). 
Asses returned at 6325 are of two kin^, the coMon asa and tho 
big white ass of in KithbwAr. Tho females aro kept only by 
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potters or kumhhdnt, and the males by rice buskers or gold*. Tlicy 
arc used to carry bricks, earth, and rice. In ralue they vary from 
to 14e. (Ra. 3*7) for the common sort, to £1 or £l 4*. (Rs. 10«l:i). 
for the big U&ldr sort. Fifty years ago many eharotar rillagea were 
infested with swarms of tamo pig. 'Hieso animals^ ownerless and 
iincarcd for, lived on such garble as thoy could pick op. Filthy and 
useless they did much harm to the crops. At last so great was the 
nuisance that the richer classes hired tnc Vdghris to cart them out of 
Tillage limits and set them free. Though still plentiful they hare 
ainoo ceased to be a nuisance.* 

Wild. 

Of wild animals, thoTiOBB, rugh, Felis tims, was within the last 
ten years (1837) always to bo found in the oed or among the ravines 
of the Mahi.* Rut the spread of tillage and the efforts of European 
sportsmen in the rough country near the Mahi and in the Rewa 
KAntha and Ranch hlahiil hills have so reduced their number tliat 
they are now only occasionally met with. Pour tigers were killed in 

187G. But in the four preceding years none had been ahot. 

The Paictheb, dipdo, Felis leopard us, is from the same causes as 
the tiger, becoming scarce. A few are still found on the banks 
of the Muhi. Dunng the five years ending with 1877 uine panthers 
were killed, three in 1875, four in 1876, and two in 1877. 

The Wolf, tvinj, Canis pallipcs, though becoming rare, is still 
sometimes seen roving in packs of four or five. They carry off 
considerable numbers of sheep and goats. 

The Ht.oa, furos, Hy^a striata; the Jackal, aui/, Cania 
aureus; and the Fox, /otri, Vuipca bcngalensis, are common, and 
said to destroy much poultry. 

The Wild Boab, Ju^r, Sus indiens, abounds along tho 
S4bannati from Vautha in tho west, northwards to Chitrdsar, then 
cast by the irrigation canal, past Ldli along the banks of the 
Meshvo and VAtrak, in tho grass meadows at Kanai and Mahcj, 
round Kaira, in tho Mahudha fields, round Dadusar, and on tho broad 
waste lands and ravines in i^padvauj and Thiiara. It docs much 
damage to crops. 

Of the deer tribe, theBLCK BrLL,nt/yai, Portax pictus, formerly in 
numbers over the whole district, has of lato yoars become scarcer 
and much more wary. Thoy are still found chicBy in tho Kapad- 
i^j, A'nand, and Mehraodabad sulwlivisions, in herds of from 
eight to ton. The Ajctblopi, kaliar. Antilope bexoartica, is found 
in large numbers over tho whole district. Tho Ikdlaw Oazkllk, 
cAikara, Oazella bcuettii, is also common.

Of wild birdf, the Ooosi, gauze biulak, Anaer cineroo^ U found 
occasionally in »omo of tho largo ponda in Matitf and kapadvanj. 
They appear in Novomber and December, coming in flights, generaily 
of from seven to ton, though sometimes of as many aa twenty or 
thirty: they leave about tho end of February when the water 
begins to dry, and generally before the smaller kinds of wild fowl, 
they have not been known to breed in Koira; they are vo^ shy, 
and hard to shoot. Tho Buck-bickd Goose. auWo, Sortadiorma 
mclanonotus, u found in all porta of tho district, remi^mg through¬ 
out tho year, and breeding in tho months of July and Auguat. 

Of Dcces and Teals, many sorts are found, especially in M4tar, 
Kapadvanj, and ThAsra. Except tho Whistuxo, Dend^gna

Though 
gonerally netted p it gives good sport with a rod and lino, and os 
an article of food is mneb liked by EuropeaiLBi (20), The .^urua, 
like tho ehalf but smallcrp not more than four inches long and some¬ 
thing under an onneo In weight, is almost enliply a rivor fish, ft 
brof^ in tho rains, rushing up the ri vora wheu in highest flood. It 
is caught in tho umall meshed ttet and eaten by the natives■ 
(21). 'oo Moda, or iifAdt, is another small fialip in appearance and 
habits Very like tho Jffirra. (22). The Shin^t or Aodpa, is a 

dark-coloured Bcalelesa flssh, not unlike tho eel. It is snjd to havo 
poisonous barbs at tho giila, which wound os soveroly Jis a scorpion s 
bite, and cause throe days fever. It is about a foot long and two 
pounds Id weight, and though livin|f chiefly in ponds, ie found In 
rivers and souietiiiiea id wella. It is caught in the amall meshod 
net, and is a fnvourilo food, with Europeans. 

Salt water fish are fonod only in the Mahi below the tidal h^ti 
Tlioy belong to two classes, those fonnd in the odd and hot weather, 
aud those found in the rains. Of tho cold weather fish there ara 
six chief sorts, the the ZttiUtf the CAefflj tho i>uwri«| 

the Bm, and the ATunf/ii. Of ram Gah there are throe, tho Pa lea, DcnJ*, 
and Maora. Of thosQ tho dodf is the largest, growing to ten pounds 
in Weight- Tho dWt and tho pdfro are much cateemed, and are Ealtcd 
AS well as Oaten fresh. The rainy season fish come mto the 
about June, and after staying for a^ut a month pass out again into tho 
gulf. They would seotjii not to spawn in tho nver, no fry nave been 
found in the Jlnld, and on their way back tlio old fish are often 
taken heavy with eggu. These fish ora all caught in the ^ofro, tho 
long pocket-shaped tidal stake net.^ 

Besides Mttsalmins, Kolls, and other fish-eating pooMuta, among 
the Kaira population are three professional fishing tribes—‘Bhois,

chiefly with liaad and dmg-neta mid with baited liners, tliej abo 
kill largo tiumbore, drawing them to the aurface by the light of a 
torch, and then cutting them to pieces with sivords and in the snialtor 
Btreami} bj soaking in the water the milk-basU and other poisononii 
ehrube,* 

In a district where almost all the wclFto-do and. indaontial elaasea 
object to tho dostroction of life there is no ptiblic fish market. The 
fijsh is carriod for stdo from bouse to house, especially to the dwell¬ 
ings of Rajputs, Musalm^ns, and Kolis. Tho supply is generally 
greater than tho demand, and tho price not more than }d. (six pios) a 
pound in money or grain. Tho larger cIbbs of fish are to a small 
extent sent by mil to Harodn, Tliere is little fish-salting in tho 
district, Tlie stock of fish in tho Kairn rivers is Baid o£ Into year* to 
have ooniiidorably fallen off. In the Mahi, the common belief is that 
this declioe is duo to the rivor’a wrath at losing cart-men*s offerjiigH, 
For some years the floods have been irregular and the fish uiinblo 
to work up to their projxjr spawning grounds. There wonld seem 
also to bo a very rccklcBs destruction of life. For, though the 
netting of well-grown fish does Uttlo hnrm, tho planting m fixed 
bosket and cloth traps is said to destroy immense quantities of fry.®

The gntienvl chnpter on tho populnticin of Gujarat irtcluden such 
information as ia avnilnblo ttgardiug the origin and customs of the 
Kaim people. Tho following detnila show the strength of the 
difTeront castes and races as for ns it was ascertained by tho census 
of 1872. 

Under BrtUimaua came, oatclusive of sab-divisions, forty-nine 
divisions, with ft strength of 43,301 souls (moles £1,887, females 
21,414), or G‘0S por cent of the total Hindu population. The somoo 
of Government is tho employniDiit most covet^ by BrAhmnus of all 
classes. But except the Ndgars nudKheddvAle^who act as merebaats, 
money-leaders, and pleaders, the pmjori^ of BrdhmauB live on nltns. 
Among IlrahmanB, tho Negara numboriug 1808 nr 4-17 pt r cent ol 
tlio toUl Brfihman populnlion hold the first place. Next to the Nfigars, 
tho Khodivtil or town of Kaira (Kiieda) Bnfihninas, in nombor 9920 or 
• 22-00 per cent of thu whole Brdbmau population, are the moat pros- 

porous and inflnontinl class, families of t his caste are under the 
Bame name anttlod in Honarcs, Haidarabnd, Soringripatum, and other 
parts of India. They nro said, aboat a thousand years wo, te jinva 
been brought from the Deccan and aettled in Gujarit. Industnoue, 
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fmg&I, and intcIHmntj mo«t of them ho^ld good poBittoiu u Innd- 
ownoTE, mDcte^-lcndonij tTaders, and CkjT^emitietit AmoTig 

the retnainjDg flub-divisionsj, the inoft uolit^ble ore the Vadidm 
BtAhmaos. These mcn^ for the most paH. rf<sidc'Ut 9 oE Mehtniulabadj 
tmTel all OTCr Gujarat. By the pretended pracd'Ce of tnasic and by 
begging Lhoj occasionallj amass conHidembfe fortunea and settle in 
Koira as money'lendora. A few Deccan Br&hritanj, descendants of 
some ivho during the oighteentU centUTy came from Poona with the 
Mardtha armies, continue to hold ro^poctable poaitions in the semco 
of Governuiont. 

Under the head of writora camo three classes, Bmhmn Kakatiis 
88 ^ Parbhos and Kdjosths 8 , with * total strength of 158 
seals (moles 83 , females 65 ), or O S per cent of the lotnl Hindu 
popnlotion. The Brafama Kshatrisare the desoendonts of one fomilj, 
who, aa hereditary district officers, hold nn estate in tho village of 
Aliim in the Nimiad sub-division, The younger brtuiohes of the 
family boro from Lime to time loft AUna in search of a liTclihood^^ 
Bat though settled iu clifforeut porta of tho district they still keep 
op their Donnection with those ot their family who have reinnined at 
home^ The Parbhus belong to two doasea, F&thAro and Ksyostb^ 
Tho Kayasth Porbh ns settled in Onjarat after its con eldest by tho 
Marnth^a i( 1723 H-j 757 }. Tho Pdtliore ParbLus settled in Kaini in 
tho beginning of tho present century* They do not consider Kalra 
bo their homo, and keep fninlly and morriogD reintiooa with membora 
of their own CB«te settled in ^nil)ay„ 

Under the head of mercantile tnuling and shop-keeping cIorbos 
came 22,532 V^dnifis bdon^ng to sotou teen divi»;mns j 5852 Guja¬ 
rati SbrAvaks of five divisions; five MdrvJidi ShiAvaka and 282S 
Bhdti^ and Luv^nAs giving a total strength of 31,31 7 souls (males 
females 14,877] or 4*40 per cent of the entire Hindu, popu¬ 
lation. Of these classy tho most influentiaL are the VdafiSs and 
Sbr^vsks. The wealthiest of thorn net os motioy-lenderSj making 
advances to petty village tisuTers, traders, merchants, and tho better 
class of husbandmen. Those who have little capital, borrowing money 
on easy terms from tho wealthier membem of tlietr caste employ it 
m osnry or in dealing in cloth, gtuie, molasses, and oil, while seme 
moving from village to village hawk spicoB and eomlimenta. Fail¬ 
ing to recover their claims in cash the bt'ttcr class of oionoj-lenders 
not iinfreqnently secure the land of thoir debtor whieb ih oy then 
allow hiia to cultivate ut nick-ivnt. But they take little interest in 
these purchases. Tliey never till their own land or even snperrn.^ 
tend itRcuUTV-ation,and seldom invest capital in agncaltumlimpovo- 
raents. Besides engaging intfado they strive eagerly for employment 
in Government service. In former times they suppLiei:! the greater 
number of tho chief district revenue officers. In 1873 the office* 
of distiict reventio saporiiitoiideut or ilcAti otid of district accountant 
nr mojmWdr, which for matiy ycora had eiiated only in name, were 
^bshed. Bnt in other branches of Govornineiit eervico many 
V Aniaa ore still employed, sorao of them in highly-paid and respon- 
mblo posts, A large number of %^fiuids 10,283 or 45 68 per cent 
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of Iti'ir total atr&ngtli belong to the KhadAjata ■ab-Jmsioii. 

HU offshoot of the KwgfH Vdnio diwiiion, is said to tako it* 
naiiio from Khtwldl a villftgo nE?iir ParAntij in the Abm^had 
di^tnei The Sbrivnks ajontioniMl above bt® almoet all tiativos of 
Gnjarft* Tho Mirrdd ShrAvaks, oo powfirfiil routh of tbo Tapti, 
bold DO place of importance in Kaini- Bhddiis and LnvdiidBj 
atnmgors froiti Cutch and Sind, are apreading over the totbI part* 
of tho district, and as vilbgo grtxrert or by tbeir snpenor 

strength and enorg)-, bto dopriving the local Ydnia and SlirdvnJc 
traJen of thoir former monopoly. 

Antler Ibe baid of coltivatort camo five classea, idth a total 
slTongth of souls {males 2-13,36^*1 fftitialca or 53 33 

per oont of tho wbolo Hindu poymlation/ Of these 144,339 (maloa 
82,430, femaleB 63,200) were Kanbia 3 23,568 (miik-i 12,472, km^os

This di&tiiiotion, though based on difference in wealth and accinl 
iKwItion and not In variety of bhKid or race, is Hofhciently marked to 
form an obstacle to intereuirrlago. Again among the w 

better claims of trfjva Knubis, the landownere of some viunge* bold 
amnng their cnate fellows, a position of special honour, Tina aection 
of the eaato, probably the dosoomlanta of the leading men among the 
original aettlem in tiujardt, are known as men of family or Wia. 
Tho reat ns tuenof no family or ithdia. Formerly there wm a keen 
competition among the lower fatniUofl to marry their daughters into 
the higher bonaes, and grtsat stima were paid to secure this honour. 
But of late years this custom bos to n great extent disappeared. 
The bulk of the lower families agreed to marry only among persona 
in their own aocial position, and among them selves to give or toko m 
marriagD without claiming any dowry. Under thew ctrcmaistances 
those of high family wt>re forced to many among their own hooses. 
In l«72 out of 429(1 marriages, 39 77 were arranged by an interc^^ 
of children. Cultivating Kajputs belong to two closMs, fhe^ 
of families, who still rotnin considerable Wed eatatea^and 
deacendauta of the yonnger braiiches of Thakor houses, who m many 
iiiHtancefl havo sunk to the poaition of ordinaTj peasant prepnotora.

So uii»tiHEiiclory ™ Ihdr conditi&Ti that 
measurea fer frednff thvxa fpom ibeiF indobtodncM wera coimdured 
uwesaam Ati Act (14 of 1377) liaa ftcoordmgly been posMd, 
providing for thoBdraoiCO by Govemnictit of funds stefBoient to meet 
all lecfirimat© ebiiniB upon tbclr Mtotes. It ia also provided that 
until tbeloftn iball bnvo been repnid tho prowrty aUoiild bomanAg^ 
by a Government officer. Tto ealtivating Rojpnta are Iesa careful 
and hardworking than tU& Konbis and inferior to them la sblL 1 
KfichhiAq and Hnlia grow Tcgetablwj fmit, and flowert A few 
baTO bocomo artisans. 

Tho Eoli element in tho population of tbo diitrict ip important* * 
They form tho largest tribo or caste with a total etreugth of 
or S5-03 per cant of tho ontiio population* They are the moat prolific 
Eeotioa of the pooplo^ inGmaaing during twouty-ifii years (lS4d- 
1872) from 175*829 to 281,253j an advance of 59-96 per ceat*^ They 
are also tho dasa whoao oharecter and p^isition have improved most 
nudor Britiab rule* Idle and turbulent in tho oorly part of tho 
present coaturyi they nro now aa a body quiet and hard-working, 
Etfou in the most aottled time# of GujuiiM: hiatory, the Kolis wore 
only partially brenglit andor ordor^ and during tlio disturbaiicea and 
iniande of tho eighteenth century they threw off every restraint, and 
for tho most part lived on the nroooe^of plunder and rob^ry. lo 
1812,, though they had then already began to foraako their former 
habitSj they arc described aa a lawloM race, corispicnonfl as the 
perpetrators of gang robborioa and other utrocities." In 18^ 
they were atill one of the most turbulent predatory tribes in India* 
Begular troops, oven thoBhiropean cavnliyTliad centiDnally tnjbo called 
Out against them. Tn no other pirt of India wens the rends so hiBeciire 
in nono ware gang rebberiea and orgnnwcil plundering escuraiona 
more frequent^ or a greater proportion of the gentry and lauded 
propriotare addicted to acta of Tiolonco and^ Idoodahed.* In 1829 
tho EolU were still fnrthor uaBottled, by diaturbancca cuuikkI by 
A fniiatia of tlio uatqc oE Onvind&s j and for scv’enil yoora aftort tlio 
country would Bcem, to an unusnsl ejrtent, to have suffered from ihf^ir 
turbulence*'* In 1832 bauds of Kolia, from fifty to two hundreil strong 
inf Cited tho high roads. In 1833 they twice attached the tovni of 
Mohmadabad, and on each occoiSioa aoveral lives wore lost. Twoyeara 
later (1835) the Collector almost in daspnir writes * some apeciiil 
rcgnlatioas should be mode about tho Kolia. No meusuroo of 
ordinary novarity seem to hnvo any effect. Wu never lionr oi a 
rofomed Koli, or of one whoso mode of life places him bojond 
auaptcion. AU seem alike, rich and poor, those whoso uecessiticn

the work of oultirating'. Still, os a rule, tlif*}- wore ignomtit and 
Bfortso from work, and grew only tho poorer sikI lighter crape. Tho 
• « ten nest vcnrs brei^ght some further lUiprOTeineiit, They (iS55) ore 
said to commit thefts and robberfee only 'sometunea when impelled 
by want/ They worn still rt-iy poor, aubsistiiig on tho fruit of 
rr4<iiii{c/c trccH nr so mo wild growing rogntabloe. But they hnd now 
some credit. Tliey coiild raise loans, thoogh the mwcropalonfines.^ 
of the lender and their own ignomnee and carolesaneas made this 
change socta bat a doubtful gain. A few year* Inter {18571 fh® 
time of tho iuntinies in Upper India, the unquiet conduct of the kolis 
caused Governmcut much nneosinesa. Bnt their nttempted rising* 
vforo promptly Bapproased, and no gonoml disturbance tO(>k plnco. 
After the nantiny troubles wore orer, the period of higher pricM 
(1S58-1SI51) and well psid field labour raisad the fColia to a posi¬ 
tion of comfort. Still careloss and tmpmvidQnt in their time of 
prosperity (lSt51-l870J they faded to free themselTCS from tliolr 
riabilitiea. The fall in prices during the next five yoata left many of 
them poor and deep sunk in debt. Steady improveuiient however 
continues; the groat demand for produce during the last tw'o 
(187C-1877) years hna again lightened the moneydendor^s pre^uno. 
More land is brought under Iho plough, their m^c of tillogo is loss 
enrol CAB and rude, and fewer among them lead idle or vicious lives, 

Of manufacturers there were three classes with a total Btreogth of 
40S0 Boula (mnlea 2031, females lODO), or 0 50 per cent of tho total 
Hindu p^qiiuIalioR. Of theso 3883 {innlee 11)57, females 1920) were 
BhfivsAi-s, callco-printorB; 122 (moles 03, fomal^ 59) Khstris, 
weavers; and 25 (mrvlea 11, feu^oa 14) Gh^nchls, oil-preasers. 
Owing to tho competition of Enropean goods, tho eoudition of tho 
BhAvsdra or calico-printers is somewhat depressed. Tho number of 
Khatris or hand-loom weavers is very smmL This is due not so 
much to the decrease of the demand for hand-woven cloth as to the 
fact that tho great body of hand-loom wco'vers are hrusalmfirs. For 
the same reft-son tho number of oil-presaers is small, the business being 
almost entirely in the hands of Mdsalrndns of the Ghfinchi class.

3'he 
BKiita or BArots, tho Raiput LnnD and gt.«iioftlogista» bava loat itmch 
of tho importniiao that fortoorlj attached tf> them from the uanctity 
of thoir porBooH. Atany of them, whoao chiincoa of Garniii^ ft lireli- 
hotjd as auraties or gnidca bnvo ceased, now ongngo in oniinoiT 
occupntEotiB^ tilling tho land and landing inonoj^ Some arc Mtill 
emplojcd aa Iwirds or genealogTHtfl, Fiponi thpir head^quarters in the 
Kmm district the hards trovnl to the most distant ports of Iiidia-^ 
Their different atationa nro rLsited in orderf gonemilly after an 
interval of twa or three years. At each station they resort to castes who 
ebitii a Rajput descent. Kntertaincd at hi.'i pntron^a eipenso the hard 
gcQpraUy remains in one place for soveml months. During this timo 
ho notoB down for each family Iho births, ninrriages or deaths, that 
hsvo happetiDjl sineohis Inst visit. TUcao particulars are carried away, 
and on hri rotiira to Gujarat are entcjrtidjii his records. TEie Bhavdyna, 
leavtng their woinen in northern Gujarfit, travel during the cold and 
hot suapti'iis over the proviueo, acting plays and returning to iheir 
homes for tho mins. The Gandhraps, who teach dancing girls and 
occompany their dancing performanees with music, go to great 
distances and an? eontotinies absent from their hemes for a year or 
two at a time. Except a few families in AhTnethibad the VyAsdAs 
are peculiar to Kaim. They claim to be of lirubninn di(?sccnt of 
the same stock os the BhavAyAs. But for long they have given 
up acting and arc now ss a rule well off, supporting ihcmsclvea os 
cultivators and modey-lcndors.

Bosidcfl the Chdmadids thono wore five depressed CA9tca with utotul 
strength of 61,834 £onk (males 32,375, femiUes 29,459), or 8'C3 per 
cent^ff tHewholefliudn populationn Of tbeRo 1316 (males 940, females 
906) were OarudaH or Dhed prioats; 42,732 (males 22,334„ feiaalt!a 
2iJ,349) Dlicd^, weavers and carriers of dead animals; 1905 (males 1003, 
females 902) Sindh^ds, a aub-dlvdsion of Dheds ; 365 (moles 191, 
females 174) Tiiris, another suh-dlTision of Dlieda; 14,986 (moles 
7851, females 7135) Bhangins, or sweepers. The Dlieda, dlstingtiished 
alike for industry and for geneml good behaviour, were formerly 
supported in tolerable comfort by wacmiig coarse catton cloth. But 
the OS tablishineiit of steam weaving millfi in Bombay and their spnead 
through the chief towns oE Giijftrdt has flooded tho markets with 
Eupplies of a cloth, cheaper, but in other respects similar to tho 
prince of tho Dhcd hand-loams. Failing to oomfieto with this 
Bteam-woten cloth, and from thoir degradod pKOsition arable to 
procure amploymcnt in the sLeum factories, many of the Dbeds aro 
fulling into great poverty,. The Bbangida aro also in a mJserablo 
condition. 

Devotees and religiona Tnendicaots of various names, Brahma- 
ohdris, Vairigis, Qosdis, Sddlius, and Jogis, numbered 8754 (males 
5174, females 3580), or F23 per cent of the wholo Hindu popnln* 
tion. The fame of Ddkor ond Vadldl attracts many^ roligioua 
beggars. At Ddkor sovortil resident devotees, Sddbus, Vftirdgis, and 
Gosdis, some of them possessed of mneb wealth, support monastorica 
or mathjif where large nnmbera of roIigiotiB heggors iiro daily fed.

Buts of conf'erted Hindus, cultivatora, tradofs, oil-presaers, wen vers, 
and bricklayers. Of these the chief nre the fiipdhis 15,040, rilingo 
lervanta and cultivatoj-H; the BohorAs 13,935, truderw and oil-pressers; 
tho MolcBHldmfl 70(36, laiid-owtiers and cultivators; the Jlolcta 
6731, land-owners and cultivators; the TAis and ^tomnas 603, wcavera 
of cotton cloth ; and the CliunAribi 400, bricklujcrs. Tl;cre is 
besides u considcrabla iniscellanaoua population, chieOj cf barbers, 
butchers, nod beggars. 

The Sipahis are proliably the descendants of tho mercenary troopB 
who, in the reign of Ahmad I. (1412-1443), roceived aUotmenta of 
land. They still, to a large extent, act as village mc&sengers, and 
watchmen, rtirepu'dj. Aa cultivators, men of thtB as well a a of other 
classes of Kainv Muhammndaus hold a very low position. In 1875 
they nre described os in more depressed eircumatancea than the Kolia 
or any other caste or t rtbe. lenity, ignorant, and tairelees, they labour 
undar the special dii.advanEage, that their women do wot help them 
in field work. 

Of the two classes of IhdiorwP, the more important both in number 
and in wenith, am the Shia Ihjbords, the followers of the Muila 
Siiheb of Sunit, In 1077, of 7733 the total [Strength of this clns?., 
475 k belonged to the Paud, and 2975 to the Snlemdu sub-division.. 
Tlieso Shin ItoboriLi are townsmen and traders. In KapEidvanj, 
their head-qaartonf, their large, well built, and neatly kept dwellings 
omnment tne town. Atid their capital and vigour maintain an 
important trade in glasB, fioep, and cornelian stones. TJnlike those of 
their chiS.i in Breach, the Sunni BobonU of Kaim are not cultivatorB. 
Some of them nro cartmen and carriers. But most are oil-prcssCTS, 
nnd so iw a doss they are known aa GhAnclu Bohorfis. Bpenkine 
GujarAtiin their homes, nmrryingonly among their ownclaes, in food, 
dress, and mode of living unlike ordinary 51 usnltufins, there seems 
Httlo reason to doubt that most, if not all, of these men mre Hindus 
of tho GbAnehi, or oiPpreescr caste, converted to IslAm under one of 
tha Musaliuin florerefgns of Ahmedabnd. An active and thrifty 
class, they have as carriers lu.-tt much from the competition of tho 
railway. lint in pressing oil they still find steady and well paid 
work. 

Iho ^lulcsalauts or slaves tif Islain, Bujputa hidf converted during 
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t1i8 re'igti of ilnKtnud Begnda are for tlie moat part 

ciiltiratora id poor circumatuticeit. Tho reptEi'eedtatix'esi of old 
Rf^jput Loaae«> atJll^ as. and fdiuifddrjf^ foim a somewbut

Another class of Hindu convert.s to iHUm, the ifalebs arc scttlocl 
chiefly in the lijasra sub-division h They hold twenty-flvn villflgosj tlio 
dov’elopmont of Ixvolvo villages original I j granted to ilium in reward 
for signal services atthcBicgo of PaviagDd or Obimpdner (l4S4'14dd). 
Among thesQ MulokS| some arc superior And some are inferior holders* 
But all are thriftless, wanting in energy, and very genemlly addicted 
to the use of opinm.^ 

Though the T^is and Moninds are classed together in the census 
retame, they are in many reapects distinct. Ilindus of the Khatri 
czistc, weavers by occupation, the Tuis are said to have takoa 
their ndmo from a class of ^^lusalmilii weavers of ihat bnme m 
Behares* Sunnis in religion, their conrci^ien is iinid to date from 
the reign of Mahmud Bugnda (M59-1S11), They arc at present all 
weavers, and intermarry xvith the lower dess of Sunni hiusaliiiiaus* 
At their humew they speak GtiiarSti, nnd both tnen and women dress 
like Hindus. 

hfomnAs or Momins, that is, believers, nro Shids in religion. Ori¬ 
ginally of several different castes, carpenters,blacksmiths,nnd weavers, 
MomnAs, at present, bcsidea weaving, follow many c;i11ing)i, enrpontors, 
blacksmithB, bricklayers, calico-priiiterB, and caTriage drivers* 'Fhcy 
w'ore converted about 300 years ngo by a Mn&ftlmdn saint of tho 
namo of Kabir-ud-din, whose disciples they atill are. Th^ are a 
quiet people, ver? religiDus, modcmtcly well off, and about the most 
iudustrious of the converted classes* At their homes they speak 
Gujnrati, and both men and W'ometi dress like Eindns, the men in 
some ciis€^ tthnving the beard. 

OE Ibo total P^rsi population of siity-eight souls, seven were 
settled iti the Thdsm pub-division, forty in lifelimadabad, two in 
SlAtaf, fifteen in Nadii^d, two in A''n«Ddj and two in Borsnd* EkcIu- 
*ive of fourteen women and thirty-one children, the adult male 
population were employed in 1072 ebicfly as elorks in Government 
and Railway oflSceH.

iug tho thirteen lo^vna and &18 hanileUt, thero ivero &74- inhabited 
state and aUonntod villogos, giving an overage of 0'36 villugcH to 
each ^(iikTo mile, and 1333-44 iohabltanti)^ to each village. Qf the 
whole number of villnges, forty-eight had bsa thiin 200 inhabitants; 
000 hundred and thirty-four from 300 to 500; one hundred and fifty- 
two from 500 to 1000; one hundred and fiftj-oiio frons 1000 to 
2000; fifty-nine from 2000 to 0000; and thirty from 3000 to 5000, Ah 
regards tlio number of houses, there was in 1872 a total of 218,500 
or on an average 130'02 houses to the nqunro mile, showiisg 
compared with 150,028 In 1B40 an increase of 4,5'13 per cent. Of 
the total number, 05,085 hom^a lodging 20S,5-&3 persons, or 20'fi5 
pur cent of tho entire population at the rate of 3*18 bodIh to each 
house were buildings with walls of Jlre-haked bricks and roofs of tile* 
Tlio remaining 152,011 hoDses, accommodatlriig 554,150 penionn or 
73'35 per cent with a population per house of 375 souls,, iuctuded 
all huildtnge covered with tlmtch or leaves or whoso enter walls 
wore of mud or eun^dried brick. The mud and thatch hats are 
found chief!j la the bamlets and small villages; towns and large 
villages showing a groat nmaberof woll-bnilt and prosperous iDckiiig 
dwollings. Besides tho increaao in the numl>or of heu^oa, iliera low, 
during the last thirty years, especially among the Kolia, been a 
marked advance in tho style of building, and nowtbo eheaponing of tho 
supplies of stone and timber by tho opening of tbo railway to the Mahi 
will do much to help hcuse-building. The Koli hnmlol» in tbo east 
of the district and along the banks of the Mohi were in 18^11 almost 
entirely straw huts. la I87G an inquiry made by tho Collector 
showed tlmt m thirtj-fonr Koli villages, of a total of 0281 houses, 
92 wore of the first, 5043 of the second, and only 114(1 of the third 
Or stmw-bnC class. Another class hod in 1344 mreadv done much 
to improve their houses. These wore Briyimans, VAniiis, and other 
Hindus of capital, who under the former CxovernmCDt bnd from 
fojkr of exaction been caroful to give no sign of tbeir poesosdion of 
wvalth. 

^ Under land tentiroa aomn description will be fonnd of the consritn- 
tion of tho two claisce of villogcs, tho simple or sffiy'n, nnd the 
sbarehold or aarrebidri. VUlago servants belong to two c!aS 80 ,s; 
tlioac nsefnl to Govornment, and those nsefnl to the village com- 
muni ly, IJnder tho iiret head come the village headmen ; the revenuo 
headman, vghrdtdtlrf or collector; the pobcc, auift/u, or chief; 
the vilbij^ft accountant, iahtii; watchmen or messengers, niuctnidt 
and rn^Aiij ; the trochor, pajji; nnd BweopcTS and police of the Dhed 
and Bhangia castes.

The do duty as iroliee and watchmen- The BbangiAa are 

sweepers, carriers of dead animals, and guidcaJ Except the village 
flcconnhint or taldii, who receives only moneys, village servants aro 
paid either in cash or land or in botb.^ The aervants uaeful to tbo 
vil lug fl' cQmmtinity are tlie vdlogo priestj ^Aamof or^ hho.i} tbo potter, 
hij^hdr } tbo barber, Aciyd^a ; the blftckfiniith, /u/idrj the carpenter, 
ifufJidr; 111e tailor, fioiyV; and the wator^drawer, ktmo. These men 
aro p<iidi-by the villages in grain and cosh. The potter, Ibo barber, 
and the blaokBinitU alao enjoy Govoruniont land on payment of ono 
quarter to onO'^half of tbe full rout. Every villngo bos its headman, 
its acCDuntftiit, its Tnegaengerfl, its priest, its i,vatchmeti, and its 
sweepers. T^o extent to wbioh any village supports the other 
membra of tho complete etalf depends on its size and its diatnnco 
from large villages or country towns- Though some village are called 
yvib'duri Or slinrcbold, that is Kunbi, andothors, dAdriijla’ nr armed, 
thst is Koli, the whole of the people do not in any cow? belong to 
one caafe* Besides cultiratora of different castes, few villngcs are 
without a shopkeeper, either ri V^uia ora Brahman. 

Thirty-four years ago the Knira people are described aambat 

nti willing to leave their villages. They were said never to movo 
unless forced by extreuflo poverty or ieability to pay their debts. 
Eleven years Inter (1855) w‘hen the Panch HlahAls were transferred 
to the Bombay Government, the Kaira Collector complained that 
in apito of the most advantagicous offers none but a few‘ di$coutcntcil 
individuala were uHtliog to take land. Thongb this diHlike to moving 
is still true of tbo bulk of tbe people, the increased pressure of popu¬ 
lation and the easier means oE travelling bare united to make coni^i- 
derable seetions of tbe Kairo population willing to leave the district 
in scorch of work- Of the higher class0$>, some Bohoriis and Yiiiuls 
go as traders oa far aa Bombay and Poono- Tlieso men generally 
leave their familjca behind tbeni, netorning to them when they can,

Like tho 
inorcIiAnt, they keep a house in their native town, Bot unliko bim 
they genendly take their families with them. Of nrtisana, carpen^ 
tern, ^wyers, and brickiiiaker&, evory fair seaaon to the Baroda 
iitid Broach diatnehi, offering their serricos to houaa builders. By 
this meonfl they generally earn a good Ram of money, hVing on an 
^iowanee of grain, and taking litvck with thom almoat the whole of 
their money wi^a. Of persoimi Hervanta, many b&rbcra leaying 
their fatniiies at home, go to Surat and Bombay anu stay there for one 
or two ye^ at a time. Of camera thoraare the Miiaalm/tn GMnebis 
or Oilmen,! who in fonr-or-fivo-pair bnllook wagon? take large quanti- 
tiOB of tobacco to RatL&m, Indor, and Mdlwa, bringing back wheat 
and mahiida flowera, and the VnnjjSj^ on their pact bnllocts, bring¬ 
ing wbeut and Indbm corn from Miilwa and Uking back salt Of 
the lower classes, besides tho prefesaional wandorore, the religiona 
beggars, the Ods or wandering diggers, and the shephonla, nnskiUod 
field Iftbonrora to some extent, move about the district in search of 
work, Dnring the year these men find employment in threo different 
places j in Septomboi* and Octobof,in the Miter rice bnds j in January, 
in tho cotton districts south of tho Mahi and west of Cambay ; and in 
Ma^h, in the Ahmodabnd wheat coantry, '^eac labonrera, Kolis, 
Bhils, and Dhcda, havo of late years, by the nse of Bteom gins, tost 
tbeir best poid employment, the hand ginning of cotton. In former 
times, after about four months of cotton ginning, a man and his wife 
and on 0 or two ehildren used to come b^k with fiavingB amonotinir 
to nearly £10 (Ks.

TIio soils of the district are of four cliicf kiods^ light or gurrdf, 
modiuiD or htsart black or kdii, and allavial or bkaiha^ For iigri-^ 
cult a ml piirpofios each of these main closacs inclndes several roriotica. 
The light or 40 mf is the provniliii^ eoib varying in qtiAlity from tho 
loosa grainqa jellow sand of the helds near the SAbamwti and the 
Molrito arichliglit^brown mould,Oommon in the central 9 nb-divisions, 
and found to perfection in the sontb-wpst cortier of hfhtar, Tho 
richer variety, knotm oa ^arddu be^ar, contains a largo proportion of 
organic matter, and seems to a great extent to be nrtificuil, the result 
of the careful tillajro of tho Kanbt enltivators. Under medinm or 
ftrtwir, come several soils, varying fmm heavy sands to light clay,-* *. 
Soils of this class arc pretty generally diatribated over tho wholo 
district, thoagii nowhere over any large aieii. Under black or kdti, 
come a clayey sedinientaty fioU tlknt collecta in Tow Tands and ponds | 
the salt or kltdr^* and the cotton land iti tho south-west of Mntar | the 
rice land in the north near the Khdri river ; tho waste nndiU'-dmincd 
rtuii or upland, in Kapodvnnj and 'Fliasm j and a coarse, shatlow, and 
dry soil, called mnrdt, found near the river llahi. As a rule, the Ifaiiii 
black soil is poor. It Is scnreely over deep, and is most of it mixed 
either with aodn or limestone. Alluvial soil or bMlita is cbioSy 
found near the Vatmk river, ITiis, witluruit dressing or fallow, yicIda 
year after year rich crops of tobacco, saiHower, and other garden, 
produce.

Want of water is keenly ffit. The chief irrigated erope are rice, 
tubiicco, wheat, sugarcane, and garden produce.

The area under safflow'er iuis risen by 1073 
acres or 183 per coDt, that onder indigo by 17G acres or 48'89 per 
cent, and that under sngarcano by 429 acres or 24 per cent. On 
tbo other band cotton is less by 1131 acres or 21'57 per cent, and 
tobacco by 4GG acres or 4'38 per cent. 

Among tho district crops common millet ^ idjrt, Fonieillam spicata, 
holds tho first plnee with in 1870-77^ 123,223 acres or 3(5 08 per cent 
of the whole tiling area. Commred with ISoD-GO the returns for 
187(1-77 abow nn increase of millot cultivation nmonntmg to 21,017 
ocres or 20’5C per cent. Millet is grown in all the lighter or 
^ordt soils. It is sewn in Juno and reapiMi in tbo latter part of 
September. With it are grown Pbnseolus uoonitifolius; 

nifijf, PbnscoluA mdiatus, and other poises, which, taking longer to 
ripen, remain in tho field a month after the millot crop has l>oen 
reaped. Their growth seems not to interfere with the growth of 
the millet, and the double crop has this advantage, that often when 
tho millet fails tho pulse yields freely.

pr^uce in the district, but ta the finest tobacco gro 
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India*Tbo ccatnd pnrt of tbo Kaini diairict;, tilt? tract known aa 
the cftaruitirj is tho hood quarters of tobacco cultivation. Tho two 
chief vantJiics oto tho iatQfjtli or locals and tho Khmuit^ht bixiogbh 
aa itB name bIiown* from Khnndoiih. Tlio or loc^ plants 

gitjwB four foot Ita leaf is lurgo^ jnieyj and tapering', the 

riba ntid veins heavy and coarse, ibo genond te^cturo Idobo, and 
colour, when ripe, a aomewliat dull yellow. It is hardy, gnowing 
cv'cn in poor aoils, and wants hot little tnanuro. Tlio Kb&ndcah 
tobacco ^rowB about two feet bigli. Qumpared with Ibo locnJ variety, 
its loaf lu fthortCT and narrower, clmor grained in teituro, and ^ a 
deeper aud mono brUbant colonr* A more delicate plant, it roijnirw 
richer soil and more nmnnrOj but on tho ether hand wants less 
water. Though ita }'io1d is not more than one^thlid of thn yield of 
the local plant, its higher quality and its smaller demand for water 
to a considotnbloi extent make up for the small onttum* Tobacco is 
grown either with or without water. Tho water need not be perfectly 
aweetp In fact a slight brsckiahne&s is said to improve tho 
quality of tho crop. When irrigated tho crop is called or water^, 
when not irrigated or diy. A watered field yields twice 

as largo a crop as a dry Held. At the same time the loaf of thn 
irrigated plant is coarser and not inom than one'Kalf as valuablc- 
Lignt or jjruAwItt land is the soil best suiteil for tho growth of tho 
irrigated crop. Towards tho opd of ^ay, some time beforo tho roinfl 
set in, plots of ground are chosen somewhAt shaded, well placed lor 
watering, the soil rich and dry." About six inches of brushwood, 
hay, or dressing, are laid over thn plot. When thoroughly dry tho 
wholo LB burnt and the ashes allows to lie on the snrfueo. About 
the beginning of J iiir, ad soon aa tUo first min haa falleoj the ashes 
are pltjugbed into tlio jmund, or, if tlioro was no d^ dressing, tho 
greond is manured and tnen ploughed. The whole is well cleaned 
and the snrtiico smoothed. Ine seed is then sown hroadcsst, and if, 
after the jonug plants come up, thoro is no rstu, they oro watorod* 
While tho seedlings arc growing in their nursery tho cultivators aro 
busy gettiug ready tho field. According to tho wants of tbo soil 
they give each aero from ten to eighteen tons (twenty to thlrty-^fivo 
cart-loads) of sheep droppings or oowdnng, pond mud or dry silt, and 
somotimoa wood asbot. When tho manure is laid on, the field ia 
rendv for ploughing. With this groat fmins are taken, aa on its 
depth and thoTonghnesfl the euttom greatly depends. Houghing, 
rAds, and clod cmahing, saifidr, arc repeated from eight to ten times. 
Each time the line of ploughing vanes* First it runs from north 
to south, next from east to wes^ then from north-cast to south-west, 
and BO on, starting in turn from ovoiy quarter of the oompasn 
Between each ploughing tho clods aro crashed and the snrfaco 
smoothed. Finally, tho wholo field is cleaned by the hanow or 
IraroAdi. Tho sellings ore generally ready for planting in the 
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letter part of August, A num'py of one aero wlionld 3'ie!il plauta 
Anfficieut to etock from twenty to forty acres. In moTing tliom 
frcnn thcii* places in tte nursoiy tJie young plants nre taken up 
carefully with a knife or trowel, aa much earth as poseiblo being left 
about tboir roota. At tlio bed they are laid slanting in a 
bosket and carried to the field. They nro oet in thegronDd in rows, 
the rows and the plants in each row dislant from eacli other about 
eighteen iuches for an irrigated and two feet for A dry crop. In 
setting each plant in its place the lower leaves are pinched on, and 
when the sun ia Etrong, until tlie plant takes root, they have for 
r<ome«fayE to be shaded with twig^ or large leaves. Buring its growth 
the Oaudesh tobaeco should be thrico watered. The Kaim variety 
wants laoKi moisture, from five to twelve w'ateringSj according as tho 
well is perfectly sweet or more or less hroehiah. When nearly full 
growu the plants begin to almw signs of dowering. Thc^c tons or 
Hower stems orn carefully picked d!f, aud the whole of the plant'-'j 
istrength driven to its eight to twelve well grown and juicy leaves* 

A growing field of tobacco is apt to suffer from aeveml causes. 
Perhaps its chief euouiy in tho caterpUlar, whose attacks are so con- 
stant, that eveiy night and moniing, until the leaves begin toohango 
colour, they have to bo searched and the insects picked off. Besides 
the caterpillar other insects hurt the tobacco* One wonu attacks 
tho root and withers the plant, bringing on the diaeoa-e called 
another wofta, eating into tho stem and joints, stops tho growth and 
brings on the disease called yatifhoi\ Again, any oxtremes of 
drought, heat, or cold iujaro the crop. With too much dry weather 
the diseado cAaiteAdi appears, and thn leaves covered with spots 
wither. Too much damp brings over tho whole plant a whito coaling 
called cAdm, robbing the leaves of much oE their pungency* Finally, 
thero is tho chanco of froit, which, when it conies, blights the whalo 
field* The time a field of tobacco takes to ripen depends on 
whether it haa been watered. A dry crop ripooe in five and a watered 
crop fu seven months. When tho lea vet turn yoUow and droop the 
crop Is cut. A few stalks, about forty to an acre, are allowed to 
fiowor and their seed is gathered for tho next year's BOwing, 
Tobacco is prepared in two ways, a coarser sort for Rmcktug, call^ 
and a finer, both for smoking and for snufi', called jfardo* To 
make kdh'o the stem is ciit close to the root and well dll'll by often 
turning it in tho sun. If the stalks are very thick, to help the drying 
they are split down the middle. "^^Iieu the plants are well dried, 
generally after foui' or five dnys' sunning, they ore housed or removed 
to tho curing shed* Hero they are aoii^, tho soiled lower and tho 
small upper leaves aro placed in one heap, and the rich middle leaves 
in another. N ox 1, the loaves of esch. heap are made up in smaU b uudlcs 
called podds, the largest and strongest leaves being need os wrap¬ 
pers nr coTora and tho smaller ones placed in tho middle* Tho 
bundles, each of which weighs from one to three pounds, are then 
piled up and covered with, matting for threo days to ferment or 
' sweat Then they are separated and again heaped for a second 
sweating, aud ofterwurds, at intervals of a week, uib fermenting is 
repeated from four to six times. Great care and attention are 
a ie7~7 
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required at the timo of fermentation, as if it is either chocked too soon 
or allowed to go on too long tho tobacco is much injured. To manu* 
factoro fanfo tobacco, the leaves are, by means of a crooked knife 
called Mriyu, taken off the stema along with the skin and a little of 
the wood. They are then exposed to the sun from ten to fifteen 
days. Each day, in the early morning, while still damp with dew, 
they are taken to a shed. Here they are sorted into better and 
poorer kinds and made into bundles or padat. If, at the time of 
bundling, the leaves are found to be too dry and brittle, a small 
quantity of water is sprinkled over them. Fermentation or sweating 
is only onco brought on. But if the first is imperfect, a second 
becomes necessary, llie bundles or paddt are ready for sale about a 
fortnight after they have been made up. KdJio is used for smoking 
only, and jardo for smoking as well as for chewing. Kdlio is so 
strong and full of flavour that it is seldom or never used for smoking 
without bein^ mixed with molasses paste. In its simple state 
jardo tobacco u used only for smoking in cigarettes, bid{», and in 
small pipes. Cigarettes are usually rolled in the leaves of the asAtn- 
dra or jinji, Bauhinia sp^iosa, and sometimes in plantain leaves. 
In spite of its good qualities Kaira tobacco is still prepared only for 
native consumption. Attempts have been made to have it rolled in 
cigar form suited for tho European market. But so far tho results 
liavobccn discouramng. Snuff is prepared chiefly from jardo, though 
kdlio is occasionally mixed with it in the proportion of ono part to 
throe. Snuff may either bo made entirely of the leaf, or of too leaf 
and mid'rib together, llio bundles aro first tom in pieces, and 
ofterwards sprinkled with a solution of carlionato of soda dissolved 
by boiling in water. The tobacco is thrown into a heap to ferment, 
and then well dried in tho sun and pounded in a mortar to the required 
fineness. The following are tho estimates of the cost and profit of 
cultivating tho local and the Eh^desh tobacco.^ For an acre of local 
or talahdi, watered from a brackish well, tillage inclading,£l (Rs. 10); 
rent, £6 (Rs. 60); watering, £0 6s. (Rs. 92-^ ; value, £27 (Rs. 270); 
profit, £10 15*. (Rs. 107-8). For an acre of load, watered from a 
sweet well, tillage including, £1 (Rs. 10); rent, £6 (Rs. 00); watcr- 
iDg,£4 17s.6d.(Ra48-12);value,£1310#. (R8.135);profit,£l2 12s.6d. 
(Rs. 126-4). ^ For an acre of KbAndeah, watered from a brackish 
well, tillage including, £1 (Rs. 10); rent, £6 (Rs. GO); watering, 
£2 18s. 6d. (Rs. 29-4) ; value, £18 (Rs. 180) ; profit, £9 Is. Cd, 
(Rs. 90-12). For an acre of Khandesh, water^ irom a sweet well, 
tillage including, £1 (Rs. 10); rent, £6 (Rs. 60) ; watering, £2 I8s.6d. 
(Rs. 29-t); value, £15 (Rs. 150); profit, £6 Is. (ki. (Rs. 60-12). 

Cotton, kapds, Oossypium herbacenm, is cultivated only to a limited 
extent, 3812 acres in 1872 compared with 5256 acres in 1859. Tho 
plant grown is chiefly the perennial variety, locally called roji. Raised 
m light, gordi and medium, Assar soils it is sown in July, and picked 
from the middle of January till the end of March. It occupies oveiy 
seventh furrow in fields sown with millet, hdjrl, and pulse, ma/A. 
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Cotton of tho yearly sort is grown to a small extent in the black soil 
vilUgos bordering on Cambay. Though its produce is inferior in value 
to the outturn of the yearly variety of cotton, the throe years' plant 
luks this advantage, tLit as its roots draw moisture from below tho 
surface, they do not interfere with tho surface roots of tho gpain and 
pulse crops. Tho plant is allowed to grow till the end of May, 
when its branches are lopped about a foot from the ground. At the 
end of tho third year, tne roots are dug out. l^s cotton is not 
worth more than ono>half of the one year sort. Tho field is manured 
only once in three years. As a rule the field that has yielded cotton 
does not again bear the same crop till after three years are over. 

Though with little success, several attempts have been made to 
improve Kaira cotton. In 1815> under the suporintendenco of the 
civil surgeon Mr. Oilders about 2400 acres were sown with Bour> 
bon seed. About one-half promised well, but, though tho local 
variety yielded a good crop, most of the Bourbon failed. The failuro 
was supposed to be due chiefly to want of moisture, but tho saltness 
of the land was also noticed as likely to harm a crop which does not 
come to perfection for two years. A bale of cotton, tho produce of 
these experiments, consignm to London in 1816, reaUaed Is. bd, tho 
pound, or 2d. tho pound nx>ro than tho best Surat. The sta^^o was 
considered rather fine and generally saleable. Mr. Gilders waa 
r' anthorixed to make a further trial, if necessary, with the aid of irri¬ 
gation. A place was chosen farther east in tight sandy loam. After 
tho first heavy rains, at the end of July, tho seed was sown. Three 
feet were left between cadi plant, and between each row, like tho 
plants three feet apart, millet, 6d/n, was sown. The late rains were 
scanty, and until July 1817 tho ^ants remained dwarfed and sickly. 
Then without watering th^ shot ont so freely that one-half of them 
had to be picked out. Even then they wore too crowded, and 
Mr. Gilders considered that eight feet waa the proper dntance between 
each shrub. The yield from about fourteen acres waa 1700 pounds 
of dean cotton. The parcel was most fikvourably received in Bombay 
and valued at 2s. 3d. the ponnd. Tho London brokers thon^ht it tho 
best Bombay-Boorbon they had seen. It was fine, silky, with an oven 
fair length staple of good bright colonr, remarkably clean with a 
small portion of broken leaf and crushed seed and a few yellow spots.^ 
With other Indian cotton at from 5|d. to 14<i. a pound it fetched 
Is. 3d. In spite of this high price so great was the cost of tillara 
that tho transaction showed a loss of twenty-eight per cent. In 
1839 Dr. Bum, then in charge of the Government garden at Kaira, 
made some experiments in growing cotton, lie tried Egyptian, two 
kinds of Broach, and acdiniated I^urbon. Some of this aedimated 
Bourbon, found in tho hedgerows near where Mr. Gilders had grown 
it in 1816, was both by the Agricultural SocieW of Calcutta and 
tho Bombay Chamber of Commerce placed equal to tho best Kew 
Orleans and valued at from £17 to £18 (Rs. 170-180), while the 
beet Surat was selling at £14 (Rs. 140).* In 1842 some of tho 
American cotton seed, sent out by the Court of Directors, was 
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ChapUr IV. forwarded to the ColJoctar of Kaira for trial in fiis district. Some of 

* ■ ~i* tluB seed was mwd by Pr. Thatclior, then in chaiKO of the Govern- 

Agncultnre. experimental garden. The soil wna light and rath^ «uidyi 

CcitfWn and every care wee given to the crop. Tito plants pfomia™ well^ 
but when about a foot high moat of them, though at the time the 
local variety TPas thriTingn ^withered and died off as if blighted. A 
few recovered^ but the outturn was very sm^l. Some Egyptian 
cotton tried in tho same gnrilen almost entirely periled, Flie 
American seed distributed by tho Collector to sonio cultivators wna 
sown in about sric acres in difforont parts ol the district. Till 
the middle of &ptomber the plants looked most promising. They 
flowered and formed very large pods* Bnt the beat of October 
seomed to burn tho leaves and more lender branches, ^ey con¬ 
tinued ill a withered state till the cold weather partially revived them. 
In about oiie-third of the area the crop nC'Ver arrived at maturity, 
TIie rest yielded about 162 pounds of clean cotton \-alncd at £1 l&J, 
(Rh. 19), or a loss of aixty-seven por cent on the cost of tillngo- 
Satnples oiaminod Ijy the Bombay Chamljor of Comnierce wofo found 
to bo well cleaned and tolombly good^ but far inferior to Atucncan 
cotton grown in Jtotoidgiri.^ For some years after 1842 attempts 
to grow exotic cotton in Knira would Reem to have been given up. 
In 1861 nolhsng bnt the local three-to-bve year shrub was grown,* 
Again, in lS6b and 1866 Dhlirwrir end New Orleans seod wsa sown, 
I'ho plants grow about a foot high, but died after tho clnae of tliiP 
rains,* Now (1878), as in 1861, the local shrub is tho only cotton 
grown. Of this there would seem to bo two varieties, one called 
rt^Jt said to have been brought from Khwdoah about one hundred 
years ago, the other calltjd tunitii brought from Breach about twelve 
yeara back. Fiartly, it is said, because it is aUowed to stay four jeaTS 
in the ground, partly because it is sown in fluids with several other 
crops, and partly because tho seed hae degenera tod, Kmra cotton 
was b 1877 1 fd, or 32 per cent a pound less in value than either 
Dholera or BiNiaeh cotton. It is sent to Bholom, Breach, Surat, and 
Bombay, but it is said solely for tho purpose of mbtiiig with better 
varielicif,* 

^*filoir cullivalioD of Safflower, A'aaiiwifto, Carthamus tinctorius, is 

"" carried on in two sub-divUinns, Matar and Mehmadabsd. Compared 

wiih 1059 the returns for 1876-77 show an advance from 1078 to 
3051 acres. The crop is grown not eo much for the dyeing povfor 
of its flowers lui for Uie oil its seed yields,* Alxjut onu-hali of the 
produce is sent to KAthiiw.fir, Baroda, Broach, and Surat. The 
rest 19 used in the district. Safflower thrives in mixed or Boii, 
Except in a naturally rich soil, or after a highly manured crop, the 
land IS enriched in June at the rate of ten carts of good dressing to 
the acre. Baring the miny season it receives fonr ploughinga and 
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moro in October or November. The seed, at the rate of seventeen 
poands to the acre, U then sown with the drill; and after five or six 
days, without any watering, the plant springs up. Noting farther 
is done till in January the flowering begins. Then, at intervals of a 
day, each pod yields three flowers, and the whole is collected in 
about a month. The flowers are picked in the cool of the rooming. 
If the picking is stopped, and the first leaves left nnplucked, the 
pod dries and yields no flowers. 

In 1876 the total area under Indigo, gali, Indigofora tinctoria, was 
536 acres, 513 in Borsad and 23 in A'nand, and oven this was oonsi- 
derably in excess of 360 the total in 1850. In the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, indigo partly of local growth and partly brought 
from upper India was one of the chief exports from Gnjar&t. During 
the greater part of tho eighteenth century, the indigo of the West 
ludi^ islands gained an almost complete monopoly of the European 
markets. Towards tho close of the century tho East Indian produce 
again rose to favour. But nearly the whole of it was grown in Bengal. 
In Gnjardt in 1777 tho cultivation chiefly for local use would seem to 
have been on a very considerable scale. But in the early port of the 
present century it again fell off, and in 1827 hod almost altogether 
ceased. At that time prices were high and the demand was strong, and 
Captain Cmikshank.tiion engaged in surveying northern Guiardt, was 
of opinion that by the help of a little special encouragement the people 
of IWm might, especially in Petlid, be induced to grow indigo. 
Tho attempt failed, and indigo has never again become a product of 
any importance. This is to bo regretted, as, when grown in rotation 
with other crops, indigo bos the merit of leaving tho land richer than 
it found it Tho labour and capital required for ito production, and 
tho comparatively small profit it yields, aro perhaps the chief reasons 
why inmgn j8 now gTown only to so very limited an extent. But 
another cause is at work. Tho preparation of tho drug is accompani¬ 
ed by much loss of insect life, a result most distasteful to the Kanbi, 
and since tho spread of tho Svami NUrdyon sect to many of tho 
Koli cultivators of Kaira. Tho small quantity now produced is 
grown in light or gordt soil. At tho first fall of rain (Juno) tho 
field should be ploughed moro than once, and if possible manured. 
ITie seed is sown in drills from tho farpAan or drill plough. After 
tho planU have come up constant w^ng is required. Tho crop 
reaches maturity in September, and in gathering tho leaves great 
care must bo taken that they are not exposed to wet. The dyo is 
extracted, sometimes from tho green loaves and sometimes from the 
dry. If green, the plants should bo taken from the fields early in 
tho morning, and laW in largo wooden vats. The vat is then filled 
with water, and to keep tho plants down heovy weights are placed 
across tho top. During the night fermentation sete m. In the 
morning tho water is drawn off into a second vat, where it is well 
worked with large sticks till it takes a deep blue <»lour. In uis 
state the liquor is allowed to stand perfocUy quiet till the next day. 
The water is then drawn off into a third vat, and the s^ment 
in the second vat is taken out. It is then tied up tightly ra bags 
and hong from the branches of trees. When dry, it is taken down. 
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sprciul on tho floor of a hut, and cut into cakes. The refuso indigo 
dregs, and also tho plants, make very good manure.* * 

In 1876-77, 118 acres* were under Poppy, o/n, PnpavOT somni- 
fermn. That tho poppy is grown to so small an exte^is due to 
tho stringency of tho rules regarding its production.* The light or 
medium variety is its favourilo soil, and a ^d that has during tho 
rainy season homo a crop of Indian millet is generally chosen. In 
November or December, after tho crop has been removed, the ground 
is tnauurod several times and watered. Tho seed called khtMkkaji is 
then sown broadcast. After tho plants come np, the land is kept 
well weeded, and watered every ten days. When the plant is mature, 
the outer skin of tho flower capsule is lightly slit, and the juiro 
allowed to exude. After a day and a mght tho stem is scraped with 
a small knife, and tho juice collected^ in earthen pots. Tho slitting 
may bo repeated a second and a third thno, in each case after an 
interval of three days.* 

Bombay Hemp, sun, Crotalaria juncoa, was cultivated in 117 acres. 
Its seeds are said to bo osod os food for cattle, its stalks for fuel, and 
its fibres for ropes. 

Sugarcane, srrdi, Saccharum officinamm, has spread from 17<87 
acres in 1859-60 to 2216 acres in 1876-77. Kaira sugarcane is of 
two kinds, one black or dark-purple, tho other white. Grown on 
rich light, yord/ and medinm, ^ar soils, it wants froo manure and 
good water, and takes so much from the land, that a second crop 
cannot bo planted till after an interval of fonr or five years. Though 
Kaira draws from Surat tho greater part of its supply of molasses, 
no sUm seem to havo been taKen to improve tho local cultivation and 
niannmeture of sugar. 

Of spices. Cumin, ytru, Cuminnm cyminum, with in 1876-77, 
1423 acres, is tho chiof variety grown in tho district. 

In 1837, under Dr. Bum, the Civil Surgeon, a Government garden 
was established at Kaira. Besides in medicinal plants, such na 
senna and oolocynth, experiments were made in the growth of mul¬ 
berry trees and in the rearing of silk worms. To meet tho charges 
of his experiments, Government sanctioned a sum of SAf) (Rs. 400) 
and a monthly allowance that rose from £4 to £8 (Rs. 40-60). 
Tho mulberry trees grew well. In 1838 in tho Government plan¬ 
tation on the banl» of tho Shedhi, near the Kaira biHdgc, were 
* 800 trees of tho St Helena species idl thriving uncommonly well.*

(Ra, 15J aiuonUa osch were granted to tlireo Gujardti youths 
to go imd learn roelbg ouder Signor Muttit then employed by Govern- 
moot in tho Deccan in ailk culture* 'ilia Xaira experiments were 
rontiniied for some yenra. In 1B44 Dr. TliH&cheri then in chaise of 
the ganleOp reported tLat tlio mulberry trees, when smnll, sneered 
from Ujo hot wind. In other rqspgcU they did well, growing both in 
hedges and as trooa from nine to ten f{x*t high. ITioy wanted water 
at least onoe ovciy twontj days. The worms were less aueccsBful. 
In ordiuaiy Bcasons, during tho greater port of the year they kept 
fairly healthy. But in 18^13, a year of great heat, idinost all died. 
Silk was modo and forwarded to tho Bombay Cliiiniber of ComnioroO} 
who reported tho aamplea of very good quality, equal to Canton No. 3, 
and worth 10s. a pound (Bs. 1(1 tho fnika ser). But tho people of 
tho distrioh chiefiy, it was said, from their dislike to destroy the 
worms took no interest in the induBtry, and the garden was finally 
cloaed in 1847*^ 

Another Govemmefnt attempt to improve cnlGvution was in 
1343 tho introduction of the American plough* Two were given ou 
trial to cultivators. The reanlt wha disuppointmg. Tho men coin* 
plainiKl that the ploughs were clumsy, that the ferrows were too 
wide, and that the work of lovelling was much heavier tbau after 
ordinary plonghing. Besides they were toe elaborate, coaling more 
to mend than tho Knim plough to make* Tho Collector, Mr* Kirk¬ 
land, was of opinion that their successful working implied both in 
artisans and plenghmea more skill than was to found iu Kaira*^ 
In 137b another attempt woe made to introduce a better claaa. of 
plongh, this time of Enghsh make* Three ploughs were tried, ono 
m Nadidd, one in Xaini, aud one in Borsod, On the whole tliey gave 
satisfaction. The faults found wore that the share was too leng 
and made the work too heavy for one pair of bullocks, and that as 
the plough could not be guided with one hand to plough and drive, 
the bnllooks required two men instead of one. llio Collector, 
Mr* SbepporA was of opinion that il tliQ handles could be joined by 
a uroos^pioco the plougiis would become popular.^ In Ih^cember 
1878 Mr. Bobertson, the superintendent of the ^ladrO!! Govt^mment 
Farm, visited Nodiiid. Ho thought tbot the soil, among tho beat 
ho had ever aoen, was suffering b^m too shallow ploughing* Some 
ploughs W'cre accordingly ordered from the Madras Govern ment 
Wrm and a skilled cultivator sent there to learn iheir use. Three 
lads belonging to largo landowning pdfilchtr families have also gone 
to Mudraii to be tanght scientific faraing under Mr* Bobertoou.

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In the rural perta of the district not only the strictly agncul- 
tural classes, KanbU, Kolis, and Musalmnns. but the whole f^u- 
lation including Brahmans are engaged in cultivation. Unly 
in large towns is there a regular class of artisans, washeraen, 
taUoTs; blacksmiths, and others entirely supported by their ^lin^ 
and even in towns many artisans are forced to eke out 
by cultivation. Dheii and other weavers, though engaj^ at 
their looms in the fair season, during the rains devote thmr time to 
raising grain for the support of their families. The VaniAs are. 
perhaps, the only class not direcUy engaged m the work of cultii^ 
Son. ^By far the greater part of the land is tilled by Kanbis, chi^y 
of the Leva tribe, the most skilful and thrifty cultivators in Gujarat. 
Except the talahda. or local Kolis nearly if not quite as m 

Kanbis, Kolia as a class are bad and thrifileiw culUvators. j^jputs 
and Musalmina hold a very smaU proportion of the land, the 
Raipnta are careless, unskilful, and addicted to the use of opium. 
The Musalmins want energy and perseverance, and Ubour under 
the special disadvantage that their women do not help m the field. 


The years between 1738 and 1746 and the season of li51 are 
referr^ to as times of distress when village TOmmunitiM were broken 
and villages deserted.' The sovorest famine, of which details am 
available, was in 17iM)-9l. Throughout the year nun foil only once. 
The people were forced to migrate to MAlwa, and there attacked by 
apesUlenco died in great numbers. The GiUkwiir, except that ho 
took a fourth share of tho grass, is said to have remitted the whole 
revenae demand, and to have Uken steps for tho suppression of enme. 
During tho scarcity, twelve and a half ponnda of millet, sixteen of 
wheat, twenty-four of unhusked rice, and twenty of pulse, sold for two 
shillings. The next season of scarcity was 1813-14. Throughout the 
year there were only two falls of rain, one in July, the other about tho 
middle of September. Tho local scarcity, itself very senous, wm 
increased by the influx of starving people from Kathi4w4r. Especially 
among these immigrants many deaths are said to have occurrea Food 
grains would seem in several cases to have been dearer than in 1790. 
Tlio prices were, for two shillings, seventeen pounds of millet, seven¬ 
teen Md a quarter of Indian millet, ten of wheat, twenty of unhusked 
rice, and twenty-two and a half of pulse. 1824 was a year of distr^, 
and’in 1825 the later rains almost entirely failed. Much suffering 
was caused, and remissions of land revenue to the amount of £lb,198 
(Rs. 1,61,980) were granted. In 1834 locusts ate up the crops, a 
great scarcity arose, and many cattle were lost. Remissions amount¬ 
ing to £19,655 (Rs, 1,96,550) of land revenue were granted. In 
iSs the rain was too heavy and tho cold weather crops were spoiled 
by frost The last forty-two years (1836-1877), though the rainfall 
has at times been scanty and the crops have partly failed, have 
without any season of famine or even of general scarcity.

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CHAPTER V. 

CAPITAL. 

Accordixo to the 1872 cenami retnnw, there were in that year, 
bosidefl welUtO'do cultivatom and profiMtiional men, 6885 perMnB in 
positiona implying the poeseasion of capital. Of those 2072 were 
Lankora, money*winnjfcrs, and shop-keoperB ; 3813 were merchanta 
ondtradere; and 1470 wore supported by incomea derived from 
funded property, ahares, annuities, and the like. In 1869-70, under 
the income tax rotoma, 3742 persona paid on yearly incomes of from 
£50 to £100 (Ra. 500-1000); 414 persona on incomes of from 
£100 to £200 (Ra, 1000-2000) ; 14-1 persona on incomes of from 
£200 to £1000 (Rs. 2000-10,000); and five on incomes of from 
£1000 to £10,000 (Rs. 10,000-1,00,000). 

^nding frt»ly on their chief family ftMtivitica, the higher claaa 
of Iliodus practise in ovory-day life the extremest thrift, living more 
cheaply ana saving more ateamly than the oorreaponding classes in 
Sumt and Brooch. Besides in hoarding either ornaments or coin, 
savings are invested in Government securities, in shares, in labd, in 
honaos, in trade, and in money-lending. Almost all in a^ nosition to 
save, invest part of their store in ornaments, plain solid bands of 
silver and gold with little or no outlay on tho work. The prac¬ 
tice of buying Government securitioa, and of putting money in 
savings banks, has during the last ten years spread considerably. 
Tho interest on Government securities luis risen from £51 (Ra. 510) 
in 1865 to £255 (Rs. 2550) in 1877, and the doposiU from £1612 
(Rs. 16,120) to £13,021 (Rs. 1,30,210). Still in this reanect Kaira is 
far behind Snrat, wherein 1877, the deposits amounted to £84,043 
(Ra. 840,430) and tho payment of interest on Government secnritiea 
to the considerable snm of £864-4 (Ra. 86,440). Tho purchase of 
sliares aceins to find little favour with tho Kaira monied classe^ 
Ilardly any of the district merchants are believed to have invest^ 
money in the Bombay, Surat, or Ahmedabad factories, and^oven the 
Nadi5d apinniug company had no local shareholders.^ trom the 
summary of the registration returns for 1867 and for 18/4, it appears 
that though in tho greater number of aisca the purchasere of land 
are either cultivators or money-lenders, in both years in about oue- 
fifth of tho transfers, tho buyers follow almost overycalUng, tradcre, 
craftsmen of all classes, servants, and beggars. Over most of the 
district tho people take a pride in their houses and spend money m 
improving tnem. But, except town money-londc^ many of whom 
buy their debtors' dwellings, they do not invest thwr savings in 
property. Besides bankers, merchants, and shop-keepers, weli-to-ao

Tbu&e 
linos are at presBOt bcii^ inetalled. 

Of ali btiilditigB for the aocoinmodation of distriei officers, one at 
Knira and the other at Lnli, on tbo country truck between Knii% and 
Ahniedubud, ore in the Mehimidabad anb-difision j one at Nadi^, 
about two milea from the Nadjid railwuy station, in the NiKliad 
fiiib-divbion; one at Vdsad in tbe A^nand aub-dii'i'sion; ^ one at 
Dehvnn in tho Rorand eub-division j imd one at Ka|iadTQnji in tho 
Kapadvenj snb-divisioti. For tba rronvenienco of travnlteris, ttm 
district is provided with ten rest-houses or buUt since 

ISGi* from local fonda uta total coat of JEBIfll {Rbh Cl,010). Of tho 
ton rest-housefi, one at Ijiaundra, near tbo Dokor and KapadTiLuj 
road, is in the Kapadvonj sub-diviBton; one at ThAftra, and the other 
at ^th on tho Ditor and fiodbra. road, in the TMsm^ fltib- 

division ; ono at Ndika, one at Shikoldi, ajid a third at MehU], in tho 
hfriteir snb-divbioii | one at Kanij, and the other at Sam^m on the 
Kaim and Ahmednbad cotintry track, in the Mehina^bad sub- 
dirbion ; and one at A'nand near the A'nand tail way station, and the 
other at Yiisud mjar the Vfidod railway station, in the A'nand snb* 
division. TJie reat-LouiiO at A'nand winch for building purposes 
received in addition to the local fond* ^nt a contribution from a 
Bombay merdiant, Mr. Prorochand RAichand, has an upper room 
for Etiropoatis and separstn quarters for Hindus, Persia, and Mosal- 
m4nfi- Those in the TbAanv snb-diviiiicia, besidea onartm for all 
ordiDOty travellers, hav^ ueparato accommodation for Eiimpettiiis. 
OTio renmining bouEOs are fitted only for ordinary native travellera. 
Besides the above, aliuost every large village baa a reut-honse with 
rooni eneugh for about ton or twelve native travallnra. 

Beddes at Dwmy placos during the rainy seai>iou and at times of 
Hood, two femes nmintoined from local funds ply anrofis the Mahi. 
Of these one between Rak] of Boniad and kAri of Jambtisar 
in the Broach dietrici is pentuincnt, and the other between PAli of 
ThAsra and Gotra of the Godlira snb-diviEibn of tho Punch MahAla 
works only during the rainy ecason. In llio year iSTd-T? these 
ferries were farmed for i3d (Ke* 330). Of tliis amount £-15 (Ra, I50)j 
on account of the feny at Pali, were credited in equal prepoiiioiLB 
to the Xaira and Panen Mulidla local funds. 

Near the town of Kaira between the cantonment and tho church 
tho river VAtraJc with banks about thirty foot high h croBsed by a 
handsome wockIoii bridge 250 feet long supported by fourteen pmni 
of iron pillars coupled with a ftcrow nhtmp* 

About* a mile and n quarter south of the VAaad station tbo rail- 
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way jjaRsm* ov'PF the river JliihL At the crosKiDiu; tlie river bankt 
an? fTOtiJ inghty to ijinoty feet hi^h and the n’vcr bed about i^JOO 
foel bnoB^l. The bridgo was opetHnl for tmlEc on the 3rd Sep* 
tetnljor Origmully it had twenty-sseveb ^p&tui of WarTC!n''a 

girders 62' b"* each supported on three vertical columns of Mitcheirs 
screw piles 2' 6*^ oatfijde dianteter, the nietnl being 1' tLick. In 
addition to tho above^ two atont coluiuas were attuched one on the 
down side and one on tlm up aido of each pfor. For tJic rcftArOui 
stated in the iccuant of the Aarbadii Itridgo *' these stout coluiuna 
Were Afterwards removed and replaced by 'vertical rtklnmns con* 
nected by a heavy croKs ginler on tliu top similar to those io use 
at the Narbada bridge. The fonndritkiu uf tho bridge tJt at its 
deepest point sunk about fifty feet below ground and 127 below 
rail level. 'Pho mil is ciuTic*d on tlia top instead of ua in the 
Kiirluk^la and other riaduots at the bottom of tho girders. On the 
Sml of August 1871 the river fOiJo nitbin twenty-four feet of rail 
level, ftixtj-twD fwt above the bod of tho slrcAtn. thie of the up 
utitmm ctilamxis was broken by drift timber, but the tninniniag four 
columns of the pier 'wero strong eoougb to hold tip the bridge and 
keep the Hnoopen. 

Far postal pnrpoeci tho Evnim dLstrict forma a part of the 
GnjardtposLnl division, rmd cuntuins thirteen post ofltces locatwl at the 
following stations: KairUj, Aftitor, Cambay, A'nnnd, Borsad, V^.snd, 
Nadi^d, Mchmadabadj Mabudba, KapndvanJ, Thismi, Umroth, 
and Dakor. TTioflo offices are snppmEttMl by the inspector of p>Ht 
offi.ocG in tho Gnjarat divijiion, assisted by the sub-inspector of the 
Kuim diatriut nnd the lluwa KAntlm statos* Except at Kaira and 
Vioad, tbe ofiBemls in chargoof post ofbeeK aru etjlcd deputy post* 
ruastorB and aro paid yearly BalaricH varying from £18 to £d0 
(Ka. 180-600) and averaging £37 12#. flJ, (Ka, 3T6-0-0). 'rhcolHcial 
at Vdsad, atylod a post ktlrkun, draws an annual salary of £11 (Us. 140). 
As the Kaira town alatioQ ia tho dikbiiri^ing cIGceof tho diatiict, the 
officer in chargu is styled puatmuster and dranra a yearly salary of £90 
Haing to £111 (Ha. liOfi-lMO). From the stations montioned above 
letterH are duttribnted by delivery perms or by poet runners. For 
thin udditiomil work the latter are paid a trifling gratuity. Tlie 
ct^rrespondence for Kurrouiiding vrllagea is. delivered by niml mea- 
songors who also bring into theatatiens letters posted in letter-boxes 
placed at moat of the villager. Thu rural Tnessengers carrv A‘']th 
them a stock of postage etwups for kuIp at the villages^ they visit. 
In tho Kaim district then? are in all seventeen delivery poous ofi 
yearly salaries rnnging from £9 12#. to £12 (1{», 96-120) and 
averaging £9 I7v. Tjd. (Rs. 98-1:1-0). Tlio pay of tho rural 
inysiSongerM, of whom there* are eighteen, varies from £9 12#. to £12 
(Hs. 96*120) a yeiir and avorages £l 1 {8s, 110). Thw ntnll' of men 
ia distributed according to neejuiremonts, letters being delivered in. 
BDine plscea daily, and in others only onco a week. 

The only telegraph officx^ are those at tho different railway ntationi. 
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ThotJj^h in early tunoA Kflim did tn;t coiituin any Tcry iinparUiLrLt 
rpntrQ of tredt?, niaijy favonrito lines of tralSo pnsecd through it.^ 
Nurtli and aontli^ pretty mucli nloiig thoprcscnl mam line of milrray 
LLd tmdi'e between Ahinedaheid and Burodn, BitMioli, and 
Suriit; atEDLLer line Iri.^ frem the port of Tankdri in Bitnch thicogh 
DehvAu, I'etlAdj and Kidmto Aliicedabad ; a third was from Canihny 
through Sojitm and Kidm to AUmedabtuL LhieA alao from tho 

Gujarjit port^north-erwt thwugh Ddkor and Kupadvanj to AlAlwa and 
MowlLrf and cast tlirough Dhplka^ Katra, iUid Kodiiid, Judging from 
tho ^mall roycnue from transit dnefi £3^0 the trade of 

the distriel at the tiuie of its transfer to thoBntL^h (ISOd) must have 
been snuLty.* * In 1821 the oonsiimptiun of imported articloa is ciaid 
to have been very t^inall.^ In 182(} the manufitoturifa of the dislrici 
wore vnhu^l ul £106132^ (Rfi, lti,d3,2ij!0) and its trade at £+f3,5ft‘li 
(Rs. U,3h.5>-M))- Of Uie total atiioant of trade, luorcliaQdiac valued 
at £(^^,000 (Eh. was rvlunjod as imported for consumption 

in the districtT and pro[>ertj worth £348,394 (Hb. 34,bo,d40) oa in 
tmasit fruiu Oauiljay to Coatral India and other (oreigu torritory,* 
In 18-11 the chief urticles of trade between Surat and AhmetlalMid 
were hilk n»w und nianiifiwtured, cotton piece goods, gold thread, 
onantry iJupcr, tnvUd articles, wheat, and corlunder seed; thiougli 
Rairii lo the Fauich Mahilsand Mfdwa, and to Xhmgarpnr and Mo war, 
onmin j^eed, cardamoms, hlsliapswecd, bctolniit, brimstone, cam¬ 
phor, coffee, cocoaniits without shena, cottan^ dry ginger, gum, iron, 
LDdigD,cntechii,and luce; from Jamhu.«ur andTankdn, throughDehvan 
to AhmedabaHi, long pepper, porfumoSi dummcr, soft sugar,, sago, salt¬ 
petre, soup, cloves, cinnamon, and muce ; from Cambay, black popper, 
jjearla, horses, charcoal, alum, tea, a'^safimtirla^, toba-ceo, sugareandy, 
and molasses^ and From Dholera, BamlalwO‘od,Ciitid]eiij tamarind, and 
rosiiwtttor/ In 185a, in conaequoiico of the (.•lorhimiit custemn 
duties levied by the Nawdb of Cainbuj and by the Gaika^^ir, the 
di.Htrict T rade, lioth in t^sp^rts jitid iinpon-^, took, in«tond of the straight 
rood to Cambay, a ctreuitoiis ooume cither to Jlholem in Alimedn- 
bad ur ]>eligilm in Brooch. Tlio chief articles of export were grain 
to Barodai snDenver to different Gujarilt ports ; tobacco to Milwa; 
cumin netwl, anii^ecHl, soup, and gloss bangles to Bombay; and 
clftrtlied ImtUT to Stirat. The chief artieleo of import worn w^heat, 
moHnda rixits or tontugi, cotton, and cloth from Malwa j ami sugar, 
spicea, coertAtiuts, metals, European piece gocrtls,* glnssware, pripor, 
jewollciy, and dixtea frnin Bombay* Shortly after 1855 the trndo of 
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the district wotild Reom to have grontlj inerraKod. In 1801 at 
KapAdvunj^ ilnring^ the whole fiiir eeaaau, ininien^ cAmvnnB were said 
to halt regnlarly on their Wivy betwooD AhmedAbad nnd Centrul 
India, liirgo quantities of tobacco grown In hladihd, Petliid, and 
Boraad^ esrne to the Kapadrnnj morcminta to bo sent to Mhtwa and 
Marwar, and piece goods, Lardwaro, country Tnanttfoctnred cotton 
and silk robes, turbans, gloss, soap, banglee, and ranny utlior 
articies we™ very largely exported from ^padnmj to the GAik- 
wAr’a temtorids, the Mahi KantUa, tho Fancb Mahals, the Balasinur 
conntiy, and Contral India. In the imports of the Kanad- 

vanj sub-diirision were valued at (Ra* 3,02,3o0) and the 

exports at X25,420 (Rs. 2,^4,200).* 

Besides by improved roads, land traffic has been aided by the 
conatructioD of a line of railway, that with a total length of forty 
milefl nms through the whole breadth of the district north-east 
and sonth^west This lino Bnishod in 1863 has, heginning with tho 
south, six stalions, Vasad, Ndvli, A'nand, Boridvl, Kaduid, and 
Mohtnadalmd. From the A'nand fitation a line locally known ni^ tho 
Ddkor branch nms nortb-qaat. for s distance of thirty-two milcft. 
This branch finhibed in 1S74 hjis live stations, beginning from tho 
west, Bhalnj, Utaroth, IMkor, Tlirisra, and Pfdi, TrorHo figures 
for tho main lino statioufl are available since 1868. From thofto 
returns it would seem that thongh compared witli Uio earlieai year, 
there is at present a considerable advance, the tmffie wt»s somewhat 
on tho decline in passengem between 1871 and 1873, and in goods 
during 1871 and 1872, Sbico ila opening in 1874, the increase in 
traffic on tho Ddkor branch has been much more rapid than on tho 
main line. In 1874 the DAkor branch had twonty-oight per cent 
of tho total passenger and nineteen per cant of t he total goods tralHc ; 
in 187S, both in pasaengera and goods, ita sliaro rose to thirty-six, 
and in 1877 to fifty-two per cent. On the main lino in 1868 thoro 
w'ore fonr stations. The number was In 1870 iacrensed. to seven. 
Of these, Kh£mbli^ had so small and oo declining a traffic that, after 
being kept open for three years, it was closed. Both in passengers 
and goods tho most im|X)rtatifc stations on the main lino ore 
NndMd, A'nand, Mehmadaliad, and Vdsad. The remaining two 
stations, NiivU and BoriSvl Imvo no goods, and a very siniill 
I^senger traffifl. The nnmtier of Btationson the D^kor brauch has 
since 1874 beoo incrcoaod from three to five. Of these, Diikor is 
the first passenger traffic station and Pdli is the brgc.st goods 
station in the whole diatrici Umreth stands second both In passen¬ 
gers and goods. Of the rest Bhiilaj has no go-nds traffic, and Thdsra 
shows bat insignificant totals. Tlic returns for all the Rtations in tho 
district show that 346,746 pasBcngers were earned in 1868, comparod 
With d66j022 in 1877 j w’hiie tho traffic in goods lias risen during 
tho same period from 81,138 tons fo 107,914 tons. Tlio hight>^ 
total of passeugors ojid the Largest quantity of goods carried during 
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ttis temi of ten Tears wore in 1877, tho TOtTesponding lowest 
total an d the emnll^t qaantity, in 13&S. Tlio following Btotement 
shows in tshtilar form the ftuctuatioDB in tho chief articlos of tiudo, 
carried from and to the different stations of the Kibim district.

From the above table it will be seen that the princifHiI articles of 
export are unpressed and half-pressed ootton, clarified butter, 
Basela latifolia, grain, tobacco and since thp opening of the 
Pali mil way, timber. Gloss and sosp^ though pccnlisrto the diitrict, 
are not toauu facta red iu sniob quantities as to contribute rnatertoilT 
to ita export trade. The principal artides of import are cotton¬ 
seed, metal, mola&ses, fiugar, piece goods, twist, and timber. 

The details for thn Nodiifd station show an increase in the totsl 
number of pseiiettgers frona 125,223 in 1888 to 175,367 in 1877, and in 
the quantitT of goods from 16,431) tons in 1368 to 24,087 in 1877. 
During the ten years ending 1877, the greatest total aumberof 
> passengers was 193,191 and of goods 27,240 tons, liotb in 1870 j 
the lovfest figures were in 1868. The retnms for A^nand show 
that passenger trdfic has mcrensed frutn 110,818 in 1868 to 151,722 
in 1877, wi^ the highest total of 172,387 paBsengers in 1870 and the 
lowest total of 79,370 in 1873, Goods traffic shows an incren.'W from 
10,263 tons in 1868 to 13.670 in 1877 ; the highest total was ]4,fi'94 
tons in 1871 and the Icweet 10,263 in 1868. At Vaaad, goods traffici 
hiLs increased from 3032 tons in 1868 to 12.910 tons in 1877; 
tho highest lotsd was 14,403 tons in 1876, On the Dhkor branch, 
passenger trafiic baa mcrensed from 132,421 in 1874 to 425,584 in 
1877, and ^cods from 9161 tons in 3674 to 53,312 ia 1877. The 
BSkor station retninn show that paasengor traffic baa increased from 
126,066 in 1874 to 284,330 in 1677; goods traffic shows an increase 
from 5832 in 1874 to 9626 in 1877- Lika DAkor, Umreth shows a 
considersblo increasa in goods traffic, the total for 1874 being 3329 
tons against 11,143 in 1377. The following statcunent contrasts in 
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throQgh ilusttlmin broker*. TIkt Ioc*! dealers baying" in asnall 
qoantitiea collect s large wtock. 'tbia they are raid to odultemte 
sqmetiaies by miiLng different Borla of j^Aij sometimes by adding 
Resamitm^ f<f P^PP7 or mahtida berry oil. The mixing 

orerj, the dealers store thef?^ii lo laige Ifiatlier bottlea.^ Tb^ bottles 
they dther export at their own risk or alone at the ^ht markets 
to laeot the demaode of foreign dealorSi The chref markets are 
Ahand^ Umrelh, NiivKj and Ksnunead, irhere bayers come from 
Sanity Baroda, Brooch, Jambarar, Cambay, Bbavnagar, Gogha, 
"Wadhivilnj Limbdij Dholorn, and Bombay. 

Tobacco another of the chief exports is sent to G ajar At, MAI we, 
and the Deccan. Details of the tobacco trade have been already 
given (p. +7)* 

Until tho opening of steam facbedes at Ahmedabad and Nadifid 
(1870-1876), the spinning and weaving of cotton was, next to 
ngirictiltiire^ tb.E 3 loofife important indiiBtTj of tBe distncit. Aloiost 
all the women, both in towns and 'rillagee, were formerlj to 
soDio extent engaged id spinning cotton thread, Bnt the 
competition of local steam factories has greatly redaced the demand 
for handspun jam* Formerly cloth woven by Dheds and Mnanl- 
iniins was, beaidos meeting tha local domand, sent to Hntlfim and 
other parts of India. This oloth, coorae and very strong, served both 
for clothes and socking. But of late years tha demand for both 
purposes has greatly fallen. For rackiDg, Bengal jnta cloth has 
to a lorge extent token the place of the local manufacture, end the 
wearing oloth, which from its greater strength and cheapneoa had 
little to foor from the compedtiod of European piece goods, has now 
been to a great extent oustod by the produce of Bombay and 
GniarAt weaving mills. Fine cloth for robes, todis, waistdoths, and 

S LntaloDns ore woven by Momna and TAi MnsalinSna, and a few 
iodns of the Khatri caste. Able to buy jara cheaper than 
former! v, weavers of this class, though competition has red need their 
profitB/find h market for their goods* piiit^ printing and dyeing are 
carried on to a considerable extent, chiefly in Kadiad, Kaira, DAkor. 
Urareth, Mehnmdabad, A'naud, Snsfaptir, KatblAl, MaUr, and 
Kapodvanj. Except fora few MArvadi Mu sal mans, these industries 
are in the hnnda of Hindas of the Bhavsir caste, who nambor 3833 
souls* Kaim water ifl tho ufflit specially usofnl for dyeing, and ite 
prints have a good mime. Besides a widespread homo detnon'd they 
are exported to Siam and other uliices. Some of the printers 
ar-T men of capital and prepare articles on their Own acoounh They 
bny thuir cloth and colonic either from AhmedabotJ or Bombay 
merohante, and sell their printe in lota on the spot to A ania dcalei^ 
some of whom como fr«>ra considerable distances. Their trado 
has dufFcreil from competition* Many of them are said ™ 
np printing and taking to other occupnitioiia. In 1876 (Amg, 17) 
a stentn spinoisg mill with engiuea of fifty horse power and 
,Tindl«..6S84<.f 0,™ Mte ^ 33fi0 oE 
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£-18^500 (Ka. 4,&5,0OO) atarLed at Nadii&d. Of the 4011 £ftK) aliiirv!« 
only bul beeu taken up^ The aLarehaldera J>o1onged ohietijr to 
BoTobby. Hardly any lex^ reaidunta had luiy mtere^t m thtj mill. 
Forced to borrow to make updeficltindcfl and meet ei^ponac^, in apito 
of tho local advnutdgoa of cnoap cutton and labour nod lai^ local 
demand f from hearj intorcit, dull Lmde, and cbeup yam t|ie mill 
worked at a loss and after 2i years (Deo, 18783 bad to bo do^nl- 
\Miile at work tbe mill employi^ nearly yWO tandaj, two-thirda of 
them local, Hindua of the Klieddifal BrahittBH, Kbatrij, Tapodhan, 
K&nbi, KoU, Vdgbri, and Raralia c&stoa and Musalmana in about 
equal nuinbera. ilonthly wage pnymenCs avetiigud about £260 
(Ra, *6OC0 and tho yearly consmuptton of cotton about 357 icna 
flOOO Tbc cotton catuu from Abmodabadi Vimuifim, 

Wadliwdn, Ftaroda, Brooeb, and sometimes fmrn tSumL The yarn 
ntta sold i^iuHy in the Knira, Barcdn, and Ahmedabod difitnets and 
in smaller qtuvntitiea in K^lhi&w^r, Pdbnpor^ and Pab. 

Glass-making has its lujadiinartors at KaptiidTanj. The warkera 
are MuaalnulnH, The glass b made in Urge earthen fnrnaooa in 
form like hnge slipper baths, the floor sloping forwmnds to holes 
prepared to recoi™ tuo melted gloss, Tlie furaaee inside is baked 
as bard and looks as whito and slippciy ns ice, Tho component 
parts of the gloss nre alknii, us^ and impure carbonate ot soda, 
taj}i and a dark coloured Hinty sand from •Icypnr. Thesn 

ore mixed together, placod in tho furnaces, imd thoroughly boiled 
for hours. When ready the boiling mass in iJlDired to run into a 
trench where it mmainfl till cool. It is then broken into small 
pieces, remclted, nnd in this liquid state made into bangles, beads, 
bottles, glasses, and fancy animals chiefly pimcDckfy. The last nro 
extremely thiti atul brittle, smaohing to pieces when touched.^ The 
produce of the Kupadviu:ij gloss factories goes chiefly to Bombay 
and Kdthidvir'dr, 

Sosp is mAnufactnmd by HIuaalmi^ns. It is made by mixing 
alkali, soda, and lime in water and allowing them to soak far some 
bonrs. The water is then drawn off and a quantity of utcrAnd^ oil, 
dofiu, !• added, and the whole boiled in laTue brick caldrons. 
Whea ready the mixture is mn off into shallow brick trongbs and 
left to cool. It is then gathered into a large heap, ponnued with 
hea7y wooden maUoU, and out into ronnd cakeH. According to the 
smoant of moAudu c^ it cdutains, soap varies in price from to 
3il. (1-2 annas) the cake.* It is sent to Ahmodubad, Snmt, 
Brosch, K^thUwar, and Bomboy. The soap trade is entirely ill the 
bands of Mnsalmans of the IMudi Eohom sect.

of very j^rt?at antiqnity* *^ Under iU different Rajput dyuafitios 
(746-1290) the lands of Kaira wore, except perhapa Thosn and 
Eapadranj, inolndedin the setUod and directly-rnnnDged portions of 
the Anhilr^da domain. At the end of the fourteenth century tliey 
posted under the Musolm&n kin^of Abinedabad,and with the other 
crown landn were in 1676 transferred to the Moghals** From about 
1720 to 1760 the district was the acene of idinoet unceasing con¬ 
flicts between the Marith^ and the MuaalmAn vieoroja and nobles. 
Except that the Koira estate was for ten ycnra left in the bands of 
the Babi family, on the capture of Ahmedabad (1753) the distnets 
wore shared between the Feshwa and the Gdikwdr, and remained 
with them till made over to the British, partly in 1303 snd partly 
in iai 7.

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LAND ADMINSSTRATION. 

Pact of the lands of the district came into British poB&eaeioa vd 
1803^ anil the rest in 1817. Under the terms of the (realy of 
Bossein (1S4I2, Ifeceinber Slst) the Kipdd group of ifillages wao 
handed over hy the Pe^ahwii,^ In 1803, for the mamlenaute of ihe 
troops supplied by the British GoverumenL thoGaikwdr ceded Nnd^, 
Mdtar, and Mftbudha’ In this year alsio^ Odikwar granted in. 
porpetnal gift tlxo fort and town of Kaira, as a proof of his:^endship 
and as a testimony of his sense of the heneht he received from bia 
alliance with the Hoiiourahlo Coinpaay^fi Govern in eni* Under the 
treaty of the dth Kovemhor I Si 7, to provide for Ih u regular payment 
of additional troops, the Gaitw^p ceded* ilehnmdabfid, Alina, Thisra, 
.^troli, and half of the town and district of Petlid * At the same 
dnae Kapadyanj and Bhalaj* w'ere ruceiyed in exchange for the 
district of Bijdpur in north Gnjanit.. 

The territories acqnireti in 1803, along with Dholka, Dhfietlhnfa^ 1 
RAnpnr, and Gogba now part of the Ahmedahod district, remained I 
from the date of their cession to the 14th ifoy 1805, in charge of the f 
Besidont at Baroda. Daring that time, a Bttropean aitRistant and natirs 
officers administered abiding to local usages the police and jnstirti , 
of the country* In 1805 a Collector was appointed with jurisdiction 
over the ceded districts, both those to the north of the Maht and • 
those to the west of thoimlf of Cambay.^ In tlie same year the town j 
of Kaira was chosen to be a large military atat[on.

These functionaries, who 
aro alsH3 entrusted with magisterial powers, have yearly salaries voiy* * 
ingfroiD £180 to £300 iRa. IdOO^Rs. SOtK)). One of thts fiscal diviwions, 

Borsad, contains a petty division, mahfit, placed under the 
charge of an officer stylotl on £72 (llsn 720) n year* The 

duty of thia officer is to collect cesses from the Cambay State, and to 
forward the money to the Borsad treasurj* 

In revetme and police matters, the chargo of the .>2o Government 
villnges is entrtisted to old head tticm, of whom twonty-throo are stipen- 
dmrj and 550 are heretiitary* Thirty-one of the hcpoditnry, but none 
nf the stipendiary, Umdraen perform revenue dutit*s only j forty-arven 
of the fnrinersiid throe of tlio latter attend to matters of polir^ only, 

Trhilo tw'eniy stipendiarv and 472 hereditary hendmen arc entresteil 
with both revenue anti police duties. The headman’s yearly pay 
depends on the revenno derived from his village. It ratiea from

The administrative history of the district includes two acetionH: it* 
condition at the time of transfer,and its progress under Britii-h 
inent.

disordlerlj class ; tlsc numlier of half eabdued Rajpnt and Koli chief¬ 
tains the unsettled! tributaries of KAthid^armid Mahi KAntha;tbo 
contintial iuterJaciug of ilritisb lande with those of the GdjkwAr^ the 
Pcsliwu, and the Ntiwilb of CflJiibay; aiid the nutiieroim and ill-dehned 
tcanrea in almost every villugo cottibinicd to niuke the conutry 
beyond tho Muhi harder to nmnago than any part of tlie Com^^uy^s 
territories. 

Tho lands of the central bclt^ tho present district of KairUj were 
distribnted over the siib'diviaions of Kadiad, !3itdtar. and Alahndhaj 
tho estate of KairUj und tbo N^pi&d and Khari vdllu^ ^ronpBj. tapjtdx. 
The rilia^s bcLon^d to three dussea, the quiet rngti, the lefractory 
or yiVdj, und an intermodiato class the td*ti-!ntfivd». The cen- 
tml lundfl of Niufidd and Nipiidj and to a Ics^ degree tboao of Mfitar 
and Mnhndhn, were nlmoat free from the turbulent claisaes. But In tho 
ontlying ttiicls,both to tbo north and the soiith-caat^wcks a large un ruly 
popnltitioii and many tmscltled villages both of the Rii^put or^oKw, and 
of the Koli Of tj^pes. Of the claims pnt forw'ard by tlio two 

classes of holders of unruly villuge^j those of the Bajputs^ as the rnlera 
of tho land at tho time of tho iMnsalrudn coioqnest, and os at onco 
tho more warlike und mom civiliaod mcOj were mom respected than 
those of tho Kolis. Though they probably at one time he\d tho 
whole country, the Xoliu would seem to hnve been considered 
rebcUions, omt least rcfnictorv villngers. who bad from its woakneaa 
resisted nr eluded tbo just claims of the former Govorniuent. Botb 
paid a tribute, and Gorerumeut might raise its omoimt. But it was not 
tLsnal to interfero with the inner management of their villages or to 
examine their rovonnes,^ Compared with the lands to the north of 
the B^barmati,^ tbo Kaira dietrict had few nnrnly villagea of the 
Rajput class. Its KoH or meftrruf villages, cbiedy to the cast and 
south, under chiefs, were most of them wretched gnoupa 

of thatched hoohive-liko huts. Some of them included seveitd 
distinct hamleta, nij,each with boundaries, btisbandmcn, nnd a chief 
of its own, roaponsible for a certain share of tlio whole Government 
demand on ihe rillftge. Compared with the pcaceru] villagea, tho 
revenue they yielded was email, tho amount dxed more by the chiof's 
power of nsistiug than by bis abibty to pay* HebeUious and 
insubordinate, many of the refractory villages especially those near 
the MahJ, except under pressure of force, refused to ])ay their tribute**

In 1817j when 
Tlulara came under British managementj nccountanta wens placed in 
the Maliki villages nnd a field register of all the lands was pi-eporcd. 
An oorcago rate waji imponed on Govemment lands not tilled by 
the MalikHj, and a quitrcnt on the alicEiatcd land. As the Mulika 
Btill levied pii^ial cea^ to moot their tribute to tho Giikwdr and 
the Babi of Bdlfiaiuor, tho new asseBsinent preflaod tho cultivatora so 
hard, that they began to desert thorr villager. To prevent this a new 
BOttlemcnt was made jn 1819. The eesBes on tho cultivators of 
Govemment land, not in the Maliks'' hands, vroro consolidated into one 
acreage rate varying oonfudcirably accord ing to the euItivatoFa caate^ 
Tbo Maliks were to contiiine to hold the lauds they tilled rentfreo, 
and from other nunlienated laud, instead of tho produce share, were to 
recover a &ved money payment. Ah to tho Gdikwdr'a tributCj, 
Government in some casea agreed to pay tUn wholc,^ and in othera only 
the half. Two }'€*« later, &iliire of cropa forced a redaction of 
assGsamontj the lojjs of revenue being borne in somewhat larger 
proportion by Governmeut than by the Malika. In 182,4 
GoTorament necountants werei withdrawn from tho Malika' Tillages^, 
and tho priviiogo of flclf-nmnagcment^ grnated to Ibo Koli and Kujput 
ohiefnin 1821, extended to the Mi^kB. Soon sB^er,, the vdlagea 
Ware on paying Govern mont a Inmp sum leased to tbo ^lalika, and 
they were left free to niter the rales of assessment ns they chose. 
The lenses lasted till 1837 when tho arrangement Hanctionod in 1819 
and 182-1 was again introduced. In 1848 and again in 1 ShO district, 
office rs com plained that the Alaliks had so adjusted the aaBcasinent, 
that whUe tho Govern moot sbnro bod been reduced by onc-h&lf tho 
Afnlik^s ahure was about one-fourth larger than in 1819 and the 
foDowing years. But GoTemmeot were nDwrlling to interfere till 
in IfifiO', on tho Intraduction of tho revenne survey^ the AfoJiks woro 
Mkod if they windd contince to manage their vilbges, paying 
Govorniucnt a drcrl rentaL To this they would not agree, stating 
that tho number of sharers wan 'too groat to give them any chanco

revenue. Village aecounliints chosen by tbo Alniiks were appointed 
and paid by Government.^ 

The Government grants in faraur of Irrigntion were itwye^a^ op 
well lands givim to tbo builder of a well. The acaile varied accord¬ 
ing to the cost of the well and the amdunt of land watered. Bat the 
rule was about three-qtiartera of an acre (I ^ hi^hd«) for each pair of 
bollocks that could be employed in drawing water* 

Of village grants to please dangcrons neighbours the chief was 
^iVtis^ literally a, mouthlu]. In tOiira at the beginning of British 
ralc,ptrda in almost aU coses meant a sum pqdd to a powerfti neighbour 
for protection and assistance or to an unruly villager as the price of 
forbearance. Originally the words ijirdi/ and were applied 

to rightful hereditary ^]put claims. But during tile eighteenth 
century mismle, the terms had beefi extended to the demands of all 
who to the will added the power to annoy. 'iTie claim generally 
rested on prescriptive enjoyment. It was soldom supported by 
written deeds, and its levy by force was the caus4? of much lEiECPy 
and ancasiness. Under the British Government an arrangemctit 
was at an early date ( 1812 ) introducod, under which instesd 
of levying them by forca the ptrdirids agreed to attend at tbe 
Govcnmmpt offices and be paid their claims* They were at the same 
time made to furnish aeewrity for orderly behaviour* They were 
bound to help in suppressing gang roliberiee, and warned that if 
canght in any disturbance, they sbontd forfeit thoir allowances. 
Under the same head come pay to, Ldriitf and koltajtfi all of them 
lauds held by KoHs* These, the hoidoris decloredp were oHgfnally 
OHsigned to them m the same way as vdnfa lands were assigned to the 
Rajputs. Grants of this kind may have been made, but they were 
probably much added to by the KoliSjt as it wos a common practice 
with men of this cla.ss to hire a field from the manager of a village, 
and after paying rent for a year or two, trusting to the timidity of 
the other viHagerSj to declare thut it was family, land. Some 

of tbo granU of this class, eeroemUy those called jxujia nr tracker's 
land, hatl onother origin. They were given iu reward fur tracking 
thieves and to make the holder responsible for all Ihufts traced to 
the village. As a rule conditions of this kind were neglected of 
denied. To this cIohs may be added dahtinia, a general term for 
lands acquired eitiierby osurpntion or encroachment and kept by 
the threat of injuring the village manager* 

Of grants made m reward for villago ierricas besides thepn^'o or 
trackdr^R landi were poiriiiifa, AdrTa, rajivafKi^ andjjdfio. Pavdifetf 
originally religious grants to Brdhmons and Bhjits, to temples and to

graut was disposed of, the eUlior fell fiit-o dsBWSO or waa 

supported by fresh gtnuts of Iftndt IMria the Tictiin^B field, rantatia 
the wamor’a fields and jHiUtt the tombstone fieldj were grants mado 
bv village ortit;er!S in return for loss of hfo in iho cause of the 
vilhige. /firw* i^TVS land granted to the fnniily of a man slain in 
l^ouir^ng the village ; ranrattd land gnmted to tho family of a villager 
uLniu ill an attiack on some enemy; and jjdlid a field gmtited that tho 
family of a religfoua iiiEm, n Brfihtnan or a Bhfit, who had killt^ 
hijniwlf in the intorcat of the villagOi might tkji up a tomb in his 
benonr. 

Of grants made by rillngo managers to relievo the pressure of 
Governmeut donmnds, the chief were I'schdiiia land sold, and 
giruniit land mortgaged. Ijtnds disposed of in this way wore held 
either rentfrec or Bubject to a quttrent.*^ Tho mortgaged lands 
wore of three kinds: siinplcj where tho property to bo held till 
tho debt was paid; I'fi/dtddntrt, where after paying interest tlio 
produce of the land was to go to clear off the bond; tiifcrfli, where 
iji a certain time tho land to go back to tho mongagor ; find 
where tho land was pledged by the owner hut not handed over 
untees ho failed to pay* J>uring the time of ifardtha ex^tioua, tho 
practice of making the#o gnintfi was carried »□ far* that in IStl-i in 
Nodiid of 34*436 acres only 10,183* and in Ndpild of 70'ifi acres 
only 1943 paid Government assc^cueuk A large number of these 
gronba war© fraudulent. The sale or mortgage was namiual. Tho 
villngo managers paying a qiiitreut* tilled the land or tranrfetr^ 
it to their own names with an entry that they had been received In 
exchange for some vulaable consideration. 

Cnltivators of Government* tafpat, lands in pcaoefol* rMh'* 
villages, generally held them nnder one of three tenurea, ITin 
commonest was for the cultivator to have a certain area of land 
allotted to him* aome of it goed, somo of it middling* and oome of it 
poor. He paid only on tho land nmlcr actual cultivatlen ; and bo 
long OB he paid* it was anderatood that ho could not bo turned out. 
The second waa known aa or the holding syrlonn 

Under it the cultivator held a perpetual teaftoof some very good soil 
and with it a shara of Inferior but very lightly taxed land, A 
Certain Biiin wai* fixed on the entire holding, and this had to bo paid 
whether or not it was all tilled, A nuperior form of the tennna 
was when the allotment of land' was called On the allotted 

land a very high aBsessincnt* in some cases six times oa much as it 
would naturally pny, was charged.

In villages inhabited only by shareholders tho bolanco of the 
ah'enated land was assessed and distributed in the saxno way os khvUa 
lond.^ Tho principle of mcAla and A'Adfn lands, the allotment td a 
certain area of greatly oveT.aase8Sod land, was the sanie. Both 
were remnants of the perfect aharehoUl or itarm village described 
below. Both in sharebold and in tr/dn villagca tho body of ow'iiere 
Were Hnblo for the whole Government demand. They differed in this, 
that in a perfect slsarehold or Tionia village each member juud i 
accordingtehis hereditary share ; inn I’eAfn village the bhore varied i 
according to tho member's power to pay. In a Mct/diand; viBago 
the management was in the hand of a contractor or Government ^ 
officer and the joint responeibility had cemsed. The third practice 
was for tho cnltivator to take out a written lease, ganrai, engaging 
to till the land for one year. Tliia land, l 3 'ing in most coses 
beyond the enclosed parts of tho village, woa too poor to have fixed ' 
holders, ft was generally tilled by upnraftdidd or workmen from a 
acighbonring village,* If a cultivator kept on tilling the some 
field for sovoral years, he would have to take out a renning lease or 
cA^if u j/onra/. Under this arrangement there whs no regular ces«, ; 

for tho diffierent cpiolities of land; the rate varied with 
tho crop, or each field had ita own rate. Unless he gave notice, a

Except Government grante and hereditary shares, the lands were | 
not the property of the holders; they were lei out to the cultivators by ?

AVhen too liftivl 
preasod^ his osiial resource, both i» Goveminent and in ftlieiittted 
Tillsges, w^as to uioye into aiuolliei* district, and either settle there or 
wait till his grievnnce was redressed. Revenue fsrtners Rometimea 
ugreed to proTCat t1ies« moTements, refusing to give immigranta 
work I bntaa u rule they were not slow to make usoof the uorrices of 
any workman who wwited omploynient. 

The villagers* payments were of two kinds: a rental or jama^ and 
cesses mam or 6doa/, The land tax was pnid cither in kind by a 
div'ision of tho produce ualltd (lArt^doieii, or by an acreage mto, 
biffh&fL ^^'Tlon payment wna takou in kind, the produce waa 
divided by the GoTemment agent and the viJtHgo headman. The 
divinion was made either in tlie fields the i*aJtarfly$teni, *or in the vill^e 
farmyard, the system. Though in diferent places it vari^ 

to some extent, except in the case of Eolis, Musalmins, and other 
nnskilled cnltivators who paid fipectally easy rates, the Garomment 
share was held to bo one-lmlf of the rain crop nml from one-third to 
one-iifth of the dry weather crop if raised by irrigation. From their 
shnro of tho nrodiica the cultivatoTs had generally to pay tho Tillage 
ofRcers ’ an ^lowatico ill grain, and in some cases a charge for inovin^ 
the grain to headquarlcre. As regards the acreage rate, hi^Aofi, 
there were rccunns of tho old mBasurements of Haja Todar Mnl, the 
Emperor Akbar's eurreyor (1688-1590),* A record of the areas wai 
keptj and though dieregarded by the jCsrStlifis, his rates were still 
cherished by the proplc. Under tho hlordthda the neit depended on 
BfiverfJ conRidonitionB. First, the character of the soil, the lands being 
divided into three classes and paying rent according to their ferlElitj, 
Second, tho kind of crop grown, millet paying from 10s. to an 
acre, and sugarcaue from 15#, to SO#. A third point was the distAnce 
of the held from the viltogfo futo ; and a fourth, the distance of the 
village from a tnatket. For the benefit of the liisa skilled class of 
onitivators, KoliSy Slusalrndns, and others, two Bpechd forms of 
payment were in UBO, one n nniforni ncro eoss called ^kattdekas, the 
other a lump sum or udkodsaJami on tho entire bolding. 

Besides tho load tax many cessca, renfr, wore enforced, thoflo on 
ploughs, carts, cattle, and horses, fsliiij.g on landholders; and thoso

Tliere were four forma of village governmeot. Thu commonest 
known as the Bimple, xtja^ form, was for the vilbgo Jicadman to 
enpp annaalljr for the payment of a certain sum to Government, 
the headman realised tho amount of the demand ncicording to Lho 
catabpbca rates and customs of the village, the righte of the owners 
of alienated lauds and of cultivators of every sort remaining 
nnebanged. Tho prehta of a good year went to the headman and he 
pd to bear any Jobsj from fniluTO of crops or short tillage. Another 
form of inanogomcnt, common in the richer Kaini villages, was ths 
^nvi or aharo system. Under this tho headman^s responsibility wm 
dindp among the members of hia family. In such caBos tlia diUer- 
ent brsnchp or tho family were traced back to their comtooa 
ancestor, and tho village divided into as mEiny shores, bha^, as that 
ancestor had sons. Rph share wns made over to tho representatives 
of ono^Boa, and they dii'ided it into ns many Iota as there were men 
m tneir branch* Tho bead of each brunch was called iiAujjdar or 
u ' L ■ ^ ®^ted for the other shareholdDrs, bat interfered in no way 
with tbeirmapgnmcntof tlieir shares.

Id rotnrn tlie liDadman sj^ed a deed, engaging to collect 
notliuig more than the authonKed or oustoinary latea/ If for any 
reaaon the Keadinnn was uowUHng to becorao anrety, the villnga 
waa managed in detail or WAa by the CoUeotoT, the headman and 
accotmtaiit simply collecting the oulrivatora^ rents** 

The mHnagemcnt of the first six: years (ISI I-ISIS) of this penod, 
tliongh flwccMsfnl in bringing to light and putting an end to mnny 
aboseS} would aeem to have erred iu nndnly raising the Ciovprnnieut 
dcrannd. Marked progress was mnde in ThSsrai and Kapuditan]* 
the poorer and aettled of the 161additions.® But the plan 
ndopled of loasiiig Uorwicb Mehinadahad, nnd the other rich tracts 
to tun highest hiddera caused much mistliief. In tlio older landa 
enhanced rateij wore introduced. Thcae at first Jighteneil by the 
very high groin nricea ill 1810 and 1820, in n few ycanSj proved 
bnrdoDstirae and had to bo reduced.* 

In Juno 1621, Mr* ElpKinatone^ tbon Governor of Bombay, visited Mr. 

Kairn. Tie rooorded the following opimons on tho state of the 
district and the genoral rcanlts of llritish management*® 'Hic 
appointment of accuuntanta to thevlllagefi ef chiefs and other largo 
landlords tdiould cease* Those who had been sent shonld be ^Ued 
bock and ten per cent ahoidd lie added to the chiefs' Kbare in the 
rental of their eaUiles* niegnl alienations of village l^ds, ihcngb 
resumefi neither by the Etigliah nor by the Marathn tioveminents, 
bad never lx>en hi'ld as a reason for reducing villfigo rentalfij Bonuj 
cofis should be levied on those lands find the hoblers' title con¬ 
firmed.* In Governraput vilTngcw the iicconntffiits hmi gained too much 
power. Cfiro should be taken to keep them to their own duties and 
not hft thorn ttiko the place of the village hpndmuiii ^ Hie Inquiries 
of the survey then at work in the district should he limited to show¬ 
ing the real state of the land, prevonting hidden cultirotion, nnd 
settling boundaries* From the complications in the existing land

soldiem, mid other«, who in the failuro of their former emploruieut 
had taken to tillage^ Many einrses paid who formerly escaped 
payment* Tho dost of collection was low j fees were few ; liitlo or 
notking was Hjicnt on Eecarities ; frauds were checked i and tho 
class of middieiueii between the enUivater and itoveroment had 
disappeared* One or two seetiouA of the district were ftiUy asaes>ed|. 
and half of PetlJid might be over-burdened. But no eukirators wertj 
leaving the country, or even movirkg from village to village* Advances 
were never and remiHstons mrelj asked for; there were no distraintflj, 
and seldom a ciise of irapri.^onniput. It was irtio that the residls of 
the British rule were not nnrniicd good* The chiefs and largo 
Intidholdem were w eakened and deprcAsod, the district officers and 
ftiuong them the heads of villages were Htripped of power and 
influence, and the men of capital suffered both as traders Bud moncy- 
lendersi.' But against these evil a was to be set the rise of tho 
euUivatora, the largest, hardcHt working, and most orderly section of 
the oommunitTF Afany of them were still biirtleiied witli debt, and 
on some, the decrees of the cii^il courts pressed heayfly* But on tho 
w'holc their state was thriving, their houBes handsotne mid well btiilt, 
their dress neat, and their Gelds highly tilled. The British Govern¬ 
ment had freed the countTv from tho drtmd of foreign foes and had 
established order. It dealt oven justice and had nearly rootefl out 
force and fraud* Cotisideriiig the difBctiltiea the fiticoess was 
Burprifling** 

The second meaanre taken to gain greater knew^lcdge of tho 
district Was the survey. Its objects were to establish for each 
villago an anthentic and permanent rccortl of ita lauds, dividing 
tbeir) into occM^rding to Llicir nature and qtiidity* Tlio 

survey ombrocod ovoiy field, tree, and w'pII, and supplied full detaili 
of area, i5oil, and ciost of prodnctiom Prom their village memoim

Of the practical uaefillness of the survey, bir John 
Malcolm wrfcto ‘ the Collectors, in preparing tbeir yearly reporta, 
should refer particularly to the aurvey records ; tbej shoiild draw a 
cotnpariarm between the aetoal slate of their ditflncta nnd tbeir 
Btate at the time of the survey; they phoultl show wbat progre^ oils 
been made in correcting errors; they ahould nrccotint for any ebango 
in the extent or state of cultivation; and notice any increaae or 
decrease in the number of ptH>ple, houses, and wella. trom CTcb 
data aa tbt^ inoro tlmn tbo amount of revenue am correct opnions 
of tbo real state of the country be formed Beginning lu 18^0 in the 
MAtarrillagoH in the aortb-wefit, the purvey worked ei«t,^d tijkmg 
no the Kapndvanj and TluVsra sub-divisions, passed tbrougb tlie 
central districts of Kadiad and Mahndba, ending tn 1S2G at Boraad 
in t he sonth.^ The mforniation recorded of the state and tuanage- 
meut of the atirveyed districts may be ilms summanzed. 

In the mxteen Dholka, now Matar, villages surveyed in 1820, o! 
S4,409 amble acres, 28,217 or (17-3& per cent were under tilh^e^ 
Tlie renial roao stcaflily from £0129 [Its. 01,290) in 1818-19 to £0^/ 
(Ra. 09,070} in 1023.^4. 'rhough all were measurwl and treated m 
G 4 iYominont villages, from seven of them at;countxmts were afterwards 
withdrawn and tbeir nuniagcmcut miido over to the owners. Of 
the remaining villnges one was sharebohl, and tlio otliere simple; 
the lands of two of ihem divided on Hie holding, 

Bvstem. Tlie asaessment was by crop division and cesses. I he 
Burvey showed that fornwir moasuremeats bad undor-estimated the 
total urea by 2302 and the aniblo area by -4808 acres.* 

The eleven Mehui£kdabnd villages eurvoyod in 1821 wore jvirt of 
the 1817 oequisitiona. Of 17,550 amblo acres, 11,819 or tV3- per 
cent woro cultivated, and 5730 wiisto with among tbem lOoi acres

Still over-assessed and requiring 
relief, they wera (1820) alowly recovnring. Mduniidnluid was tlic 
only first rate villago. Qf the rest, five wuro second cluss, and fivo 
extremely poor nnd wnGtcliud, one iiritboul a singlo tilotl houso.^ The 
survey showed that former measurements had under-estimated tbo 
total area by lOQoi and the Arable by 3258 Aercu. 

In the tbirty-tlirw) Dusktvd, tmw Mebmadjd tmlji. villngoa surveyerl 
between 1820 and 1823* * of -10*808 arable acres'* 3l*15-t or 
per cent were under tilinge. The rental rising from £8153 
(lt«. 81*530) in 1818-10 to 0)143 (Rs, 01*430) in 1822-23* wiis 
then lowered to £733t> (Hs, T J-^BOO). A few of the villagcu were 
Bhurehuld* the rest were simjilo* iiH>st of them held on leaue by 
their heudmem* Hico fields paid in kind ; other Lkuda by im aore 
rate and cesfios. Except on some rice lands* the miaef^sment n-oa 
modemte and likely te promote prosperity ) the villages vi-ore well 
built and thriving, and the people luippy and contented^* 

Of the forty-five Nadiod villages survOTed between 1821 and 1824* 
thirty-rii wore Government and nine aliennled. In tho tliirty-rix 
Govornmont villages, of 88*083 amble etcres, 78*052 or 80*84 
per cent were under tillage. The rentid rising from £24*418 
(Rs. 2*44*100) in 1817-18 to £2S*(J52 (Rs. 2*85*520) in 1820* 
waa in 1822 lowered to £27,742 (Ra. 2*77,420). Of tho thirty- 
six villages, sixteen were shareliold, tho rest simple* the landn 
of sev'Otal of them distributed into holdings. Except a little crop- 
division, the assessment was levied by acre mtes and cess^* Tbo 
very high rates on Government hvnd wort) lightencsl by the largo 
area hold rent free or on c^ullrenti). The aHenated villager, tliough 
of tho turbulent or la^duntwi chissi were qniot and Cmctable* ^ steadily 
pmetising agriculture** In othor parts the Unads were rich* rillctl 
with mum care and skill* and tho villages largo and fine* with full 
and complete ostablishinonts. Tlio survey showed that former 
measurements had nndor-osti mated tho total urea by 482* and 
the arable by 11,027 ficrua.* 

The sixteen Umrelli and BhAlaj, now A^nand, villagea HU,rvi?yc«,l 
in 1824* came under British management in 1817* Of 15,-125 arable 
acres* 12*428 or 80'S0 per cent were under tillage. The rental £6420

cnino under Britisli mte in 1817. OF tbo wbole ntutilMir, eiovoa 
were idipnated. In tbo rest onllivation hiul nefirly reached ita utmost 
limit. Of 182,8»7 arable acres, 1(11,687 or 78-76 por cent were 
niidur tillage. ITio rental was rwlnced from £48,457 (Us. -l^S-bSTU) 
in IttlW to £;;38,53a (Rs, 3,85,388) in 1824, Of the GovemTuent 
villages, thirty-three were shamLold, and the rest simple, Ibe lands 
of eleven oF thorn divided Into holdings. The demand from ecitsca 
and high acre-rates W'ftft both heavy find onecjunl. Complaints of 
the oppreesioii practised by the gpeculutora to whowi the villaj|r€sa 
luid been farmed in 1817 were very general. Under the strain, 
niuuy of the sliurehold villages had hnoWen, and, though mucli liud 
been done by Jatcr (1323 and 1324) settlements, it was very ^fBcnlt 
to refftore them. Still the villages were largo and well built, and 
many of the people thriving aJid well-to-do.* 

The eighteen NdpSd, now- Bernad, villagna aurveyed in 1326, rama 
under Bridsb rule in 1817, Of tho whole noinber five and a half 
m^erro alienated. In the Government villages, of IG,647 arable acres, 
14,GtiO or GO-10 per cent were under tillage* The rental had bdlen 
steadily from £3328 (fta. S3,360) in 1621 to £4875 (Bs. 48,/50) in 
1320.* Seven villages were gluirebeld, and the rest ai:^le, the lands 
of one of them distributed in separuto holdings. Though, as in 
J*otlad, they had safFered daring tho lirat years of British rule, the 
pocpla were on tlin wliule wolUto-do.

Durinjif tliD years 1B20-1B20 when the survey was m prof^ress, 
thon^^h ID Bomo epectal ciu^eH reduvtioiia wpro nuulej, the continui'd 
high valneof grain prevented the rotetfroTn being genenilly burden^ 
sonie.^ Of the gcaeml state of the dixtHct m Biiihop Heber has 
left the fellowing note. ' I asked the Collector Mr» WilJianiBon if iJmj 
G overntnent were popnlar. He did not think it won particularly 
other^Tiso and ascribed tbo various tumults and risinga ol iho 
Gniiirtiria to their famineN which frc^qneiitly reduced whole fiunilie* * 
and vil luges to the stnte of broken metip and to their long previoua 
babita of misrule and anareliy, rather than toimj piditiiml gnevancu. 
The valuation of the land waj* moderate. It wai only from year to 
year* But w'hore the crops were so precarioun, a longer settSemont 
w;i^ not desired bj the people themselvcSi. Evtu iu the pTfseat 
Ryslcmj Government hud often to make groat abatementa and on 
mo^t occbsiohh had shoam tliom^lves indalgt'Ut mastei^/^ In lB2t> 
a fall of predace prices sot in aad rapidly increafMKl iill tho coI]B|ise 
of 16^1. In 1826 XapiulTani is described us in a wretched stnta, 
the people badly boiisedp badly clothidj auil bodily fcil. ^Inhudhf^ 
one of the richest p^s of the district^, showed lingii-i? of distPOW.* 
To meet these dilnculties rates were considerably lowered, and by 
postponing the dates of revenue instalments further reUef w'oa 
given.* In the next year (1827) after a farther reduction of ralcfl all 
complalnte ceaserl.* A go^ season followoth auiC tlioiugh 
was a year of poor harvest atnl Ifw price-^j no further mluctitjua 
were necesaary.^ Baring tbcKe years, bL'.stdes by lowering his renta 
much was done to improve the cuHivator'a ijomtion by granting 
holdings at fixed rates and lenses. Sharehold villages were iucrcajicd 
by fifty-nine, many new holdings, khtUd^j were formed, and a 
large number of fdiort-tonnod village letLsop granttd/ In 163U 
the district was visited by Sir tlohu ^{ateolm, then Governor of 
Bombay. Hia reute by Xadi&d, ^fatar, anil Bliolka, IctJ him 
threagh great part of the district '^for its extent one of the finest in 
India.^ The beauty and fertility of the coautry, the siae and 
prosperous appearanco of the villagcn, tho encloiwd fields a 
succession, of rich and varied tillage, tho aleck cattle and well- 
clothed people all seemed thriving and contented. ^loro than any 
part of the Prerideucy, the revenae system showed tho gonud points 
of a direct scttlemontj with few of its defects. The rates generally

Compared with the U^eccatij the K.aira system had the great ndvan- 
tage, that the vilhige aettlements rrero made by the Collector or his 
(wsiatimt in perren. Many cidtiyatoro were preaont and any change 
in assessment waJ^ directly discutyietl. In Sir John Malcoltn’^s opinion^ 
as far ns possible, things should bo hept as they were. At the 
Bune time* much nuscKicf had, ho thooghtj been done by eubjectuig 
aliennietl land to assosBiiient, Besides giving rise to mii*ery and 
i lb feeling, the me^^snra had added greatly to villagts painnenls* 
From the fall in the valao of field prodaoe, rents wore hard to collect, 
Bnd though not prepared to odviHO a gononi! rcductioiij Sir John 
Malcolm felt that the rates were high, and ought in some oftsea to be 
lowered. Tlift cultivator's condition ?hcrtild, he never ^ 

lost sight of. For a time they may go on paying a high ren^ bnt the 
strain muHt gradnally inipovcrisli them, and in the end will eau&o a 
Budden, largo, and inovitaWe dofalcation in the public revenue.^ 

The dud was not fiir off. In the next year (1S31) the cnltivnting 
classes were ernshud by a litrlUer fall of thirty per cent in produce 
iirices. Tobacco, the chief rent-paying crop, was a drag in the 
market and the failure to pay the revenue was so geneml, (hut m 
1831 the Collector was iiictmed to f[nc?fltion the wisdom of the 
revenue system, oidv a vear before so highly praised. Tlio ensm 
hud shown how Httlo the bulk of the cultivators were mnor^ 
from pijverty. With the object of raising a dlu>is of well-tx>-do mnd^ 
hiildoTfl, the Collector proposed that the village ahareboldoro sbotdJ 
k* timds more indepctiJent, villago accountants withdrawn, the 
GovernmoMt demand Wficned, and the Hub-wunnts left in the shnre- 
liolders' hands.^ Xext year things wore worse. Tho revenue fell 
from £193,407 to £176,^1 (Rs, 10,34,070-Rs. t7,tbf,010), and^io 
year closed with fill ontstanding Ijahince of £70,818 (Rs. 7,08,100), 
of which £50,810 [Ks. 5,08,ISO) were for the past and £20,000 
(Rs. 2,00.000) on acconnt of previous yea™. Diatrointfl for debt 
were common, and in the CollecUir*B Opinion poverty was andermin- 
injl the district resoureqa Kemissions were freely grQntc*d, 
rents lowered by nbout £10,000 (Rs, 1,00,000), and thongh one of

showa through liow severe a trial the district had passied,’ Next 
year (ISSS-ilflJ the crops were poori. But with rbhig pHvefl out¬ 
standings were strallefj biUets, Juti/Mrai!*, were reduced from -WKl 
in 1835 to 8 i7j and the rovtniue realised without flistramta or sidefi.® 
During thcBG yearii (1830-1B40) the district benefited much by the 
dmioAgo of the lowlands in its southero nnd western villages^ 
Betwtsen 1838 and l&H measures were taken to remove the plough 
and other minor cessefl,* to introduce acre mteannd individual hold¬ 
ings in parts of the district where the old crop divii^ion syetem Btill 
pnn’aiied, and to offer le.asea to individual laudholderH.* The Kaira 
plough, lull, cess wtts a to£ on ploughs only in name. It was rtally 
a charge levied chiefly on rent£ri?o nnd quitrent lands. Tlin Lief- 
lector did not abolish it, hut in some co^e^ tninsferred tho amount as 
a charge on rentfrea lands, and in othera added it to thea 4 ^ 9 HDiejit 
on full rent paying fields.* 1839 was a season of high pricea, Tha 
revised acre nites, fixed by village com uiit tees on a considertition of 
fho chameter of the soil and of the position of the holdoTj differed 
fn>m tho acre rates intrcHlucod in ISI-HSIO by including tho 
auiountR duo on minor cesses.^ The number of sopamto holdinga

leases for a term of yearn were grantoil to all siibidiintiut landholders 
who winhod to have them* These measures do not fleam to havela’cn 
altogether BuccesflfuL hi most of the next fifteen years (1811-1855) 
large remissions liad to be granted, and few seasons clo^cl withrmt 
n considerable balnnco of utineniliicd ravenue."

Of the atnto of the district in 1654 and: 1655, the CoUectori 

f. Kiphinston, has left a detailed account." In 1854 there were, 
beaidca five towns with a popnluticm of over ten thouBnod soiila,* 
Sfill viJlagea varying from 500 to 2000 inhabi touts. There wero 
also, clLielliy in Th^ra and Kapadvanj, 440 hamlets with from 
twenty-fivo to a hnndred houses and from 100 to 300 in habitan ts.^ 
Most of the honsea were tilotL Only the poorest and lowest tlassea 
lived in tlmtched hate. Of the 574 villages and towns, twentj-sevea 
were wholly alienated, forty partly alienated, and belongEd 
to Govomment. The lands of the alienated villages, eicept in a 
few where produce division still provniled, were, by their Rajput, 
Koli, and ilusalmfin owners, let on money rents. The quiet 
of many years had dono much to better their state^ Rut, thougU 
omong tho owners some were improving their limds, they were na & 
class indebted, and ee[jecially tho ImuMbs, lazy and unthrifty. 
Such of them as were free from debt were fiaid to treat thou tenants 
well, taking the revenue in kind, allowing delay and irrognlanty in 
the payment of rent, Auci needing no Government help to recover 
their dues. Tha thirty-eight mcfirtUi villagea were bold by Rajput 
and Koii chiefs. Tliough as a rule moderate, in seme cases the 
Government share nearly swallowed np tho entire vdlnge revenue. 
Their Lands rich and capable of improvement wore in a decHning 
state. The holdere wero illiterate, lazy, fond of opium, careless, 
ertravngnnt, and sank in debt. TTio affnirfi of most of them wero 
in the hands of VAnia steWAirds more aUvfl to their own than to 
their IOmeter's interests. 

Of a total of 452,200 seres of Government land yielding a rental 
of £3 1-1,431 (Rs. 14,44,310), 77,933 acres paying £40,537 
(Rs.4,05,370),or more than one-Bixth of tho arenand ooe-fourth of tho 
rental, were included in sharohold, aarijo, villages. Though somo 
wore ovortmenl, no caso had for years occurred of a shorehold 
crunnciDnity breaking nnder the weight of the Govtumraent demAud. 
hlany of the eharors did not work with iheir own hands. Others let 
out part of their shore, tilling the richest fields bv the help of rela¬ 
tions and servants. Their poaition was better than that of other 
cnJtivators. An alUonco with their famdioa was much sought after.

TliH jadicEnl adminHtnttbn of the Innds acquirwi in 1802 rf^nioined 
in the Widsi of tlio ReaTtient nt Baroda till in 1805 o. Jiidgo and 
J!agiatmto was appointed for Knira.i In ISIS tbo office and functions 
of nmgiatnile were tranaferred from tho Judgn to the Collector* In 
tho unine yearj owing to the ocqnLajtion of terntoiy under tbo treatj 
of tho 6th November tho jurisdiction of tho Knire Judge wng 
limit^ to the londa of tho e&stom diirisionj nud a tiffw Judge w/is 
appointed for tho western division and stationed at ALiucdnbad,* In 
1S28 tho offico of Diatriot Judge of Xtiira wcls abolished, nnd from 
that time tilJ ISisb the judicial auminiatration of tlio district T^inainod 
in the hands of tho Jndge of Ahmcdabad- In 1856 a senior asuist- 
Mt j udge was ^ctionod for Kaim. Thm appointment was sbolifthed 
in and aincn that time, except from 1873 to 1874 when a joint 
Judge was stationed at Xatimj.£ha duties havo been performed by tho 
Judge and u&Biiatant judge of Ahmcdabad. 

Of tho Btrength of tho staff appeiutod to decide civil cases in tho

75-14) per square mile or 
S5ti. (21 as.) per head of the population. Of the total s trength ot 
751, inclosivo of the Siipenntoadent, twenty*oight office ra and 
twenty-four constables wore in 1877 employed ns guards at district, 
centml, or aobsidiary jails ; 109 men, nineteen offieere and ninety 
constables, wore engaged as guards over treasuries, lock-ups, or as 
escorts to priftoners and treasure; 531 men, l lL) olficore and 4;.I 
constables, wore engaged on other duties ;and eighty-sis men, eleven 
officora and sovonty-hvo eonstublcfl., were station^ in towns and 
municipaUttes.

The district local funds collected! since 1863 to promote rural 
education and supply roods, water, drains, rest-hoiwcs, tlispensariea* 
and other useful objects amounted in the year 1877-/8 to a totaljmm 
of £20.340 (Rs. 2,03,400) and the expenditure to £22,772 (Rs. 2,27,720). 
This revenue is drawn from three sources, a special cess of one-sixteenth 
in addition to the ordinary land-tax, the proceeds of certain subordi¬ 
nate local funds, and some miscellaneous items of revenue. The 
special land cess, of which two-thinls are set apart ns a road fund and 
tne rest as a school fund, yielded in 1877-78 a revenue of £16,498 
(Rs. 1,04,980). Smaller funds including a ferry funil, a toll fund, a 
cattle-pound fund, and a school fee-fund, yieldcsl £14/8 (Rs. 14,/80). 
Government and private subscriptions amounted to £1629 (Rs, 16,290), 
and miscellaneous receipts including certain items of land revenue, to 
£735 (Rs, 7350). or a total sum of £20,340 (Rs. 2,03.400). This 
revenue is administered by committees composed partly of official and 
portly of private members. 

For administrative purposes the local funds of the district are divided 
into two main sections, one set apart for public works and the 
other for instruction. The receipts and disbursements during the 
year 1877-78 under those two heads were os follows:

Since 1863 tho following local fund works have been carried out. 
To improve commnnication 100 miles of road have been made, bridged, 
and for forty-four miles planted with trees. To improve the water 
supply 419 wells, 355 reservoirs and ponds, eight water courses and 
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fortv-»even troughs have been made or repwred. To help village 
instniction forty-two schools, and for the comfort of travellers eighty 
rest-houses and seventy-two village offices, chorat, have been built. 
Besides these works six dispensaries and 190 cattle pounds have 
been constructed. 

In 1877-78 there were five municipaliticw, all of them established 
since 1857 The total municipal revenue in 1877-78 amounted to 
rRa 53.560). Of this sum £2703 (Rs. 27,030) were recovered 
octroi dues, £431 (Rs. 4310) from a toll and wheel-tax, £4^ 
iRs. 4640) from a house-tax, and £1758 (Rs. 17,580) from mi^lla- 
neoiis sources. Under the provisions of the Bombay District 
Municipal Act VI. of 1873 all these municipalities are toira 
municipallUes administered by a body of commiKioners with the 
Collector as president and the assistant or deputy collector in charp of 
the sub-division as vice president, the commissioners ^ing chosen 
in the proportion of at least two non-official to each official member.

A comparison of the present (1877-78) provision for teaching the 
district town and countiy population gives the following results. 

In the town of Kapadvnnj there were in 1877-78 three Government 
vernacular schools writh, out of 452 names on the rolls, an average 
attendance of 366 pupils. Of these schools two were for boys 
and one for girls; the yearly cost for each pupil in the hoys' 
schools was 11s. (Rs. SJ), and in the girls' school 13s. (Rs. 6J). In 
the town of Kairn there were in 1877-78 four Government schooU 
with, out of 472 names on the rolls, an average attendance of 333 
punils. Of these schools one was an Anglo-vernacular, one an Urdu, 
ana two were Gujarati schools, one for boys and the other for 
girls. Tlie yearly cost for each pupil was £5 Is. (Rs. 50|) in the 
Anglo-vernacular, £2 2#. (Rs. 21) in the girls’, and from 14#. to 16#. 
(Rs, 7-Rs, 8) in the other schools. In the town of Nadiad there were 
in 1877-78 eight Government schools with, out of 1481 names on the 
rolls, an average attendance of 1039 pupils. Of these schooU one was a 
High school, one an Anglo-vernacular school, four were Gujarati boys' 
schools, one a Gujardti girls* school and one an Unlu school. I’he 
yearly cost for each pupil in the high school was £9 11#. (Rs. 95J); 
in the Anglo-vcrnacuh^ school, £3 4#. (Rs. 82); in the girls* school, 
£1 4#. (Rs. 12); in the rest it varied from 4s. to 18#. (Rs. 2-R8. 9).* 
Tlie number of pupils that passed their University entrance test 
exanunation from the Nadiad high school was seven in 1873, three in' 
18/4, four in 1875, five in 1876, and three in 1877. In the town 
of Mahudha there wore in the year 1877-78 five Government scliooli 
with, out of 626 names on the rolls, an averogo attendance of 433 
pupils. Of these one was an Urdu school, and four were Gujarati 
schools, three for boys and one for girls. The yearly cost for each 
pupil varied from 10#. to £1 13#. (Rs. 5-Ra. 16J). In the town of 
Lmreth there were iu 1877-78 five Government schools with, out of 
739 names on the rolls, an average attendance of 538 pupils. Of 
these schools four were Gujarati schools, three for boys ana one for; 
girls, and one was an Urdu school. The yt*iirly cost for each pupil 
was £1 7#. (Rs. 13i) in the girU*, and 19#. (Rs. 9f) in the Urdu school; 
in the rest it varied from 6#. to 13#. (Rs. 3 -Rb. 6^)- In the town of 
Borsad there wore in 1877-78 three vernacular schools, two for boys, 
and one for girls with, out of 385 names on the rolls, an average 
attendance of 2/0 pupils. Tlio yearly cost for each pupil amounted 
to 12#. (Rs. 6). ^ ^ 

Exclusive of these six towns the district of Kaira was in 1877-78 
provide/l with 153 Government vernacular schools, or on an average 
one school for every 3-41 inhabited villages. The following state¬ 
ment shows the distribution of these schools by sub-divisions 
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In tlie Kaira districst tlierfi ifl one libmry in tlio town of Kaim 
known as the "Hadow InaritTito/' It wjia cfitablifilioa in October 
1863 by Hr* Hadow, then Collector of Kaim* Supported partlj' by 
priviite BabACTiptionft and partly by a contribution itom the Kairo 
«miucipn(il.y, this bbmry coutaiiifl 1552 Toluincs and a reading 
twin BTipijlfcd with four English and seven vematubr papers* 
There are at preaent (1877-78) forty-six aubscribors, TTio total 
amoant reaUzcHi daring the year 1877-78 was £51 (Ra. 510) and the 
expenditure £55 (Ba. 550)*

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CHAPTER XII. 

HEALTH. 

The prevailing disease is malariotts fever. This form of tucknesi 
mncrally makes its appearance soon after the beginning of the rains 
(JunC'JuIj). Fever cases increase in number and severity from the 
latter part of September through October into the early days of 
November, when as the climate grows drier and colder the diseaae 
gradually disappears. Early in this century Kaira was considered 
one of the healthiest places in Gujordt, and partly for this reason a 
largo body of European troops was stationed there. But several 
seasons between 1820 and 1830 were marked by severe epidemics, 
and the troops especially tho European cavalry sufiered terribly. 
8o great was the mortality that Katra ceased to be used as a large 
military station. Of late years, apparently without any special enuta 
unless the drainage of tho lands to the south and west of Kaira has 
changed the character of tho prevailing breeze, the climate has again 
improved and Kaira is not now considered so trying to European 
constitutions as several other Gujarit stations. The different forms 
of akin disease and oar«acho are, especially among children, very 
common complaints. For many years no severe epidemic visited 
Kaira. But in tho month of April 187G a serious outbreak of 
cholera occurred. In the town of Nadidd alone 905 persons were 
attacked. Tho disease came to Nadidd from Baroda. At first of a 
very mild type, it afterwards became more deadly. From Nadidd 
cholera gradually spread over almost tho whole district, w orking on 
tho whole from north to south or against tho prevailing wind. Fresh 
outbreaks wore, as a rule, found to have followed some great caste 
feast or other occasion of unusual indulgence. Tho disease continued 
throughout tho hot season (March* June) gradually disappearing after 
the first fall of rain. Of 4973 persons attacked, about one-third 
or 2*11 per thousand of the total population died. 

BospiUia. 

^ ^ the jf»T 1877 there were in tho district of Kaira, besides tho 
civil and police hospitals, six dispensaries all established ‘since 1866. 
During the year 1877, 59,328 persons were treated in these 
hospitals and dispensaries, of whom 1429 wore in-door and 57,899 
out-door patients. All these institutions are provided with special 
buildings. The total amount spent in checking disease in 1877 
was £2036 (Ks. 20,360); of this £1176 (Rs. 11,760) were pud from 
provincial revenues, £397 (Rs. 3970) from local and £468 (Rs. 4630) 
from municipal funds. *^0 following working are taken 

from the 18/7 hospital reports. 

Tho Kaira civil hospital has a building of its own, raised in 1873 
at a cost of £2943 (Rs. 29,480), met partly from Kaira municipal and 
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nftrtly from load funds. Of in-patients the total treaty number^-li-t. 
Uf these 120 were cared, twenty-three loft, elov^ died, and twenty 
remained under treatment at thoend of the year. The tot^ 
of out-patients was 0341, ora falling off on the roturnsof the preening 
rear ofncarly 3000. The average daily sick for m and out-patients 
was 14*3 and 54*0 respectively. The chief causes of sickness were 
ajruc, syphilis, bowel diseases, ulcers, skin aff^tions imd >n]un^ 
'^e total number of patients treated in the pobce hospital was loo. 

The Mehmadabad dispensaiy was opened in 1871. The toUl 
treated was 10,306, of whom 193 were in-paticnts, an increase on 
the year before of twenty-four. The chief dis«^ w^e eye and 
skin affections, nlcers, midarious fevers, rheumatism and 
The Nadikd dispensary was opened m 1866. Including 133 
in-patienu the total treated numbered 14,241, an increase on the year 
be^ of nearly 1300. The principal causes of sickness were malarious 
fevers, eye and skin diseases, rheumatism, and venereal 
The Borsad dispensary was opened in 1867. T^e toUl 
6952 including 196 in-patients, an increase of nearly 1800 on tho 
vear before, ^fhe prevailing maladies were fevers, eye 
diseases, and ulcers. The Mahudha dispensaTT m the NadiM 
sub-division was opened in 1869. The total treated numbered 5o61, of 
whom forty-seven were in-patients. Tho chief dise^s were fevers 
eye and skin affections, and ulcers. The Dakor ^spensary m ^ 
ThAsra sub-division was opened in 1866. The toUl t^cd number^ 
7299, of whom 145 were in-patients or more than 1300 
the year before. The chief diseases were fevers, cholera, syphilis^nd 
eye and skin affections. The Kapadi-ani dispensary was ppen^ m 

1866. The total treated was 9011, of whom eighty-eight were 
in-patients, or 2100 more than in the year before. The principal 
diseases were malarious fevers, eye and skin affections, and ulcers. 

In 1877-78 tho work of vaccination was, under the supervision 
of the deputy sanitary commissioner in eastern Ouja^t, 
by nine vaccinators, with yearly salaries vaiying from £10 los. 
to £28 16s. (Rs. 168- Rs. 288.) Of the operators eight were 
distributed over the rural parts of the district, 

Bub-division. Tho duties of the ninth vaccinator were confined to tho 
town of NadiAd. Exclusive of 614 re-vaccinations the total 
of operations performed in the year amoun^ to 23,43/, 
compa^ with 25,035 primary vaccinations in 1869-70.

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CHAPTER XIII. 

SUB-DIVISIONS. 

Kapadvanj Sub-division. —The Kapndranj sab-division, nn 
irregular oblong figure about fifteen miles from north to sonth and 
thirty from oast to west, is bounded on the north by the Atarsnmba 
Hub-division of Boroda territory and by portions of the Mahi 
Kiintha; on the east by the BaUsinor state; on the south and south¬ 
west by the Tlidsra, Naduid, and Mehmadabad sub-dirisions of the 
Kaim district; and on the west by the Daskroi sub-division of 
Ahmedabad. The total area is 279 square miles, and the population, 
according to the census of 1872, 88,742 souls, or an average density 
of SIOOO to the square mile. In 1870-77 the realizable land revenue 
amounted to £14,021 (Rs. 1,40,210). 

Of the total area of 279 square miles, 11 are occupied by 
the lands of alienated and unsettled, mcAivis, villages. The 
remainder, according to the revenue survey returns, contains 128,178 
acres or 74‘59 percent, of occupied land; 19,090 acres or IT'ki per 
cent, of cultumblo waste; 15,059 acres or 8'76 per cent, of uncullur- 
ablo waste ; 8024 acres or 2*10 per cent, of grass lauds; and 5276 
acres or 3*07 per cent, of roods, river beds, ponds and village sites. 
Prom 147,874 acres, 48,081 have to ^ taken on account of 
aUenatod lands in Government villages. Of the balance of 10-1,193 
acres, the actual area of culturablo Government land, 63,733 or 
01*17 per cent wore in 1870-77 under tillage. 

For the most part, especially towards the sonth and west, 
Kapadvanj is a ricn, highly cultivated plain, well clothed with treea. 
But towards the north and oast and to some extent in the south-east, 
ore tracts of waste, vidl, land roughened by strenma and water 
courses and covered with brushwood. 

Tlic climate is generally healthy and in the hot season cooler 
than in most of the surrounding districts, with a well duitnbated 
rainfall of about twenty-five inches. 

Except the Mohar, which flowing southwards to join the Shedhi 
passes almost through the centre of the sub-division, and the V Atrak 
in the west, Kapadvanj is almost entirely without streams. Like 
acveml of the smaller Gujardt rivers tho water of the Mohiu* is 
charged with soda, and though useful for domestic purposes, is of 
no service for irrigation except to a small extent in watering wh^t. 
Tho water supply is scanty. The storage in reservoirs is insufficient 
for irrigation, and the wells do not yield more than is wanted for 
household use. Tho 1870 water-supply figures were 30 wells with 
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steps, 1006 wells without steps, 36 water lifts, dhtJeudi*, 570 ponds 
or reservoirs, and 96 rivers, streams, and springs. 

Varving in texture from sand to mould, the soil is over the greater 
part of the area, of the light, gonUu, class. It wants constant 
drcasing, but when well tilled yields a good return. 

The following statement shows the arable area in Government 
villages, and the rates fixed in 1863-64:—

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The rates of assessment introduced in 1863-64 remain in force 
till 1891-92. 

Tbo 1872 population, 86,742 souls lodged in 24,770 houses 
were in J876-'77 supplied with 1042 wells and 570 ponds, and owned 
94-12 ploughs, 2809 carts, 20,570 oxen, 14,496 cows, 17,249 buffaloes, 
380 horses, 7319 sheep and goats, 537 asses, and 6 camels. 

In 1863-64, the year of settlement, 13,383 holdings, khatas, 
wore recorded, with an average area of 9|^ acres, and a rental of 
£1 13s. 104</. (Rs. 11-15-0). ^nallv divided among the agricultural 
population these holdings would, for each person, represent an 
allotment of 2|^ acres at a yearly rent of 6s. 10|d. (Km. 3-6-11). 
If distributed among the whole population of the sub-division, the 
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shfiro per head would amount to acres, and the incidence of the 
land tax to 4/». b\<l. (Ra. 2-3-0). 

In 1870-77, of 03,733 acres, the total urea of cultivated land, 
4718 or 7-40 per cent were fallow or under grass. Of the 
remaining 59,01.'i acrea, 3820 were twice cropped. Of the 0-,841 
acres under actual cultivation, grain crops 
or 88-55 per cent, 27,779 of them under bajn, 1 enicillam 
apicatn; 851.3 under rice, Oryxa witiva; 6.550 under ;uear,

22° 45''; esflt long, 73" IF, a favortrite pTsce 
of Hindd pilgrimage in the Thaara sub-divisioD on the Pali brunch 
of the Bombay Baroiaand Centml India Bnilway. It has a further 
interest an iho spot where in 1732 Plldji Gfiilcwar was asisnSiKinatpd 
by the emisflftries of AbheBingb viceroy ol Onjarit,^ It had in 
5b72j 2i5o7 houses and, a population of 77 hO souls, and in ld78 a 
mnnictpal revenue of £1081 (Ks, 10,810). It ia provided with a 
post office and a di^ponoarj. 

The object of worship ia nn imago of Krishna or llanchodji 
brought to DAkor from DwArhn in Kdthiawar. About the yMr 
I15o there lived in thihor n certain Rilud^a otherwise known oa 
Bodh.tnop. by caslo a Kshatri. A Btrict devotee of Krishna, thia 
Bodlaiino allowed a plant of sweet bftsil to grow from the palm of 
oneof his hands. With this as hifl offerittg he uwd twice a year lo 
make a pilgrimage from llAkor to Krislinn^ ilmno at DwJrlca. At 
length Bodhftno grew old apd the god, seeing that ho wonld not 
long bt‘ able to pay hia half-yearly visit, nllowed his votary to 
toko tlio DwA.rka lEEingc and carry it with him to his houio in 
DAkor Delighted with this mark of Krishtiu’^s favour Bodhino 
Boincd the image and made good bis e^scape from Dwi^rka. 
When the news spread that the god was gone the priests in hnt 
pursuit, overtaking BodhAno as he peached Dlkor, slow him with 
jin arrow. With a last effort BodhAno hurled the image into the 
Daknr lake and tho priests failing in their pursuit sat fasting by 
the water side. Taking pity or the Rtrorgera, Bodhtino's widow 
prayed the gtnl to make hnowu bis hiding plnLoe. Tim god granted 
her prayer, telling herat the same time not to part with tho imAgo 
bat to offer the priests its weight in gold. The priests accepted tho 
offer, and when the time for weighing camo, the woman trusting to 
the god threw into tho balance aB tho gold she had, a light nose^-riug. 
This by tho favenr of tho god weighed down the scaln Disappointed 
of their bopo of gam the priests refused to abide by thoir bargain ;

The chief objects of intoroat at Dakcr are the lake and the temple 
where the image of Krishna is enshrined. Tiie lake is the largest 
in tho Kaira district provided en three sides with a masonry wall 
and flights of stone steps. The temple was bnilt in 1773 at a cost 
of aba Jt £10,0^10 (Rs. 1,00,000), by GopAl Jagnnndth Tumbekara 
native of Bdtim and banker to th© Peshwa. The enclosnre, entered 
by gateways on the north and west, is round, paved with stone and 
girt with walls and onthaoseg. The tempi© with brick walla and 
etone pillars raised on a high pUuth approached on all sides by a 
flight of twelve stone steps, mca^iares Ifid feet from east to west 
and lol from^ north to south and has eight domes and twonty-four 
turrets, the highest of ninety feet. The inside is richly ornamented j 
the dome with plates of talc and the doors and gratings with a costly 
network of ailvor and glass. The idoPs throne, a beautiful piece of 
wpodcarving, has,at a costof £l 2 ,u 0 a(H 3 . 1,25,000), lately been eovereil , 
with gold and silver by IL U. tho Gdikwar. The temple revauues 
are, besides piigrim^s presents, a yearly allowance of £340 (Rs. 3400) 
together with the rental of tha two Tillnges of D;ikor and Kanjri. Tho 
ceremonial dnties are distributed aiuong a body of priests belonging to 
three classes, Khediivfil Br5bi[nanB,Shrigod BrahmHns,and Tapodhan*. 
Every full moon brings crowds of devotees to D^kor. But the chief 
gatherings, with from fifty to a handrcdtheusaTid pilgrims, many of 
them from the Deccan or from distant parts of K&thiawdr ore on 
the Oct<il>er, and November, itjrfit, full moona. At other full 

moons tho number of pilgrims varies from five to ten thousand 
chiefly from Kaim uud other parts of Gujardt, Besides the full laoou 
fairs special gatherings am on three necosions held at DAkor, in 
jMarch the Fni^an nid in Jan© the cur-day, rath-jAfft^i 

and in July-Angust, Rrishna^s birth-day qv janmAghtamu These 
are local gatberiugs of little imporcance. On all of these occasions 
^rsona of every caste from tho Brdbmon to the Dhed attend, the 
Dheds worshipping at a dlriUnce not being allowed to enter tha 
temple. The puftsenger traffic of Dukor hns inctieaJ< 4 id from I36,DG0 
in 1874 to 284,330 in 1877.

KApadvanj, north ht 23* r j east long. 73^ T, the chief 
town of thu sab-division of the same name atnndi? on, the cast bunk 
of the Jfohur river tbirty-six miles north-east pf Kflija. A fortified 
town of conflidereblo trado KupadTanj liad in 1072 a popular^ 
of lS,fl32 souls, and in 1878 a municipal revenaa of £057 (Rs, OG70), 

Kapsdvunj would scum to be a sottlomont of great antiquity, 
Tbo prreent town contiunB baildingB of from five to eight handred. 
years old and near the walls is tbo silo of a still more^oncioiit city. 
According to u li>cal history its original name wna Kapntpura or 
the town of deceit. Bnt as in many other cases this name seems to 
bo Uulo more ihaTi an attempt to form a Sanakrit word out of a 
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Pr&krit naiucK^ In m<5depii times Kapadvatij 1ms been tbe iceno 
of threo eoinowLat iniportent battles, lii 1^154 in a Btrtiggle betrroen 
hlkhnmd Khi^i king of Malwn and Kutub-ud-din king of GDiorit 
(14ol*14o9)j, Ttongli in ilio end victory rested with the Gujarat 
BTiny at one time they were flo hard presBed that Uio king's erowii 
and jewelled mrdle remained in tbe enemy^s hands. In 1725 tho 
Mardthas nnder Kmiteji and Pilaii Gdikwar were defeated by the 
Imperial troops commanded by KhinaluuSd! Khun. Eleven years 
later (l73fi) the town fell to a joint Mardtha and Koli attack. 
From that time Kapiidvsnj remained in tbe bands of the Mardthd^ 
till, in lSl0-lSl7^ in exebangefor the neighbouring territory of 
Bijdpor, it was made over to the Eritiah, At that timn Kapadv&ul 
contaiued about 10,000 inbabitanta; by 1S57 the number had 
risen to 13,000; in 1304 it is returned at 14,202 nnd m 1872 it bed 
sL'ghtly fallen to 13,082 aonla lodged in 5025 houses. 

On one of the main routes between CnatraJ India find the cojwt, 
Kapadranj hull always been a place of conKiderable tmde. la 
1816 it was a thriving well built town and in 1804 was famous for 
trade with enterpriaing bankcni and dealers, in wealth and 
respectability second only to those of Nndidd. Its mcrchanta are 
Muaalmdn Eohorda of the Shin sect, * the most enlightened and 
persevering people in the Kaim district, living in Biil»itential houaoa 
models of cleanliness and order.* The business of collecting agate 
and mosa jiebhles found in the bed of the river, about fifteen 

milea of Kapndvanj, ia almost entirely in the handa of merehuiits of 
this cIbes. Its maniifactnros are soap, glass, and leather huttcr- 
jara. Iron ore used to bo smelted in Knpadvanj and lieapa of iroa 
alag may still be seen in tho ontskirte of tho town. The chief 
articles of trade are gmn and opium from Central India, and tobacco 
from Gnj&rdt. Besides supplying a considerable local demaad 
Kspndvauj gocwls are exported to the Panch Sl ahAl Sj the Dal^inor 
country and Central Indie. 

The chief objects of interest in tha town are a fine reservoir end 
an arch in the Cbdlukya (lOOOi-ISOOJ styte. Of tho reaervoir, 
according to local story the work of Sid^hrij Jafsingh king of 
Anhilviida (1094-1143), the following legend remaiiiB. Tho bard of 
Siddhrdj, an old Rajput colled BhJma, sick of many diaeoseB came 
to Kopadvanj to bathe and worehip in tho Moduroati or Vatrak 
stream. Wandering near the river hia foot slipped on the steep 
hank of a pool and bo fell. Though, sunk in deep water he struggled 
safely to bhore, and on reaching the bank found that his youth, 
and strength were restored. On bis return to hXa master so greatly 
was he cbenged that at firet he was not known. When his story 
was told, the king struck witb the strangeness of his cure sent 
ineBseDgerH to Knpndvani to find out the wonder-working pool. 
at Kapudv^nj no one had heard of such a pool nnd their inqnirj w-aa 
In yam, till emo Eomeshvarbbnt a Nagnr Brahman * a two-eyed 
Bhivs in. saintliaesa and knowledge * showed the messongerfl the 
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object of tbeir search and oxplamcd the fioarco of its virtue^ The 
king ordered the sides of the pool to ho clothed with masoniy and 
a temple to he beiU in honoor of VishniL To tho of this itol 
is an nndergroond temple dedirated to JlalijideT. "This, a bnilding 
of fiome interest, has never been properly explored* Of Masalm/Lti 
Tcmaias there aro^ beaidea tho town fortificatidnfl, the ruine of many 
fine mostiuea and tombs. Of modern buildinga that of most note is 
a Jain phida of worship. This tempi© built about twenty-hvo years 
ago at a cost of £15,000 (lU, 1,50,000) hi raised on a tea feet high 
stono plinth. ITie interior is rtchlj" ornamented with marble pillars, 
and a marbl© pa'fBment inlaid with much dolicacy and tasto. A.t 
one comer is a plain underground chamber with a black stone imago. 
The Bohora’a quarter hna acune fine bnildinga among thorn a mosque 
of much bounty and many old dwellings very lofty and rich in wood 
carving. Near the oast gate ia a fine rest-boue© built at a cost of 
over £5000 (Ra. 50,000) by the widow of a rich morebant. Bestd^ 
the ordinary aub-diviiiioiia] revenue and police offices ICa|WidTaiiJ is 
provided with a aub-]t>dgo*s court, a post office ntid a dispensajy* 
Then} were in 1S7S three Government schools with an aven^ 
attendance of 3dd pupils.

(15id-lB26) M^hinadabAd woe every ycai*j on the birth-dny of 
the Pro^hetj the noeno of a gneat feativrd when ol] the learned mea 
of the kingdom rehearsed tho traditioDS before the conrt.^ Thesso 
buildings remained in repair till the cleee of the sixteonth eentn^;

ftttd its game enclosure.* In IddS it a small town plevL^mt and 
fair with u handsome cagtie to the west. Its people were HitidufS;, 
gre4it Epinnent and traders m thread,* In 166d it was of middling 
eize Bpinning cotton thread for tho most part of Gojarut and tho 
aoighbouring country.* By the end of tho sovonteunth ceatnrj' it 
had oorno to snch decay that it wag no more than a poor village.* 
Its population 4939 soolsj in 1S27^ luid in 1872 risen to SOGo soula 
lodged in 2974 houses. The town was prosperous, tbe bousea ou 
tho whole well built and the people well-to-do with a considerable 
maunfjicture of coarse cotton cloth. Besides the gateways At tho

hfahmnd Begtido, the Dhiindia rosetTi'oir, and .the BLa maria* well on 
the way to l^-iira are all objects of interestY The most bctiutlfal 
remains ore two tombs about one and a half miles east of tho town* 
built in I-184 in honour of MnhArak Syed one of Mniirnud Begndft*a 
nunisters, Exclusira of the porch tho larger of these tombs ia only 
ninety-four feet square ond sixty feet high with fifty-two pillars and a 
marbjo fioor. Tlieugb Humll there is a aimplicity o£ plan* and a 
Bolidity and balance of parta rarely if ever aarpaaaed in nny Indian 
tomb. The detaila are graceful and euitablie. iJonble ver«iidalm 
And a aoroen of pierced fltone-work of the very finest tracery give 
the seclnBion and repose indiapensable to a niAnsolcom. Had 
it been built on a larger scale this tomb would rank among the 
firat of its clasa,^ There are three inacriptions* rtdigiona and moral 
preoepta with no reference to tho founder o^r the dAte of building.

At tho beginning of tlio eeventeontb oentury (1012) Xadiid ms a 
largo town whom tno pooplo made iiidi;pi.^ In its boDaes w-eto 
good and it Imd aomo cotton and indigo luiumfactnros.* In JOGO 
it was a pldco of middle sisMJ where much cotton was made,* In 
1775 it wjw one of the prettiest cilieg in Gujarat, nearly three milea 
round with a slight wall dniikod nt irregnlar distuncct by round 
towers. It bad nine strong gates and ii dry ditch round the walla. 
Thn people about twelve thousand familieSi were chioliy occupied in 
weav'ing fine cloth and other cotton luanufnctnres. They also ent 
and pijlishqd Kflpftdvani atones. In revenge for its siding w'ith 
Fatebsing Gdikwhrj, Ragnunnthrfiv in that year (1 775) levied from 
the town ft fine of £6000 {Ra. 60,000),“ In 1H03 it was handed over 
by the Gdikwdr to the Britith Govornmont In IS25 it was one of 
the largest towns in Gujarat, with fifteen thousand mhabitanta * 
in 19dS it carried on a consitioruble trade with ildlwa and the interior 
importing grain, drugs, gTiina and dye stuffs, and exporting cotton, 
ooursD cloth, calicoes, tobacco, and ooarso sugiii'^ lu ISi? it was 
a most thriving little town»*

Tlie Nadi^d. traders are ckiaBj Vdnins and BrdbiuaDS^ ^fost of 
tbo leading merchants am locsl rapitnlists. Goods fold to distant 
merchants, aa tobaceo to kidlwa traders, am nsDally paid for in bills 
of exebnn^, the brokers or agents who net on bekalE of the distant 
tmdor taking tbs risk. Bills are freely cnsbod up to £5U0 (Rs. 5000) ' 
and sometimes up to £1000 {Rs, 10,006), The ordinary currency 
Le the B4bAshahi or Baroda rupee. The onsy season lasts for about 
six months from the middle of Kovomber to tlio mfddisof May. For 
sugar, butter, and other articles of food the njnrriftge months, Janitaiy 
to May, are the busy time; and for cotton and tobacco the horfest 
tnontha Jlarch to May, The chief exports are cotton, tobacco, 
cummin seed and irjcAnf/a grown in Nadidd and the country rennd, and 
ii3nstn.rd,tsiB//rf, rape, jnrsAP, and other oil-Bcods chiefly from Knpadren] 
and lifoddsa drawn to Nnd.idd os the local trade^centre. Cotton 
and tobacco grown by rick cultivators pass from the producer direct to 
tko eiporterj while cummin and other seeds raised in poorer district* 
go through tlifl hands of the village trader before the exporter bays 
them, TobaccOj Nadi4d's chief export, goes not only to Centim 
India but through Bombay to the Persian Gulf, Aden, and Zanzibar. 
Cotton, almost entirely of the three year short-ataplc, royi, sort goea 
to Bombay,and cummin seed to Bombay, and to Ahmedabad and other 
parts of 0 ujarit. The manufactnred: articlea esported from tho town 
are yarn, snuff, and dyed cloth. The steam spinning and weaving 
factory opened in 187G had, chiefly from a want of capital, to be 
closed in 1870, f^nnff tg prepared and exported by Y^i^, The chief 
im porta are sugar, mohvises, spices, cotton seeds, nnd piece goods. 
Piece gcpods from Bombay, Surat, Broach, and Ahmodabad 
generally pass to the consumer direct from the importer. Thu 
imports that bavo increased most during the lost tTrenty-fivo years 
are piece goods, sugar, and sugarcandy. The consumption of 
Manchester gooda waw formerly conGned to the rich clashes of towii#- 
peoplo. But tho railwiiy has placed theaoi goods within easy reach 
of all and thdr use hon spm^d not only to alJ townspooplu but even 
to well-to-do viHagerft, The finer sorts of lifonehestor piece goods 
are nsed by BrMimans, Viiiufis, and other Hindus and upper class 
Masalm&ns. Tho coarse sorts of Bnglish piece gocxls, an d the ODorso 
cloth woven in local bond-looms have to a great extent been super¬ 
seded by the produce of Ahmedabad and Bombay mills. Though 
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at lower pHcea^ tliere still conlinu^ a fair sale for tie fineF prodnoe of 
Imnd-LoomSH Tlio oo£isiitDption of molosada, Siigarj and sugnrcandj' 
formerly confined to towtus han of late spread to tie roral parts of 
the difitrict, and the imports of these articles for which Nndiid ia the 
local centre show a coiisiderablo increaae.

The interest of 
is from^ its connection with the Gniarat Hindu reformer 
Saliajin^d Srami. This man a Lucknow Brahman,, Iwm abont tha 
year 1^00, came to Oaiur^t in the lieginning of the present ceutniy. 
By nia character for bolinoss, and by the display of Bitpematnral 
powers, he collected a large body of followerg. An ascetic in life and 
a ne«e denouncer of immorality especially among the priesthood, 
baanjanand imnde many oncmies and for a time was snbfected to 
perfleoation. But his sufferings, kindling enthiij^iasm among hie 
^nowere, added to hm power. About 1810 bo scttlud at Vadtill and 
from that time tdl bia death in 1829 hiu influence steadily 
spread. Accepting tho ordinary Hindu theology and npholdirg 
the wornhip of Kn^Lna, Salmj^nand contented himself with tiring 
to mend men e ways by prencbing morality and holy living. Among

Soon from tho Tillage of Vadtfil tho tnonaatcry fome a long row 
of bui]iliii|ve tjpaning about tbo mitldla' in a diossito doorway 
approached by n of granite atope. This doorway leada into a 

quadranglo with a largo tomplo in tlia centre. Thia toniplaj wilb 
little of interest either in form or omainen.t^ hoj). for its chief object 
of worship an image of Ranchodji or Knshna. Bnilt in 1324 at a 
coat of about £7bU0 [Re. 75j,000b it is appronohod by a (Ught of etono 
fltepa and unrrounded by a Btoiic corridor. It is eaterod by tbroo 
gnteit to tho north, east, and aonth, Snpportijd bj fiftj-aii pill ana 
the roof rlsee in tbroQ amull and one mrgo central damo tha 
ititeiiora coTcrod with gay but tflfltelqaa paintings from acones in 
Krtahua^a lifo. Hound the walla are ahrinee dedicated to Krishna 
under different fomm Among those is one Kflerod to Sahaj^nand 
tho founder of the sect. Tliis roceaa is furnished with a silvered 
bedstead, and pillows with a richly crested turlMin laid 

on them, and by tho bod a small stool with a rair of wooden pattens 
and n tublo with a metal water jug. In a TLicne in one of the widli 
is a picture of tho saint and the rest o! tho wall is adorned with 
copies of his foot marks. Of the bulldiugB that enclose the qu^- 
rauglo these on tho south sidOj plain two-storied honaos, arc resting 
places for pilgrims. At tho soutU-weat corner is Sahajanand^s 
honae where in an upper room are kept and ahown to pilgrims hts 
bod, bis drinking vessels and his clothes. Near this oro the build'- 
inga allotted to ZlrafiemcAtimj tho Brahman inmates of the 
monnatory. The west aide of tho quoiiranglo Is filled by a IniTgo throe- 
storied building opening on tho quadrangle, the ground floor a boll 
' wliare daily tho meinbera of tho establishment meet for religious 
tenohing, Tho two upper stories are resting places for pilgri.ma at 
^ tho time of tha great haif-'ytsirly fesliTBiIs. Tho whole of tho north 
sido is taken op with boildings botongiag to tho palace of tho 
A'chfiiya or spiritual lioad. In one of thesso is a spacious Iiall or 
^ reception reom. Behind the paloco are tho c^uarters sot npart for 
: doTotees, sidArts', who are not Brdhmans. The buildings on the 
are chiady out-houses, fitablos, granaries and places for grinding 
grain. North-west of tho cent™ quadrangle ia * largo garden and 
’ ti'scrvoir and to the east beyond the main cnlnmco somo blocks of 
‘ pilgrims" rest-honaos. 

Tho nominal head and manaMr of the Vadtill monastcTy is tho 
A'cliiiryft. But us great part of his time is spent in visiting the cdovon 
branch lurches practical luaimgement is in tho hands of a 
steward, koiiiAti^ Besides providing for pilgrima and. arranging 
niattors on tho great holf^yoarly gatherings, thia steward hasi to feed 
^ and control from 500 to IQOO persons, ^o inmatcfl belong to three 
classes, BmAnwrAdrM, devotccB of the BrfihinaD caato; jSndAiii 
devotoca of the V^dniaand Itajpnt castes, and doTotoea of tha 

caltiTutiag, artisan, and lahooring classes. No members of the Dbod, 
• Clmmdr, and other degraded classes, aud no woiftan of any caste nro 
admitted. For moi^t of tho inmates the ordinary daily rou tiuo is tho 
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Rising at dawn tliey dress nut!, except tlioso wfcq cook or. 
perform otlier neceseiu^ duties^ prepare themselves for early service. 
This service held at six in the large western hall is conancted by 
the A'ch^*a or Borae other teaobor. It genendly lasts from six tid 
eight. From eight to twrelvo the mmates ore at work,, study in the 
case of some and vritU others Isbonr for the common good. At 
noon all dine, the Rir^bnmn devotees sitting by themselves. The 
food of all is milletj wheat, nod rica mixed in ono dish. In 
the amount there is no stint, but except on special occasions, condi- 
monta such as sugar, rnolaesos, and bntter do not form part of the i 
daily meal. After dinner there is another short lecture and then 
rest for an hour and n half. At three all come together and remain ^ 
till sunset li.stoning to religions teaching. The next hour is devoted j 

to the ffonsUlp of the gods in the tomplfc After worship the ‘ 

great hall again dlls and religions teachiog goes on till eight or half' 
past eight. The sick and weakly then leave for supper, the rest 
remaining till eleven when, except a few of the mere Jtealous who 
continue to pray or stndy, ^1 go to bed. The devoteea do not at any 
One time stay long at VadtdL The BrahniatharU or Brahman 
devotees arc sent to ofticiato in some of thn eabordinate Svimi | 
KAtiiyan temples j thn SadAws or V itnin. and Rajput devotees move 
about the coontry collecting afibrings of money and grain to bs 
taken back to VadtAl, And the PdltiH or low caste devoteea 
accompany their leader in his toors and visits to branch chnrckeB, 

During the year two great religious gatherings aro held ono on 
Chaitra oad l5tA [April) and the other on Sud (Noyom* 

ber). The first in honour of the birth of Sahaj^aand lusts for eight, 
and tho second in honour of his father for six days. On lx)tn of 
those occasions about 20,000 pilgrims chiefly from Gujarat and 
Kdthifiwdr attend. Minor fain: with from ono ihounand to three 
thousand visitors, are held in August, September and October, 
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CHAPTER I. 

DESCRIPTION. 

The Pancli MaMls, or fivo eab-dirisions, lyinjf between 22^ 30^ 
and 23® 10' noetb latitude^ aiiij|^3® 35^ and 7-* it/ aist longitadoj 
have a total area of 1535 aqnare miles and a population of 240,743 
souL} or 151 to the square mtle^ Of £26,839 (Rs. 2,08, SBUJ tbo 
total realizable land loreaue, £26,841 {Ila. 2,68,410) were roeoTored 
before tho oloao of tUo year dadiog Slat July 1877,. 

Tlio fi^e snb-diviaionB of tbo Punch Mahdle, lying in the eitremo 
east of Gujanlt, form two groups separated by a hilly und forest-cbul 
strip of the B^ya state, Turymg in breadth from about nine milea 
in tho north to thirty in tho south, 'Fho wDatem group, thenurger 
of the two* comprises tho sub-dlvisions of Oodlim in the north and 
KAlol, including thn petty division of Halol, in the south. Except 
the I^im district beyond the Mahi to tho north+west, this group 
is sarroanded by native territory j Barodu l|fs to the soutb unci 
west, Buriya to the cast, and TjunavAda and Sdsih to the north. Tho 
eastern group is oompt>Bed of the Duhad aub-division with, in the 
north, the petty division of Jbfilud- Bdriya liea on the south-west 
and west, Ltindvada and Sunth on tho north-west, the Meywdr stete 
of Kusltalgad on the north and north-oaat, the hliila'a slut^of 
Jimbua on the cast and sonth-east, 

Tho district is ^ adniq||strAtive purposes distributed OTor three 
Hab-divisioas inclaamg two petty divisioiis. These as slicwn in the 
following sammury have on an avorago an area of 531 sipjare miles, 
233 villages, and 80,249 mhabitnnta. 
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Tho western dir[j;lon h a plain, lining gtsdtiAlly to tlie east^ Httb 
cut into bj rivers, and except by soioie snialL bills in tbo north, nnd 
in tbe sontb wbero at Cb^mp&nor tbo great Pavdgnd pcalc riseii 
feet high, broken only by occa^onal gnmite-topped mounds. It 
forms three belts,a northern, a muldlej and a sonthem. In the north, 
about twenty miles broad, lies Godhra, in parts rich snd well tilled 
but on the whole wild and ruddy cultivated, much of it covered wiih 
brushwood and fore.^t, and in the north and eoat broken by bars 
patches of granite rock, or rising into peaks of cunotisly piled 
granite boulders. South ^f Godhra the Lands of Kdlol form a 
central bolt about ten nJiIos brood, highly tilled, wiih rich brick- 
built villages, tbelr lands laid out in hcijjipHl fields t^tudded with 
mango aud mahitda gtoves^and marked by rows of palmyra palms 
whose henda rise quaintly from a growth of banian and jn'imt that 
cUngs to and hidea their stems, ^uth of Xdlol the country grciwa . 
gradually wilder till, after about eight miles, near Hdlel the plaiu^ 
breaks into tbe spura and ridges that centre in the massive hill of. 
P^vlignd. So far the villages are rich and well built, Efurrounded . 
by ci^refull}' kept fields. But near the spara of P&vdgad and souths ■' 
east about fifteen miles more to the borders of Jnmbnghodo, except /■ 
in thif wdstem Tillages and in a few hamlets and forest clearings, 
the country i-suntilled and unpeopled, envered by a low growth of 
forest timber. t - 

Across iho rough wooded belt of BAriya land and higher by 
Roven or eight bundrcKl feet than the God urn plain, JhAlod in thm 
north and IX^liad in the south form a compact block abont forty 
miles fintim north to south and twenty from east to west. The 
Rurfoco of the country is waving, brokem by mnny water counsel, and 
by a auccesRion of low abnipt and rugged stony ridgrai, scporatctl 
by rich moist vallcy^broad in the north end narrower to the south, 
^cept on the sides of some of the higher hills, the uplands and 
Tulleys are opener and Icflfl wooded tlu^ fn tijo western dlviflicni. 
Though somewhat bare and much of it waste, tbe country, weli 
supplied with water both in streams and pools, is not wanting in 
beauty. In the cold Benson, on a back ground of soft well wooded 
bills, rich deep-greon atretchea of gram aud wheat, unbroken by 
hedgerows, are studded with mounds and knolls, aoiuo ckd with 
bamboo and brushwood, others burn and capped with masses of 
glistening snow-white quartz. Here imd tliero are compact wcU 
built villagea. But more striking are, on risiDg groiinil, each near 
its own plot of laud, tho scattered dwellings of Bhils cncloRcd by 
creeper-covered bamboo trollia-work. Later iu ‘he season tho gold 
.of the ripening wheat fields la, along tho edges of streams, fringed 
by belts of bright white or white imd r^ iwppieH, and in tha 
hot months, though baked and bare, the Land is in ijianv place* 
relieved by the brillisni scarlet massea of the A-AcfMrn or Bnt« 
frondosa. During tho rainy season the whole country ia fresh 
ami green. 

In Dohad are several low steep ridges and in Gndlira some granifo- 
topped monndB and rocks. But the only hill is PAvagod, the chief 
natural feature, and one of the placca of greatest interesl^ in eaatera 
Gajardt. 
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Pavfigjid^ fibont twentj-fi^e miles south ol Godltra luid hj road 
twenty-nine rnil&a cost of Baroda cftOjOVor a lon^distancoj becleaHj 
aeen from the Bombay nml Hsirodti railway.^ Nearer at band with 
it* * far atretobin^ ^iirs the hillj about twentf-si^: miles ttmtidj rises 
with mas-sive but <^ear ant outline about 2500 feet above the plain.* 
Its base and lower slopca arts tbick covoreJ* with rather stunted 
timber. But its sboultlers and centre crest are on the sootbj weatj 
and norths cliff a of bare trap, too etocp for trees. IjOSs inaoeeMiblo 
the eastom heiglita are wooded and topped by massive lOAscnry 
wall* and bsiition* rising with narrowing fronts to the senrped rock 
timt crowns tho hilL Atcording to the local story^ in a bygone age 
a TaUcy ran wliero Favagad now stands* On the high ground 
oTDrlookiu g the valley li vcd nn ascetic Virfh vamitrn Risbi* fle ow nod 
ucow, thefamons KAmdaho, gilted with speech and an unfailing store 
of milk- trraaing on the brink of the hollow she one day slipped and 
unable to climb llm steep sides filled the valley with milk nud so 
flwam home* Learning what bad happened the holy tuaUj to prev^t 
another miscbancCr pnityed that tho valley ought be filled. His 
prayer Was grantodj, tlio gods sending so largo a liill that thPM 
fjnorterfl of it filled the hollo iv. The rest Etan^g out of the plain 
waa called the qiiajrter-hill, FdvtigaA. 

The* first bUtqric WElerence to Fav^gad is from the bard Clinnd, 
whoj in the account of Bbim Dev I. of AnhilvAdo (1022-1072}, 
speaks of Rnm (Jaur the Tuar as Pilva^fl lord.* The earliest authentic 
atKOunfc is, abont 130<b its acquisition by Cboluiii Bajpnis, fugitives 
from KaatMinblior (120(1-1300) in Mcwilr before the army of 
Ahi-ud-diu Khilji, Tbe ChobSa chiefs, of whom the names only 
have bcoB preserved, continued to held tho hill till it was lakeu from 
them hy Sul tin Mabtund Bcgadn in 143 i. Before Mahmud's 
victory the Masnlmau kings oE Abintfdabad bad more tban once tried 
and biiknl to tjike tho fort. Of tho first of tbeso attempts, iu H13 
(821 il*) during tUo reign of Snltiu Ahmed I., no details except 
the fact of its failure retnain* About tbirty years later 1450-'1*152 
(553-355 H.) Sultan Ahmad's aon Muhammad Shdh ao cloaply 
invested the fortress that the garrison waa only saved by a diveraioa 
mtidc iu their favour by Mahmud Khilji of Malwa* After about 
tbirty years (U83, l7Ui March") Mahmud Begada laid aiege to tlic 
fort, llcfusing to accept any teriJia except a earronder and pravouting

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tlie Snltin of Mdiwa from helpitig the bcairge^, Mali mud nfiera 
year ami a luilf hod so far advanced Lis position a that they overlooked 
tho fortress. In the tairly dawn^ when according to their caetom 
the gairisDii left the Trails to Lathe, KivaTn^u.l-intd,k vrith a pAHj of 
picked men settled the fort, driving the Rajputs within the inner 
waIL Later in the sacno tiny Mnlik Aydz Sattiliii^ another of Mahtniiid^f 
captains, passing throngh n breach in the western ival] gained 
a position that commanded the grent gate. An attempt to dialodge 
Malik Ayaiz failed and the besieged in despair, burning their wives 
and childreuT divided into two parties, one retiring to tiie upper fort 
and the other under command of the chief and Lis tniniatcr reraaining 
below.

But ahe, for it was the goddess KsH, torning in anger 
cursed him telling him that btii kingdom would soon pass away. 
Not long after Java Lovo, the son of a ChAinp&ncr Bri^hmai), saw 
Mahmud the Ahmcdabad SuitAn ride past Pavagad and, es be rod^ 
look to the hill and clutch his moustache. Hastening to his chief .lAva 
warn^ him that the Sutidn would edou. come against Paviigad, 
lending the lad to Ahmedabad to watch the Suit An, Jnysingh made 
readv to defend hia fort atrcugtlieaing it by five barriers, water, 
wocmI, stone, tutid, and f£jrct5tv At Ahmedabad Java kept watch. 
One day ho Raw the Saltan at his window look across to Pavdgad 
nrd clutch his moustache. Hastening to Pavagad ho told the chief 
that the Sultilii was coming. All was made ready and though backed 
by 500,000 men and resolute enough to keep up the bUickade for 
twelve years Mahmud was at last forced to make peace without 
taking the fort. Asking liowr the Raval waa so ready to meet him he 
wns told JAva^s atory and raised him to be his minister. This tale 
may Mrhaps refer to the attempt and failure of the first ^tuhanimnd 
Another of the Sungs tells how m 1485 (1541 S-ltboPfitAi 
HAv^ ^¥Q up his life whoo Mnhaaimad ShAh the Great took

On gaining possession of the hill Malmiud added to the defenew 
both of the upper and lower forts, rmd for the first time fortified the 
top platen a making it hia citadel, Mauliya or Doril of the Hill.® So

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wortiftn were but ta hurl a atan& froin tba top of the fort all the naeii 
in the world could not oarty on the Siege- la spite of its strengm 
before fifty joars were orer iho kill wm again taken. Thu time (io3o) 
tho besiegers were the Moghnls under oommond of the Emperer 
Hiimayutt (Ud 1-1550). Incited by tho hopo of gaming SultAiJ 
BtihAaur Shakes (1530*1535) treasure stored in tbo fort, and holpud 
by the desertion of Kami KMn,^ one of IkhMur'a chief eiwnMre, 
TTiiififtynn pressed the siego, lidia Karaingh Dev and Ikhtiyjir 
Khfin holding <wil galLintly on their sovereign's behalf. Sarpmw 
by Humnynn's sudden approach the gmr'ison hail been forced tn 
apike and leave hjilf way up the hill an irametiso gun known m 
the Bahadur Sh4hi.* Repairing tho gnu Humi Khan directed it 
against tho fortificsitiona, breaking down a gateway with the first and 
rooting np a great tree close by with tho second shot.

1 no 
garrison taken by aurpriae were pouted, some of them throwing 
themsolvre over the wnlls. OEhore, among them tho comtijaeder 
IkhLiydr Khiin, retired to tho citadel or top pbt^u but on the offof 
of Ueaanrablo terms cupitulotedj August 1535 (/ Bafnr .'t- il.) 
Very shortly afterwards (153-5) on the recovmy of his power by 
BdlnidorShah, Tardi Beg the officer in charge for Humd,^n in spjto 
of its strength and the abundance of munitions ovacnat^ ihtvAgad.

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For abont 150 years the fort was held by an Imperial f^rrison till ia 
1727 it WAS surprised by Krishn/iji tho'fostor son of Kantiji KnHlsm i 
Bdndc. Krishiuiji made P4v4{pid his head quarters and issuing from 
it, caused great disorder in Gujarat and made raids into MiirwiE 
and as far as Jh^Ior. He seems to have kept the fort till it was taken’ 
by Sindia, probably between 1701 and 1770.^ Strongly garrisoning 
it Sindia held P4v4gad till in 1803 (17th September) a small Britub 
force commanded by Colonel Woodington breached the double wall 
near a tower at the east comer of the inner fort to the left of the 
Budhiya Gate and forced the garrison to capitulate.* Restored to him 
in 1804, Pdvdgad continued with Sindia till in 1853 (August Ut) it 
was mode over to the British Ooverament. ! 


The following details show the present state of its fortifications. 
The chief objects of interest at the base of the hill are on the lower 
slopes of the north-east spur the rains of Rajput Cliimp^er, and at 
the foot of the south cliff caves till lately the dwelling place of 
Hindu ascetics. About three and a lialf miles from HiUol leaving 
the cart road close to the south-west comer of the walls of Musalmia 
ChimpAuer, the hill-path strikes fiouth across a rough wooded stone- 
strewn tract. The distance from the cart road to K^lka MAUi’s temple 
on the highest peak of the hill is about three miles, two of them up 
the hill side, the third along the flat hill top.* The path, creeping 
up the eastern spur though rough in places, is nowhere too rugged 
for a palanquin. After rather less than half a mile the first line of 
fortifications is entered ^7 l^e Atak gate, once double but now with 
its ou^r gate in ruins, ^is line of fortification, the historic Lower 
Fort', is a massive stone wall with strong bastions stretching across 
the less precipitous parts of the eastern spur. The pre.sent wall 
seems to have been built by Sindia. In 1803 it was passed by the

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Great Gate gives entrance through the second lino of defence. ^ This 
gateway is a most formidable fortification the path winding in the 
rock through four gates each commanding the one below it. The 
lowest of the four U called tho Budhiya or Spear-but Gate and 
the highest, about 150 feet above, tho Bhdldptil 
Gate. Massive walls connect tho gates and from the Bhilap^ 
Gate sweep up to tho line of fortification that stretches across tho 
crest of tho spur. Beyond tho Mohoti Gate the path, for about 200 
yards, lies over level ground with a high ridge on the left,^wned 
by a strong wall running back from tlio Mohoti Gate to the 
line of defence. This third lino of defence is passed through the 
Sedan Shdh Gate,' a winding passage cut through tho solid rock 
crowned with towering walls and bastions and crossed by a double 
Hindu gateway, tho lower nearly perfect, the upper m ruins. 
It was to the left of tho.se strong gates that in 180:l the Trails 
were breached. From tho battery on tho Modi pond the wall was 
broken down in two places. The breach in the outer w^ll m a 
tower to the loft of the Budhiya Gate was nearly complete and that 
in the inner wall to the left of tho Bhalapul Gate wm complete.* 
The breach in the outer wall has been repaired; that in tho inner 
. wall is still easily seen.* 

The chief remains on tho hill lie within the Sadan Sh£h gateway. 
From tho goto a path leads off the main road 100 yanls to the right, 
to tho head of a mvine that ends in a cliff several hundred feet deep. 
Near tho edge surrounded by a strong round stono wall with one 
narrow opening is a small cmciform cul-stono chamber completely 
shut in. Through chinks in the wall a grove is seen where according 
to local storv a Rnjpnt princess was buried alive. 
tomb on tho edge of the cliff are tho remains of a S&t Mehol or 
■even-storied Palace.* Of tho seven stories four were above ground 
and three cat one below the other in tho face of tho cliff. Tho four 
upper stories are in mins.

Clof^e by, on the right, are the rains of 
a fine stone bailding the old Machi Havcli. Farther on is a pond

S 'elding excellent water. About a quarter of a mile above the Machi 
aveli is the Makai Koihdrka Darvdja, or the Maize Store Gate, with 
strong defences on cither side overlooking the approoch. Inside of 
the gate on the left are three large domes the Mtikdi Kothdn or i 
maize granaries and on the level top of the south-east spur, scarped 
by rocks at least 1000 feet high and joined to the hill only by a I 
narrow nock, are a ruined gpsteway, old buildings, and a lino of wall 
enclosing several covered reservoirs.

The 
talooee slate, of which some of the pebbles are oomnoeed, is scarrety 
more metamorphosed than the Chkropdner beds tnemselves. The 
quartzite bonlaers are the largest. The limestone pebbles are very 
numerous and as they are dissolved on the surface by exposure to 
the weather, the hollows which contained them remain empty, and 
inve a peculiar vesicnlar appearance to the rock. Some of the 
limestones of the pebbles contain silicioos lainins. Cleavage is 
frequently apparent in these pebbles, though it is but rarely 
distinguishabio in the sandy matrix. At one place near A'nandpur the 
xnatnx of the conglomerate appeared to bo a perfect breccia, a mix- 
tnro of angular fragments of black slate^ siUcious rock and coaraa 
sandstone, both containing pebbles. ITns was near the junction of 
conglomerate with slatey beds, the latter apparently the newer. The 
rocks appear to have been much crushed, ^cy look as if ongnlar 
fragmentsof slate had become mixed with sandstone, and then all 
reconsolidated. But the granite and quartzite pebbles show no sign 
of violence. Very little can beascertained of the sequence of the beds. 
The slate, limestones, and quartzites of Surajpur are evidently high in 
the series; they appear to rest upon the conglomerates of Jhaban and 
these again upon the quartzites of Ndrukot and Dandi^ai^ 
Judging from the extent of alteration the Surajpur beds are high in 
the group. But no base is seen, nnlcss the quartzites of the soutbera 
patch rest upon granite about Mnnikpor. These quartzites much 
resemble those of Ndrukot. It is often almost impossible to fix 
where tho Chimpdner beds pass into motamorphics. Within the 
tract occupied by the metamorphic rocks, quartzite's which have m 
no way tho appearance of ontliers occur in several places, as near 
Mirvdnia, and again west of Jdmbughodo. In tho latter caw a true 
conglomerate containing largo rolled pebbles of quartzite is found 
amongst the metamorphic rocks. Tho same apparent passage occurs 
south of Surajpur, the Chdmpdncr bods being more crystalline near 
the boundary.

The ray tin or khimit Mimuiiops indica, a poor sembby 
tree in the Konkon and not known in the Deflciiti, growa hero in the 
greatest beauty. For so large a tree the leaves aro smdIL They are 
of a deep green, and so cloae together, that for shade there m no trea 
like the rdyua, la fomit is oompoct and wdl ronadod, and very 
often grows in remarkably pretty claators. Neither flower nor 
frnit is at all conspicuous. The fruit is of the greatest value, 
forming for Kolis and other poor cLaaaea the chief article of food 
daring the hot weather moatlia. Its tough wood servos as 
cartwheels and oil milla, But from ita impottance aa a fruit-

The hiager, Balsnites roxbutgbii, is tbo oommonest and the laoib 
bandflome. It grows orerywhere, and is often little more ibati a 
thorny buflh^ It yields an oil, and its nut is hollowed and mada 
into crackers. The i>ef, Aegle mormelos, is a better though net 
very noticeable tree. Its wood is used for oil mills. The wood- 
apple, kautha, Feronia clcpbantum, when well grown, with its crowd 
of small leaflets and graceful drooping branches, is particularly bean* 
tifEih The fruit is eaten taw, preaerved, and used medicinally, but 
is too common to have any sale yalne.

Cassia fistnlaij whoso lovely laburnum- 
like flower clnsters are well known in the Konkan and other forests, 
is also not uncommon. Tlio dufi or white *:iras, Albizzia labbek, 
and tho,eAeuitar, Albizim stipulata, aro also fairly common. The 
first with large white liowerH and many protruding stamens lias no 
paKicular b™iity; the latter has flowers of the Eame siaie or larger, 
and of a beautifiu pink, l^e pods of both oro largo and exceedingly 
thin, and the Imtps doubly sub-dividod. iTie kdU or black tarat^ 
Albizzia odoratissiniBj is remarkable for its apricoteecented green- 
worstod-liko flower-tassels, Ita wood is used for cart wheels. Ths 
Acflob catechu, is plcutifiih but, from want of preservation, 
does not grow large. Much of it ia used in making charcoal. The 
other^ leguminous trees are the <amra, Frosopia spicigera, well 
described as a raange-struck tree, and the karatij, Pongamia 
glabra, found chiefly on the banks of stroams. Though not so bind- 
Bome as in the Konkan, the foliage of the karmj is thick aud polished, 
and it beara dusters of half-opon pde lilac flowers, and flat nearly 
oval pod^. The seeds yield an oil nscfiil ju itch. Other treeu 
d^rving mention nro the f^or, Zixyphos jujnba, known oveiy 
whore, but of no beauty, the fruit used os n piekic and conserve ; 
the «(fi4sa, Ailantbos excelsa, a laiga tree with very rtiotiJiuear 
bmnehea rather eparingly clothed ivith very large much divided 
leaves; and the idlk cotton trees #himal, or tkimar^ Bomb&r 
xualubanoum, and .r/tamla, Eriodendron anfmctuosum, mmilar in 
appearance but differing in flower, those of the first a doll crimBon

Tho/^wra, Wri^jhtea tioctonaj 
with hnndsoino clueterH of white ja^mme-aoented jlowera and tong 
thin vessels henging down in pairs^ and often jobing at the ends, 
A second, name unknown, like the isira in fruit, is of a different 
habit of growth, the loaves only half 09 long, broader and dowuj, the 
flower more delicate than theJbm blossom with a peculiar spicy scent 
bat withont the long tobe to the corolla. The third, Wrighfcea 
tomentosAj has lenvea as largo as the bnt downy, and the doublo 
seed veasels, instead of being amallor than a onill, are as thick as a 
walking cftuo, and dotted with ronghiah spocka. The wood is used 
for turning* For those two last no wore definito local name is 
known than dudkia, a word applied to all trees with milkdiho juice 
The nareru, Streblus nsper, is a very common tree in hedges and 
about villages* It ts small find scraggy with a gnarled trnnk not 
unlike an English thorn tree* The nndrtih a less common and 
larger growing tree, is in February covered with small round heads 
□f yellowish tiowera* It yields a fine white wood, and when ent 
throws from the stool several straight saplings. The Aodufn, 
SMSphegyue parvifolia, eveepb when covered with ronnd heads cl 
fragrant flowers, is an annotieeablo tree. In tho forests it growa 
to a largo nize, and yields good timber. Tbe or nAir, 

Anthocephalus cadamba, grows to he a magnificent tree. Its 
laK^o leaves are hcart-sbapod, and its swcet-scontcd balls of yellow 
(lowers are as SoTge as small Drongus. The wood is light yellow. 
It is not the same as the tclam uaed in gun factorios. The vdofu, 
X^hyllanthus emblica, has oblong leaves arranged in pairs with 
much regularity and grace. Its fruit, growing among the leaves 
and very like a ellghuy grooved green goose beny, is Bometimes 
eaten raw, bat oEteimr pickled or taken as a medicine. Tho fnmny 
or (i/atpumi, Diospvros melanoiyloii, a, common tree of little beanty, 
has leaves and yonug shoots more or loasnisty or downy. Its flowers 
are white and incotuipicaotis, and it bears a fruit about tho siM of a 
plum. The timni, Diospyros monifana, common only in the Pavdgna 
woods, is much like the famrn/, uieept that its fruit is of the size of 
an apple* Tho wood is used for makiug carts* Tho netar tin^ 
Spothodtea fnicatn, a rather oucommon tree, has pinnabo leaves, white 
and pretty llowera, and curved and twisted pods, about eighteen 
inches long, and not more thiiti an inch broad. The nlcdj, Morinda 
exsorta, b a common tree, from whose bark aud roota a yellow dyo 
is made. Ita pretty yellow wood is used only as furl. The unior,

Noither flower nor fruit are at nil remarkable^ Tim 
w<ni«r#, Culotrepin giguntea and C. proctrH, are as common as eveiy 
w'hcro olacj and always in flowor* The next two are commoner here 
tbau in most places. Leoncitis nepeiufoliu grows as much us eight 
feet high, and m seen ovorywliero near villages and hedgerows* It 
ia easily recognised by ita nnbmnched stems with velvety omago 
eolourod flowers in globular clnstors cliisping the upper part of too 
stem at intorivda* Clerodendron ]>hlo'Uioides ia a spreacling hedge 
shrnb, whose white flow-era in J->ect*tiiber make it look at a dishmeo 
IIko a Imwthorn buJth.

To arrange plants and dmw the Une between them and ehrdbs u 
not easy. For groupings ns well aa recognition, perhaps tie 
airopiest plan is to take them according to the Iqcabty they thrire 
best in, water, marsh, and dry^limd. 

Of water plants, fotind in or on ponds and rirer-bed pools, the 
three sorts of walerliliee are tolerably Well known. First, !he large 
Nelarobium specio&uin, whoso learc» and pink or white fiowers grow 
on stalks, EometimOB tbree Or foar feet long; second, tho oniinnry 
white or red Ny mpbteii lotiLS; and tbirtl, the Nymphcca atcUata, abont 
the same size as the lust but often hlno m well as white or red, and 
distingnished from it by the petals and sepals being more pointed 
and the anihora having whJto appendages. Perhaps the next coro-^ 
moncst, found in any ditch, la the Convolruins. Iporntna reptans,^dth 
long croeping and rooting stems, pretty rose-coloumd ftowera, aad 
arrow-shapedleaVM. The waUrehesnut or gfiinijittli, Tmpa bispiiiOM, 
is not very conspicnODs,bnt the dowers are w^hite, tha leaves ^iitiogcd 
ill whorls, and the fruit longsttilkedjiiregiilaTy angled, and ivith two 
sharp homa straight and barbL^i. Another plaut, creeping under and 
on the water to a long distance, is iHs^aida repens, with bHght gr<^n 
loaveB, red stems, and primrose coleqrod tlowom, opening like tho rest 
of the family in the evening. Sngittariaobtusifolin, mined from the 
arrow-ahsped leaves of ihe ipMms. haslong taperingpoiuts to the lower 
ends of the leaves, which rise ont of tho water on very long stalks.

flowers. Another plants which about cultivated Helds grows us 
much as five feet high, is the Trichodesiiift atnplexloaule, 

rough all over, like most of its order, with rather pretty lilao» 
colonrcd flowera. Of Coroposiboa, which arc not often remarkable for 
beauty^ webavoEchinopa echinatun covered all over with prickles, 
and oioarly of closo kin to a tbigtJe. It is all over of a grey nue, and 
the small wUitiali dowers aro m largo round heads. Another purple 
thistle, more like the hlno l^eetlo tbistlo of England^ la Tricholepis 
procumbens, which stmgglee over sandy ground. Perhaps tho 
commonest of Composites is the Vicoa auticnlut!!, with small yellow 
camomilsdikc fiowers on long atnlka, and mthor narrow much wrinkliKl 
leaves. The strong amelliag and veiy biiiry stout plant, with sniuU 
yellow heads ^ of ftowera, ia Elumoa holosericca, Liiunea bellidifoHa 
is common in sandy grotmd, with milch rcseuihlanoo in its light 
yellow flowers and deeply gashed leaves to a milk tlilstlc. Theiw, 
with soTci^ already said to flduriish in damp ground, make ep s 
tolerable list of OompoaitfD. ElcphantoptJs acabor is nothing better 
than an impostor. At the beginning of the rains it puts forth close 
to tho ground a number of primroso^like Umvos, For two or throe 
months it shows no flower, and then a long stiff stem shoots up, with, 
at the topj a remarkably ugly hood of pnrplo flowers. Perbapa thia 
ia the place to mention the yellow Mexfcan thistle, though it is not 
a thistle bnt a poppy, Argomoug Meiicana, ft is oa ooiiitnou here 
as eve ty where elae, and not the least like a foreigner.

Of the Lftbintao or mint fnmily, the chief are two coniTnon-looking 
plants, found in griuit quundties In tilled or fallow fields, LoueM 
iiuifulia and Loncua ccplialotes. Tlioy have both white flowers in 
globolur heads and elustera round the stem. Besides other anmller 
differences, the first is soft and downy, and the second emooth, 
LedcUKbiflom, distinguished among tlso spocieu of thb genus by having 
only two flowers together iu the usilt) of the lonvfrs, is not so comm on 
05* ihfi other two. iSalvia plebeinisa rather pretty plant with email 
Iduc floweiw, very much wrinkled leuvea, and a strong mint-liko gmclh 
KejX'tJi BoialMiiensis is not common; it is not much uoiiko thfl last. 
A visoruelcs ovaui ia u tall straggling plant of little beauty, with largo 
heavy heart-sliaped leuves and purplu Bowers. 

Of Aninranths,Celosift argontiji ia eo common in cultivated fields 
fks to look aomotimes naif U had been plouffid. Its spik^ of shaggy 
often twisted Bowers are of a silvery white tingoil with pink. Aervu 
Imttitu bfls also white spikeu, but the^r are short, blunt and woolly, na 
are tho leaves, and the whole plant ia grey. Acbgranthefl uspeni is 
neurly as common, and entirely without beanty, tne long unclothed 
spikea aceniing to beinr little else on them beyond the bristly bnmts. 

OF EInjdiorV>ifts, the milk bnsh, Enphorbia ncriifolia, and of Coctoce 
the Opuntift dillenii or prickly pear are commonly used for liodgea 
and rnadsido fencing. Ikliofipennum montarinm is a strong coarso 
uud untidy-looking pi ant, with largo-toothed leaves, and thrco-lobed 
fruit, the siw> of n small gooseberry. Crozophora plicata bos a fruit 
of the Bomo sliapo hut BUisllor, but tbe whole plunt is rtuigb and hairy, 
kcepiug close to tbo ground, and tho leaves are djirk and mtten 
wrinkled. It is necessary to mention two or three leguminons plontfl, 
tboiigli probably many more may be seen in tbe rains. Tho

Tlio Punch M^hdl foreat-i lie chiefly in tbo centre o£ the district. 
The west^ though well wooded^ has few forest treoa, and the oastj 
except fruit trees in field a andaome stony hill tands in the remetef 
TillngcSj is bnre o£ timber. In the centre the Godbre woodlnD(b 
stretch OTer undnUding plains, and tbo sides of sinalJ granite hills^ 
nnd those in Hdlol partly over plains, partly OTerrtHcky ijpltindBjand 
partly on the slopes of PdvAgnd hiU. Till ISfiO the prodneo of the 
Panch MnhAl forests wna in little demand. Tenk was preserved. 
But> with this exception, on paying' an export duty of less than qda 
per centj all kinds of timber might frtjely be cat, Ijio forest revenuo 
was very amall. In IflUl the conatmetion of the BuinbAy Raroda 
and Centrel India Railway raised the value of timber. The forests 
were let to a contractor^ who is said to have taken out of them 1 CK>.000 
sleepera. In 1 fl tjd the Conservator reported the forests well stocked 
with nsefnl timber;, including soveraJ! Innds not generally known, and 
as valuable as teak. In his opinion, if protected from sixteen to twenty 
years, the teak alone would bo worth JC200,CH>0 [Fla. 20,0^,000),^ 
At his suggestion, eight kinds of trees were protected, so fur as to 
forbid the cutting of such as were less than fonr feet in girth. A 
small etitabliahmect At a mouttdy cost of £9 G^r. {Es. O'J) was also sanc¬ 
tioned. In 1870 Dr. llmndia,’the Uonaorvator General lor India, 
examined the foresti. He thought them poor, and was of opinion 
that grasSj fuel, and building limber were the only likely sourceB of 
revenne. Hereeommonded an increase of ei^toblishmeat, and one 
European oSioerjan inspector and four forestorn were sanctioned. 
Siuco 1S71 tbo forest staff has been gmdonlly increased. At 
present (1878), besides tho European olfioer, it includes eoven 
permanent and seventy temporary raen. In ISdfl tweaty-seven tracts, 
varying in area from five to 200 acres, were set apart aa special 
Govern iiient reserves. But the ay atom followed, chiefly from the smflll 
sire of tho plots, was not approved, nnd the work of demorcstion mada 
little progress, till in 1873 forty-two stpuare miles were Euken up aa 
Imperial reserves. Since 1873 the work Iihs made steady progrew. 
In 1878 in the Kilot sub-division a total of 170 sqnnre miles has been 
demnrented and saoctioned, and seloctiGUig. of more forest land are 
being moilo. In former years the forest revenue was Email, and 
was included under tho general head of miscelliiDeous or m^ar- 
In 1877 the total receipts amounted to £2519 (Rs. 25,190) and the 
expenditure to £13911 (Rs. 13,9-fO), leaving a not revenno of £ll2o 
(En. I I,2&0J. In 1877,14,519 tons, 9857 of them timber,^ and 411192 
firewood, passed out of tho district by ■way of Pali.

As latD AS tho seventeenth century (IdlG and Idlo) the Dohad 
forests were famous for their wild olopbanta** And twenty years ago, 
though all traces of wild elephants had passed away, the Paneb Itfaliil 
and Uewa Kdntha diatricts wore, besides of deer and other sandier 
animals, a favonrito resort of tigers, panthers, and bears. Found to 
Eomo extent over the whole district the larger eorCs of game weru 
commonost in Godhra, in parts of Hhlol, and along the weslcra 
borders of Dohad and Jbrilod. Thtdr favourite hannts w'Ore river-bod 
patches of bastard cypress, Tamarisk, and eapocially near Godbm tho 
caves and crevices of the low boulder-covered granitcbills.

The Mnbi only touches a few of the western villages, and, aa it tioa 
no othw river, the district Is id most entirely witbont fish.

But tho supply u too 
small to support a sepomte cla.^ of fishurs. 
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CHAPTER III. 

POPULATION. 

SiNCe tho trourfcr to tlio Britiah a coniniB of tho Panch Mahrib 
hm twice been taken. The firet in 1855 aliuwed a total pepnlation 
of 143,595 souls, tko second in 1872 showed 240,743 souls or an 
incn^asein se\rotiteca yeawi of <57*05 per cent. Of tho first ceuana no 
details are avnilabloi At tho time or the second ceusns, of the who o 
number of 210,743 sonls, 225,775 or 03’78 per cent, were Eindtifl, 
14,921 or fi l9 per cent, Musalmfina, thirty Chrifltions, and BOYentecn 
PArsis.

the ansectarian classes 207,264 or 01*80 per cent. 

The Mnsalmiin population belonged to two sects, Snimi and Shis; 
tho former numbered 11,631 souls or 77*95 per cent of the total 
Masalmim population; and the latter including tho Samt or 
trading Bobords 3290 souls or 22*05 per cent. The seventeen Pdrws 
were K^rois. 

According to occupation tho census returns for 1872 divide tho 
whole population into seven classes :

Tho general chapter on tho population of GujarAt includes such 
information as is available regarding the ori^n and customs of tho 
Panch MahAls people. Tho following detada show tho strength of 
tho different castes and races as far as it was ascertained by tho 
1872 consns. 

Of RrAhmans, cxclnaivo of snb-divisions, were thirty divisions, 
with a strength of 5957 souls (malos 3194, fomalos 2763) or 2*63 
per cent of tho total Hindu population. Tho chief classes are 
Shrigaud (1838), Andich (1264), MevAda (859), Modh (486), and 
NAgar (218). &cept the KAgars of whom many are holders of 
alienated land and recipients of cash allowances, tho majority of 
BrAhmans live on alms. Some aro peasants and a few are Govern* 
ment servants. Tho Deccan BrAhmans who,. under H. H. Sindians 
government held high positions nambered 222 souls. 

Of Writers there were two classes, Brahma Kshatria (27), and 
Parbhoa (39), with a strength of 66 souls (males 54, females 12) or 0*3 
per cent of the total Hindu population. Tho Brahma Kshatris aro 
employed in Goverument offices. New comers brought by tho 
British at the time of tho transfer of tho district, they keep up 
houses in Broach and oDier parts of Gu jarAt and aro not yet regularly 
settled in tho district. Tho Parbhns are all KAyaath Parbhus of 
the Dcccan districts chie6y in tho service of Govenunont. Th^ ore 
arid to have come into the district during tho government of H. H. 
Sindia. 

Of Mercantile, Trading, and Shop-koc»ping classes, wore 6688* 
VAniAs boloDging to sixi^n divisions, 295 MAzrAdi ShrA\’ak8 of two 
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C21 Oaiartlti ShrA\-aka of two divifiions, ami SOBliAti&i, 
a total strength of 7603 souls (males 4124, females 3530)^ or 3*39 
wT cent of the total llindu population. In a district inhabitod 
chiefly by the unsettled classes, tho Vinife have many ebanoM of 
making money. A considcmblo number of Bhils, Kolis, NAikdM, 
and otlior poor classes are wholly dependent on their Vania and 
ShrdiTik money lenders. 

Of Cultivators, besides tho Bhils and NtUkdds, were seven classy 
with a total strength of 102,925 souls (males 54,604, fe^es ♦8,321) 
or 45*58 por cent of the whole Hindu population. Of these 5112 
(males 2819, females 2293) were Kanbis; 5347 (malw 2809, females 
2538) Raiputs; 928 (mklos 533, females 395) KAchhiis; 957 (males 
604, fc^es 453) Mdlis; 1030 (males 5^, ^omalw 495) RAvab; 
11,389 (males 5840, females 5549) PateliVM; and 78,162 (^os 
41,664, females 36,598) KoUa. The KanbU and Kichh^ found 
chiefly in the west are said to have come from Baroda and Kaira 1 ney 
are skilled husbandmen. Tho Rajputs though as cultivators 
to Kanbis are steadily applying themselves to agnculluro. Iho 
Midis and Rdvals are superior to Koli cultivators. Tbe Patehyfe found 
in Dohad claim Rajput descent. Originally settled near 1 avAgad 
they are said to have moved from CMmpaner. 
them wore more men than women they intcmiamed with the Bni s 
of GAngdi. Hence they were called valdliuiU or tho impure, a name 
which has boon gradually corrupted into PateliyAs. Tho Kolis 
found in tho west. Of tho whole number 75,738 were TalabdM, 
ninety-four BAriyAs, 556 PutanvAdiAs, 1330 LiinAvAd^, cig 
KhAnt, and 207 were not clas^jod. Strong and active in body, their 
want of forethought and love of opium combine to give tho monoy- 
lenders tho benefit of most of their labour. 

Of Manufacturers there wore three classes, with a total strength of 
718 souls (males 399 females 319) or 0*32 per cent of the total 
Hindu population. Of those 590 (males 320, fem^ 270) were 
GhAnchiVoilpressers; 82 (males 53, females 29) BhAvsArs, calico 
printers; 46 (males 26, females 20) ChhipAs, calenders. 

Of Artisans there were nine classes, with a total strength of (5134 
souk (males 319 4, females 2940) or 2*71 per cent of tho total Uinda 
population. Of these 608 (males 315, females 29.3) were boms, gold 
and silver smiths; 1020 (males 534. females 486) (^ulere; 

4 (males 4, females none) KansArAs, coppersmiths ; 110 (i^ea 
females 52) KadiyAs, bricklayers; 29 (malre 20, fen^M 
masons; 1650 (males 866, females 784) LnhArs, b^ksmiths, -

The BhiVs every day dmsa is a cloth wound reutid the lojns and a 
lone strip twisted round the hmd. In the rains and cold weather 
ho curtiL a thick conrso gray blanket. The women commanly 
dre^ in a large polticont, pusaod ^‘t™a the legs and 

tucked into the waiat baud before and behind. They also wear tiic 
bodice, and whore they can afford it a largo midt wrapj^ rouna 
the body and brought over the head. Tliey tattoo their iiuajfl, and 
to make room for their prnaments, pierce and ataan their ears and 
neaca till they are unpleasant to look at. Bmoclcta of tm or br^a 
cover the arm from tlio wrist to tho elbow and others of gluM or hw 
are Bometimes worn between tho elbow atid the shoulder. ^ n eir 
loRs womeD ofgoodfamUy wear just below tho knoca a Mg with 
small bells or retUes. Their bread bmaa anklets worn m tiers from 
the ankle to tho knee weigh altogether about ton poun^ and are so 
clumsy that the ^veuieii at work iu the lieldti liave to stoop instead 
of Bitting domi. In the hot sffliBon thoy burn the wearer s skm and 
litnba. If sLe can afford it she usually wears a silver chain on each 
Bide of the head, jbwtonod round the ear and hooked into the bnud 
over tho temple so as to hong over tho cheek.

town except to attack it» Kow tlin attatota o£ Dohnd are CTdwdnj 
with BIuIh trafficking witli gram deolenij crowding round the inontr* 
lendor^s ^Juxing with tho pcoplcj rrtnkitig parchasca, chattily 
witli their frionds und selling grain, vcgnlnblofl, wood, Jiiul graft. 
Mino-tontha of tlio niw prodnceof Dohod is aown, tended, andruiped 
by Bhila. Many aro sunk in debt. But they aro no longer a tribe 
of Outcast robbers, xltnong Dindus, tbongh not considored one of 
tho clashes whoeo touch ochlcn, tho Bbil holds a vciy low pbce. 
He enta food c^ked by a Mnsoltn^n and no Jtigh canto Bindu will 
ioko water from hta hands. 


Except tho femaJo deities known oa wadin'or BhilB do not 
worship the ordinal^ Bmhnmn giubj. They roveruntje Lha ntoon and 
swear by it and belioro in witches and in tiio evil eye. Ttieir cliiff 
objocta of wonRhip are spiritB lUid ghosts. To those in. the forests umr 
an old tore, or often at soino chance spot, they offer clay horsefl, iart, 
and beehivc-Bhaped vessels. In honour of the spirits in most of thcs& 
Kpirit-yards they also rmso beams of tiuiber, sometimes aa mneli ss 
tw’olvo feet long poised on two nprighle in tlio form of a rough 
Beat. Boro they offer a goat and a csock ; nambers of Bhils eoniiDg 
together to cat tho (tacrilico and drink. Brahmans arc not held in 
special resp<^,^ Rayala who originally Ixilonged to tho Bhfit einfis set 
»B their sacrificiAl prieata. There is generally ono RiiiTd^s family in 
^ery Bbil sottlotncnt, who, though they eat and drink with the 
Bhils, marry only among themselves. Among tho Hluls aro devotees, 
and cxoimFsta, Aarews, who leaving titeir families give them- 
Bclycn up to a roligioua life. The*cj men *ro mneh resorted to for 
thuir power over ghosts: and ^ints. The animal they held in me.'it 
wnomti™ is the horBo. Tljeir ehief obHervances are in hanonr of Ibc 
d^. Their only regular Hindu festivals ore Boli (Mureh), 
(Sopteniber) and Bivuli (October)* They fust twice in tho ycir on 
1 hagau aud I I (March) and at the Doll (March), 


In tho lifn of a Bbil are lenr chief ooroniruiiGs, naining, sharing, 
marimge, and death. Five doya after a birth the child and methcf 
are [Kthod anil tho child is named. Betweea two imd five yearfl old 
the child s lu^ul is shaved. Tlic ehild^s aunt takes the hair in her bip 
and wn^ing it in bet clothes roccivtsi a cow, ImfTala, or other 
present from^ tho child a father. A well-to-do Bbil generally 
hm son mamed at fourteen or fifteen and hia dnnghtar boforo eho ii 
twelve. But, as a rule, utamagesoMoui takes place before tho boy iii 
twenty and tho girl fifteen* The choico is by the relations of 
the bride and bndcgrooin. Iii the morning of the morriage day llio 
>ri 0 an Cl bridcgTOom, each at thoir own humea, are rubbed with 
yellow tunnoriQ powdar. Tho bridegroum le bathod and has hia 
oyiss and chmkn nmrki^ with soot* He wcam a turbae, a long coat 
ot ^unt^ cloth, a waist eloth or dAoiftr, and a sword, "I’ho party

Ihyir gurmonta tiod. Then wbilo throe wemon sio j? mags the bndo 
and bridegroom walk toghthor twelro times rotind a branch of Iho 
tree pliicdd ia tho middle of the booths "When this is over 
the bride aasi bridegroom fet'd each other ndth wlieaten bread ond 
makpsos. Then the knot is unloosed aud after the partj^ has ^hen 
a meal the garmouta of the bride luid brid^oom are again Hod and. 
the bridegroom taking the bride with him rctnms to bis h<^o. 
Tike marriage espeases vary in tho i::aso of the bridogrooiii troni 
1;^ to £14 (Tia. SO-Rs. 1-10) and lu the caao of tho bride from to 
£1 IQg. (Eii* 5*Ra. 15). A man may marry & aajond or a third 
in the lifetime of the first. A woman raamca again, not only if her 
husband dies but if fllio gets tired of bim, and can bring ano^r 
man to take her and piy her haaljand bis mannsgo espensea. rhe 
children, if there are any^ stay with the father. A lihd youth and 
girl anxious to marry but nuable to find the necessary £7 (Rs. di) 
or so, not auDommonly arraugo that ho sbonld carry bet off on her 
way to or from some fair or wedding feast. &hfl then bves with hi m 
as hi0 wifO| and when hor parenta como in pursuit^ on figrecment 13 
made for paying tho dowry by inatnliuciits, or in some other way 
suited to tbo bridegroom's means. 

When life is gORe, tho relations, bathing tho body, ptat^^ a waist 
doth, dhQtar, mat it, and laying it on a rough bamboo bmr carry 
it to tho burning ground. The son or other nearest relation of 
tho deceased sets tbo pyro alight all ponnd. When tho body is half 
horat thn moumers batho and returning to the' deceased s hoaso 
smokfl tobacco for a short time, md after saluting each other 
go homo. As soon ns the deceasedfamily can raise enoi^n raonoy 
tho annivorsary day is held when much liquor is drunk. If tho 
deceased was a mnn of importauco, a year or two after hig death 
rdntions go to a atone mason and make him^ cut on ri stone ^ab t o 
figuru of a man on horseback with a spear in his Imnd. ® 

Uak is dene tbo inasen ia paid by tlio gift of a cow or abc'biifmlo. 
The stone is wushod, daubed with red powder, covered with a white 
cloth, and taken to the village apirit-yard or dern^/Aua. Tliero a goat 
is kiUod, its blood Bprinkled on tho stone, and ita fiesb cooked and 
eaten with ns much bqnor as the party con afford. 

\Mien Iheto is a groat wont of ram tho women and girls go out 
dimcing and sLngjng with bows and arrows and setmng « bu^le 
belonging to anoUier villngo sacriGcu it to the gwlilcsa Kaft 1 ho 
licadujitn of the village wLoho bivffalo ifl token seldom intcrfcrca. 
be does the women abufling him and Uiroatomug to shoot bim almost 
alwnya liavo thetr own way. 

Among the Bhila arc msny tribes cr clana, Bonrn of them claiming 
a Rajpot descent and bearing such names as Makvilna, Bat hed, and 
Jknnar. Members o£ the different clans live m the ^c ylli^o 
and intormarry. Hmh cbm has its own bend or dmhnct from 

tho Goromment pnteL In each clan disputes ara mtilad hj a 
i>aj,rh^yai or council of five Bbilg. Tlds conned settles mama^ 
diMputes, iiunishes brcachiH! of caste rules, and when tlio offe^ndor m 
penitcai fiaod thciiiuoimi of the atonement lino. The parties mtorcflUju 
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in tlic tHapnif] cntwtAin tlie members of tho foa^fha^ai vitli Uqiiffr^

ment is the dmai beaten at varylug rates accanding aa the occ&aion 
is sad or joyful. A string iastrumoat of tho ^iUir order mode i>i 
half a gourd with a bainlioo handle and. a siiiglo vrire string is oIbo 
aoniotimea used. Though still careless and poor, the Bliils have 
matle a considurablo advance oader tlic Bidtiuli Govemmeat. At iho 
cud of 1877 twenty-six of their boys were attendiug schooL^ 

Na'ikda^8 numbering 50CG souls are found only in the wildest 
parts of the Panch ^fabdJs and Rowa K^ntha, Of their arigio 
two stories are told. Guo tluit their ancestors were grooms to tlie 
hlusalm^ii aobles and nierchaats of CiiAaipiiacr, who to^ to the wpo<is 
on tho decay of that city towards tlio close of tho sixtoenth oenLtiry. 
Iho other states that they anj dosceaded from aa escort scat by 
the of Baglan to the Il^ja of Cbilmpfiuor. The Nrtikdda are 
gcacrally small in slaturc, thin and wiry, Tboy caii endure a great 
deal of laligtie, ore rcnifti’kablv active, and arc not wanting ja courage. 
They arc black in colour with dark eyes, square faces, and irregular 
features. Among j^tb men aad w^onien tlio hair is worn rough aud 
long Thdr dwelling is a but, the frame of rough tliuber, tlio walht of 
reeds and bamboo, generally plastered witb cow Jang and clay, tlio niof 
peaked and, except a few that nra tiled, tliatched witb grasj und 
driod teak or pdm leaves. The house is diviJctl late two por^ 
one for the cattle, tho other for tho family* In front is a ptatfom 
whete grass is stored and howers and ours of Indian com 

are laid tci dry. The property of a Naikda family is small. Of 
fanu stock, sometimes a few cuttle aad gencmlly n goat or two aiul 
Some fowla. Of field tools, n few have a plough, tue rest only ao 
axe and a hoc. Of house fiimituro, there is a rough stone haiHl mill, 
a long women pestle, and; in tho ground o small wood or stone 
laor^r, and souiio clay pots. Except tho cbiofs and a few otberfl m 
good ciixnms^ticos who dress liko Bnjpata or Kobs, the men wear a 
few yams of dirty ragged cloth round tho loins and a second cloth 
round the brow showing at tbo crown the dimrdomJ ruffled hair. Tho 
women wear over tho shoulders a robo or stidC of a dark blue or fed 
colour, a petticoat, and Boaiotiaies a bodice. 
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Ksccpt tin :itid ItraRa (sirrittOT the men wear nn onuimenlfl. The 
\riimen wtjar tin €?iuTitiga, ueckWcftof l>cinls^ op shells, and bfnss Ingles 
and armlets m aliopc xtnd make; gseept that they only one 
ingteftij of many tigraj much like tboeo itfom by Bliil \foineQ» 

Tlkcir eliiof food is Iniiian com grnol; tlio well-to-do somolimea 
nsing coarse nee or Lbo poorer panica. Except the asH, erqw, and 
liiniko, fow forms of flesh arc forhiddon the KAikdn. They cat Imge 
bbek anta, 8tpiijTt!ls, and even ileod aniinidB^ and work such 
muchicF among monkeyor as they call them tree sheop^ that cTen 
iu htrge towns the sight of a Nuikda is eaul to be etiongh to frighten 
off the monkeys. For months in csach year, their stock of grain 
done, most of ihem live on wild fmita and roots* Oicy are much 
given to spiritSj and at thoir festivals drink to oxcasH. 

The NAihdfls are khoiirors end wood-cuttere. A few have bullocks 
and ploughs and till fixed flelda. But with most theirs is only the 
mugli wandering hill-sIde tilla^j burning brushwood and among tho 
aabes sowing the oortmer panics. When the seed comes np. tho 
K^ikila raises in the middle ef dm clearing a rude platform on four 
piisti and on this stivys night an d day Tfatching the crop. Besides 
cultivating they gather the flower and bemes of the juahudrt IrcCj 
some metlicinnl roots and barlJfl^ honey, and wax. ^ w^l* 

cutters they nre either liircd by forsat oRieem or by Imgo InndholdoTSt 
or oftoner thcmielveg cut timber and bring it for «de to Crodhro and 
ether markots. In ftliiiost every' part of the work their women help 
them and they seldom leave tho district in search of employment. 

In ISIS whan they first came under British authority, the ^JAikdafl 
had the worst possible name for savage cruelty. In ISib they were 
said' *to exceed the Bhils hi their pTC<lato]Tf and lawless lujbits, in 
their crneltj. blootllhirstiocssj and love of iadeiK'ndpnoej and in the 
total disregard of all the ciistoius and usages of social life* Their 
chiefs used to organism forays, and engage Sldis and Makr^in to 
help them. Numbers of cattle w^ero collected and kept in the lulls 
until ranfiomed. The proceeds of the raid were then distiibuteil 
MiKing all who hml taken a part in it. In 183S their depredations 
liticaiue so daring that a force bad to lie wnt against them. For 
some ycara they wero more orderly* But in 1S54 they were still a 
peimIiarly savage and predatory class Itving in tho most remote ^d 
impervious fufesls. In ISG8 the NAikdus were stirred up to rebellion 
by one of their holy meu or tAoiyaf#. A force of over a thcuu^d 
(11>G6) foot and horso with nine Europe officorsi* waa sent i^mst 
tliem. At the bt^unning of tho cam^ga their leader, whom it ™ 
believod no bullet could liorm, wa* fortunately sliot,. aniJ the resiDg 
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wQs at an end* Since tihen tho tribe hflfl remainerl quiet and dimtig 
the Inat tvi'O years [1075.^1877) has been alnjost free from criino. LiiEy, 
thriftless^ and fond of drink, the Naikdds ana poor, rnoat of thtnn biinik 
ill debt. The yearly income of a NAikda family may lie csdimaloil at 
from £6 to £10 (Rs. tiO-^Ra. 100) and their nionttily exficnsesat 
from 10#. to 14#* (Ra. 6*Rs. 7)* Tliough they eat carrioti Etnd 
rank amoiijj tho very lowest claaaefi,-their touch tboueb avoided is 
not held to cau£e pollution. Except the Bdriya NdikdrkS, they cat 
with Moaaltudns but not with Dheda or Bhangida* NaikdAs show 
no respect to Brtihmans,^ and care little for Brilhmanic rites, fiuifrj 
or feasts. Beyond, if they can aHbnl it, giving a dinner in their 
honour they perform no anoeatral or shTodli ceremonies. Except 
that they samotlmea pour oil over Bamiman, and, though they are not 
allowed to enter her temple worship tho mother or MAta on PAvAgad 
hilt and at other local CairB, thoolijects of their worship arc ^irilsand 
ghosts. They aiiow no reapect for the Huliammadkn roli^on and 
neither worship nor make offerings at Aluharamadan shnnta. In 
honour of spirits whom they invoko by various funtastio mmss, 
they fix teak posts in the g^und, roughly hacking them at tlio top 
into Kouiething like a human face. Over these psists they smear 
cow's milk or red lead, and round them act rows of innall 
horses. The ceremonies am conducted by Koli priesta or 
wlio whilo the worship going on keep tho NAikdAa at a diauiiice. 

Mnrriago and death ore among NAikdAs the only occnslons of ccre- 
tnony. The age for inarriogc, botli among boys and girls, ia from 
eighteen to twenty* To arrange a marriage the boy's father goes to the 
father of tlie girl and oaks him if ho will givo his djitightor in marnage. 
If ho agrees, tlio boy’s father pays him from 4#* to 10#. (Ks- 2-Ks. S) 
and leaves. Mq then, witli some frientls, bringing a rupee*fl worth of 
molasses comcM bock. He places some molasses in tho girPs houil, 
laying on it a rupee, and a half or a qoarter anna coin* Of ihc rtwt of 
the mola^^sCs half and sometimes tho whole is given to the friends of the 
girl. The wedding day is fixed by the KjUkdAs after cxuniiniog the 
stars. On the appointed, day a booth of fresh leaves is built in freiit 
of tlie bride^B house. In the mtemoon with horns, drums, and eymboil^T 
the bridegmorn, with his parentn and a number of relations and friends^ 
comes to the bride's father's houso. Tlie boy's father pays the girl*a 
father from £l 10#, to £5 (Rs. 15.,Rs. 50), and the two familied diiiO 
together, the brido*fl father fumiiihing liquor and the bridegroqm^s 
party bringing their own food. After dinner the bride and bridc' 
groom are seated face to face in tho square, or rhori, in the centre of 
tho booth, and by two old men, one from each family, called for the 
occasion priosta or pTy'dri#, have their hands joined ond their skirts 
tied. Then a sheet is thrown over tlieir heads, and the old mea 
give them some halls of Hour and tnDlasGCS. When each has twice 
fed the other, the cloth ia drawu away and the marriago is over.

laioiL Atjain* if a wqman desertH her Inishand and gioes to live with 
another man he pays tlie httsbond from. £l 12#i to £0 (^Rs. IG-^Rs^-dO). 
If the hnatumd ngrecs to ^dvo up hiij vrife, he is paid nothing, A 
widow may inan^' again. Oa isuch occasions there no ceremony. Tho 
husband prewnta her with a new petticoat, bodioe* and robe. Ho 
coujca to her house and takes her away with him. But this must bo 
done at nigbtj for it is the common belief that if a widow m married 
in the day time the villogc will be burnt down. A mail may iiavont 
the same time more than one wife. The Xaikdaa da not interrnmry 
with any other caste. But if a Koli woman liv oa with a Ndikda* or 
n Koli with a Niiikda vremmi, thoyare adantted into the Nfiik da caste. 
The Nfiikdris bum their dead usually at a place stuno distanco from 
their village. The corpse, w rappe-l in cloth* is laid on a hamW 
bier and mrricil by moa of the tribe, or in a cart, to the burning 
grunnd. When the pyro is rcruly* it is kindled by the dqcqased's 
nearest male rolntien* Nine days aftiL>r the burning of the body 
the nearest relatians go to the burning place and gathenng thu aah«i 
into ft heap* plnce on it ao earthen jar full of water. On their 
retuni home* the relEk,lionft of the deceased shave their heads and 
Cwes, On the sumo day, the person W’ho lighteil the funeral pyre 
cooks Tice at his honso. Placing this on a plate nunlo of four liiavcs 
of the klnUhm qr Butoa frOttdi>aa trdo* he pours a little butter dyer 
it* aod til on seta fire to it. Soma tuoro qf the grain, laid on li^q 
leaf plntea, is sprinkled wdth butter and given to chUdren^to eat. On 
tho twelfth day, the family of the deceasrcd make ready rice or panic* 
I'dtlraf and Ijulian-ciini gnu}]* with, if tiioy tarn afford it* a httio 
hatter, and call those who wero at the funeral, or if they are nob 
qiiijdgh, they nsk the whole village. ^ The gueats do not alPnieet at 
onetime. They conic when tlioy like, and taking their jihare of tho 
ftMUi either cat it ou the spot or take it with them to their homra. 
Auiimg the Naikdos authority and power is eontied iti four cluefe. 
Of ihcsQ one bves at Sivrfjpar iu H^ol ; ft aecond at Gonaob m the 
UdeptiT state'a third at SAgtAlft in the Beriya statei^auil u loiirtli 
at DandiSpura under JAmhughodm At a niomeut^s notice these men 
could between them raise the wholci tribe of Nrtikd/iia. Bxcfjpt fijr eating 
with a Dked* Ohnmiis:, or Bhongi* a NStkda would not put out ot 
caatc. In such a COSO ho weuld not be ro-ndniitt&i unless h® 
a dioner to his aujte-meiL During tho last fifty vwra tho Niikda^ 
have* as a clajs made a great cm! viinco towards orderly fcibits. At 
JdmbiighDda and at in Beriya a fow of theta liavc sioco 

sent their boys to scheol. ftud two sons of tho ^nt or 
luinged in 18Ga enlisii^ in tins Gujarit Bhil corpw m Iflit^and are 
doing well. 

Of worhore in leather thoTO were two dosses, whh a total strength 
of 31.K17 fwanla (malca tdHJ, femalea I liid) or h 37 per coat of tho 
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total Hiacin popnlatioa.^ Of these 1160' (males G32j femuT'es 53S) 
were ^[ochia, dhoemakcuSj, and 1037 (niolee 1021, feiuales Olti) iron 
Kh&lpd^, tanners. 


Besides llio Kti^p^s there were Ihroo depressed clsssea^ with a 
total Btrength of 7882 souls (males +151, females 37S1) or 3--19 per 
cent of the whole Hiudu population* Of these 575 (inales 23(1, 
fewalea 282) were Gumdils, priestit to tUo Dheds; +122 (moles 23+8, 
feruftlcB 207+) Dheda, sweepora and carriers of deaid animuk; nm 
28do [males 1510| femaleH 1375) Bhangius, scaTongers. 


Devoteeg and religions mendicnnU of varioiia riJimeaj Bmhtdir 
chdris, VairAgis, (iosAis, and SddhnB^ numbered 941 (males S0+, 
females 437) or O'+l per cent of the entire ilindti poptitation* 

In its Mdsalmttn inhabitantg Panoli JifobAb stand the last of tlia 
British districts of Gajardt, with l+,f^2l soub or (+19 per cent of lbs 
district popnlation. Of their whole number 7213 wero in 1S72 
Tctarned as settled in the toinns of Otnihru, +236 in Dohadji 1663 
in Kalol, 1111 in Jhdlod, and 708 in HdloL EkcIusito of-1+^37 females 
and 5325 children, in oil 9S63 or GO-OO per cent of the whcle the 
ouile adult Mu^jdindn popnlatjcn (5059) were in 1872 employed » 
follows : in GoFomment or other public service 512 j in profe*aier» 
213 ; in personal servico 553; in agricultarq 1027 ; in trade 1024; 
in mechaDical arts and mantifacturea 1568; and in niLscellnnMM 
railings IU7. In addition to the four nuuii divisions, Sjeds, Slmikhffj, 
Pathdns and Moglialn, nambering altogether +021 soul a or abfiut 
one-third of tho whole, there are aever^ classes almost all of thcifi 
dcscemlsnts of cenwerted Hindus. Of these the Ghituchis and 
Bohordii ore the moat important. Tlio OhAncHis or oilmen known m 
G hiinchi Bohoris numbering +161 souls and found chiefly in^ ta® 
Godhru aub-dmeion wore Driginally Blndus, probably of the Ghauohi 
Caste. They claim to bo the followers of a certain Mansur, and art 
said to abhor all other MuBulmins and to be well inclined^ towards. 
nin dna, They had formerly the entire command of the carrying traas 
threugh tho Pancb Mabalg, travelling cast as far as Hatldm and 
Indor and west to Ahmodabad, Broach, and Snrat. Since the 
opening of the Pali branch of the Bombay and Bnredn nolwny they 
go nu further than between Central India and Pali. Tho change hnJ 
interfared greatly with their former occapiitioQ. Hear GodHra serre^ 
of tha Ghanchis have begun to settle down os cultivatort. The 
Shk BohorAs numbor 3126 aouls, 23+3 of them of tho D4udi and 
783 of the Snlomini sects. Tliey live in town* and carry on a largo 
tmdo in gram and other articles. As a class they nro woli-tc-do. 

Of tha total PfirBi iJOptilatioii of seventeen souls, eight n'Cre 
settled in the Gotlhra sti^diviBion, twn in Dohad,four in Kalol, siw 
three in Hitlol, Exclusive of five womoni and one cbilj, tho adalt 
niale population were ompbjed in 1872 os clerks in Government 
ofGces and eagagod in liquor and other tnidoa. 

Of the twonty-fotir Christiiurs, sts wore European officers and most 
of the rest thek servuita. 
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With the Qioeptien of the people of two towns nntnberiag 22,1^ 
Boulfl otD 18 per cent oE thn entire bhabitants, tUo popidiition of tha 
district, Bocortlbg to tho constia retoms of 1872^ lived m 661 vilia^ 
with an average of a2&-76 soiila per viUngc- Only Vcjalpnr m tho 
Godhm sub-division is wnlled. A Koli village eonorally conasta of 
a smffle stn et or road between two rows of mud hnta. Tlio lino of 
heusea ia often broken by a yard for cattle or for grain or perlmoa 
by a well. At one end of the villngo i» m most cases an old 
Ittijmrmd or mango tree, its stem snrromidcd by a fitnall stono and 
earth platform where the village council meets, matters of cornea 
interest arc talked over, and disputes settled by tho headiuon. The 
poorer Kelts and almost oil Bhila end NilikdAa do not Uveiii yiUages. 
tWh has » separate dwelling aiid in many ports of the district they 
move from place to place. Of the whole number of iTllagos 32+ h^ 
less than 200 inhabitants220 from 200 to 500; eighty-five from 500 
to 1000; twonty-fonr from 1000 to 2000; six from 2000 to 3000 ; and 
two from 3000 to 5000. As regards the number of honsea there 
was in 1873 a total of 56,022, or on an nvora^ 32 88 Jienses to the 
sqaaro mile. Of the total neraber, 7+83 honaes lodgmg 22 +37 
persenHorO 32 percent of the entire population at the rato of three 
aonU to each houeo, were bnildiuga with walla of fire^bakod bricks 
sud roofs of tile. The romaiaing 40,1+0 bonsea accoinmodDtmg 
2)8 310 persona or 00-68 per cent, with a population per house of 
4-42 sod s, included all buildinga with thatch or leaves or whose ontor 
wslU were of mud. 

The village establiahmont generally includes the viltagn headman, 
paUl j tho village accountant, ; the watchmen, rdt^anu^; and 

the measengor, AovriJddr* The artisemfl, who are pnd by uie villager 
in kind, livo in towns and large iribogee. Most of the vi ago head¬ 
men are Kolia, Bhila, and Naikdfts, The rest are generally Kanbis^ 
Kfljputs, Ptiteliyns, or LnhAnds. The watchmen, rmianow, aro c^etiy 
Bhifs and Kiikdil^. The headmen aro held m much respect. At,fl^ 
villoce religions ceremonies and on betrothal, mamage, and death 
celebroliomi, ihoir prose ntse ia doaired aud they arc given placea o! 
special honenr. 

At the time of transfer (1853) tlie district was in great w^t of 
people* Bomo acconnt is given below of the cEForta from time to 
time made by Govomniout and the officers m charge of toe distort 
to draw aeltlora from the crowded parte of control bnjardt. Ihe 
great increaiio in tho popnlntion shows Umt to ficmo extent theso 
eflorto have succeetled. But up to 1077 all atlempU to colomsio on 
a Wo Bade fatted. In that year a movemont took place among ooma 
of the lower closa enUivators of control Gujarnt of -rpecinJ jntcrqat. 
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proTwl a imoCTfss, In Jfatoli 1S77 tlio IlAIol police Tcporlcd' thnl. oto- 
a tbousAod Tuhh'i^‘3, a lovr clssa tribe oE contmJ Cujarnt upporcntlf 
the- sotnt) as tbe Snmt Dublfia, were ertcatnped close to motat! 
lYivdgad. Tliey liad with thorn tlioir wivca^ rhildrca, catticj, and some 
storo of f^in^ and said tbo^ wore come to settle. After tbo firet 
detacHtncnt hundreds qF Families kept pouring' in, eacb with, a coitcrr 
rcmg}i bullock sledge piled high 'witb griudstoneSj bnnohea of fowhr, 
clothes, cooking pots, and children, l^bind came the father of the 
family loaded, and then the mother and elder children olso cariying 
burdens and driving before them their small stock of goats andcows^ 
Tiietr answers were always tbo same. Who oro yon?—^TalAviiht. 
Where arc yoo going?—To Mata, Wliat for?—To coltivate. Where 
have yon come from?—Them ; with a long drawl and backward vnvm 
of the hand. Why did you ieavo P—There was no land, the peopla 
with money tomod us out of our holds. A few more questions, and 
they would give the name of the dist rict and village Uioy come from, 
ending with the refrain ^ many more of us oro on the way.' On 
reaching PAvdgtid tho first care of each family was to worship at the 
bilbtop shrino of the or mother. For days, in an almost iinbrokfn 
stream, the worshippers kept pofising up and down, returning with 
their brows smeared with the rod mark of iho goddess. Camps were 
formed each with its hendtniiLU or paitl ; the people from the different 
districts choosing to camp by themsolres. When their camp W'lja 
fixed, each family raised a rough hat and cattle shed and buiienilieir 
supplies of grain in the ground. Some of the old wdls* relics nf 
Chdmpfiner^s greatness, were cleensl out and yiohled good water, 
This mavemeni was due to a religions teacher orj/ani who hod been 
ordered by the goddess K/dka Mata and a Musalmdn saint to tell the 
people that if they wont biwk to their old Chdmpdnor homo they livould 
find riches and plenty j if they refused to go they would dio. Aa n 
token of her fa'votir tho goddess proinisod on the night of tho March 
full moon to net lire to tbeir eJlTering of butter and rice and to soad 
a fflrithman to tell them what they should do. On the 22nd, tha 
night of the full moon, 7000 oE tho Talavms wrat up tUo hlUa each 
rorrying Boraethmg to swell tho ^neral offering. All made ready 
and duly laid before the ' Mother,* the worshippers waited watebing 
till dawn to see their offering take fire. Rut no fire enmo, uo 
Brahman and no voice from tho goddess. A t lost tired out they sot lire 
lo thoiVoflering and left ooiiTlnoed that the work had not the mother'd 
favour, ilost of them went back to their old homes. Of I3t!7 fainiti'ft* 
Only CSS with ten carts, fifty-ffoven plquglw, 132 hullt^cks, and about 
2o0 cowd and goats remained, £^ce]'^t' a few who chofiO sites a 
couple of miles off, they settled close to PAT|[gad, forming twdve 
hamlets, tho houses built in square gToopg, not each by itseU liko 
tlioso of tho Paneb MahAls Bhils and naikfHs. During the hut 
w'CEtther mouths they earned n hviug chiefly by selUng firewood in the 
ydlagea near, nud liysome tlovernment aid in tho shape cf roodniJik- 
ing and pond deaTing, With this and tho help of niDnoy mlvancc-'^i 
they Wore able before the rainy BOaaou to finish their houses, to buy

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about 900 bead of cattle, and to how about 798 acres (1359 hi;f}ids) 
of laud. Bat tho failuro of the raius (June-October 1877) prfi!}S(>d tbom 
hard. Many wont to their old homes. Tho rest, without ekiU or 
habits of steady work, aoain by degrees to bo falling back to their 
former position of labonrere. As a colony the moTcment lias not been 
a great anccOiffl. But it is not wiLhont gwd results. An area of 075 
aCTfs {1160 5 iV/Mj) 1u« been cleared for cmltivntion and may tempt 
BoUkrs from among tho Kanbis, BohorAs, and other high class Gujardt 
peasants of whose skilled and prnJent labour the Punch MahAls stand 
in much need. Another class of recent suttlers aro low caste 
^Idrvadis, who Ico^viag Mti rriid during the famine of I869,hai^e fi *cd 
their homes in tho Punch Mnhils. Cliidly day labourers, most of 
then) aro to bo found in the east of the district. Besides these 
pcroianent settlers, road^making and other pnbbc w’orks attract hibour. 
Tho Workers, chiefly Dheds from Kaira and from Mdrvfid, stay during 
the hot and cold scosons and go away in the rains. 

Of the people of the district throe cksses leoTO their Tillages in 
searcU ot a living. A few Mnsalmans seek milita^ ficrvico m 
native states, Brfihmans, leaving their families behind, go 
begging tours remaining away two or three years at a time, and 
among tho bbonring clnasea Bbib at tho,beginning of March imd 
I work ill coMcctiug p^ppy jmee in the Mulwa opium, fleldii. 
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CHAPTER IV, 

AGRiCULTURE 

Aorwuituhe supports 173^810 persona or 72'20 per cent of th& 
entire popntntion^ 

Within tbo limits of the district ore great varieties of soil. In 
the Dortii-n'ost of Godhin, near the Mnhl m some niiuvtol^ 
land, south of tiu4 u bolt of dull block, mal, such as is foond in 
Q*hiLsra, ttnd beyond that n voiy lar^fo tract of light, ^(whJu, land. 
To the north and norlh-cnj^it of Godhro a rich medium black, hrtar, 
bears heavy crops of wheat and grain. Ki-lol except a few villagM 
of dark clayey mediura blnck, tiwar, well anitod to rice, icodrUj 
and other coftraer grains, is througbout light, Jn tl^ 

south of Dalol nre atrotches of rich but bodlj tilled black suit 
Except stony hill-ridgea and patches of shallow gritty red and 
black, the soil of the eastern division, both light and black, li, 
perhnps from tho abundance of vrater, of vorr high quali^, Tha 
light, varying in shade from fawn, to reddish brown yieida two, itad 
if watered, three crops u year. 

The Govemmont or kfidUa villages of tho district oontaiU 
514,(152 acres, of which 5d,5B9 acres dr 11 per cent are oJicunted, 
paying only a anitront, and 33,SD5 neroa or G'57 per cent am 
unarable wnsto, ThototaloroaofGovemipent arable land is therefore 
423,653 acres, of which acres or 35'63 per cent arc ocm.picd, 

and 272,464 or 64*31 per cent are nnocenpied. Of those 272,464 
acres of unoccupied arable land, 23,413 ncrea including grexpg 
lands, forests, and homostoads cannot bo token up for cnltivatiou. 
The whole available area of nnocenpied arable land ia therefor# 
reduced to 249,046 Acres, Of the occupied area 3664 acres or 
2'02 per cent are garden land, 8447 or 5*58 per cent UDwntered ri<jii 
land, and 139,683 or 62'38 per cent dry crop land. 

Fields arc watered horn rivers, ponds, and wells. From rivers the 
water is drawn by means of rough wooden lever-hits, clAciTiJi*,

bollocks conld properly plough. Under th^e oonditto^ of soiUnd 
ploughing Kanbia with specially fine cattle are said to till 
icres j V^iatAs with ^^^cll-fed local, pal, cattle seven acres and Kobs 
with badly kept cattle five acres. But m moat places as the soil i3 
Bcmtched and not ploughed a pair of bullocks can run over a mneh 
larger arm In the tw o asaeaaed anb-diviatona the survey ™t^ns 
show for each pair of bullocLs, in Kalol an average area of 
acres and iu Godhra of 13^V- 

In Godhm and KAlol* the settled parts of the distnet^ the totjd 
tilled area is parcelled into 13,443 holdings, khatan, Iheae fiirms of 
which the lar^t is 116^^ acres, and tlio smallest one acre, oont^ 
on an avemge lOJ acres. It is believed that mth a five-acre f™ 
a him band man, though Hcrimped, will not want for food or c o ug, 
that a seven-acre light soil farm, evon though unwatoi^, ^ 
him in fiiir comfort, and that from a tou-acre light sod farpi he will, 
if thrifty, be able to save. In 1376-77, racing alienated lauds, 
the total nniuber of holdings w'ns 25,308 with an average or 
eight acres. Of tho whole number, I3,3i3, or more than ouc-half 
were haldingB of not more than five ocree j 335o of not more than ton 
acres; 3£lfiS> of not more then twenty acres!

Before 
the introdactiou of the reventJO survey, fields paid rent only when 
cropped. But now with a lower rate leviM every year, soma 
chimge in the system of tillage will probably be required, 
j Wlitait, jAum, Triticam iBstiyum, with, in IS7d-77,SS53acTOfl is in 
the eastern division a leading and increasing product. Five varieties 
are grown, ddWjtArmf' white brown very clear and fullj m&lvif 
not so full as rhitudJlfAdni, with a mixture of Laforior radish wheat ; 
\ fciifAu ddnjii, thin bard and not full, a mixture of white brown 
I and reddish grain; rdjta the worst kind, dnU brown with very 
atnnll hut soft grain, and ^ofnadia^ a low class of dull 

white brown with thin and shrivoUed gram. Wheat is grown in 
stiff black loam and to a less extent in mediumi block, feciiar, seiL 
It is Usually sown os n second crop following rice or maise. The 
sewing is m November and December. Before sowing the land 
ia ploughed, and when levelled by the clod crusher, tna^ &eed is 
sown at the rate of from forty to eighty pounds the acre Jn drills 
about one foot apart, Mnnuro is seldom used. Paneb Mahals 
wheat is sent to central and western Gujarat, Baroda, and the 
surrounding nativo atatea. 

' Sugarcane, ttertHf Sacoharum officinarnra, is grown in small 
1 quantities in Godhra and KaloL It is neither so rich in juice nor 
> c( so high a quality as Kaira Bugnreane, QuantitieB of taelasse* 
I were at ono time exported. But prices fell and as the former 
Government refused to reduce the rates of ssscssenont the colturo 
of Bugarcane ceaserl.* After the transfer its cultivation again 
spread, favoured by ft local custom of allowing the hereditary 
tiFficers, and 6} per cent of the reyenne derived from 

SDgikrcEme. In iStkt on the ground that it might lead the oSicers 
in nnEstiod. to force sugarcane cnltivatioDj this grant was stopped,® 
autl sinco then sagaroane baa again declined. 

The Poppy, IthitJskha *3 Papavor somuifenim, used to a small extent 
to ho grown in Bohad and Jhilod by Milis, Bhils, and Kanhis. A 
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cold TTififtther cmp wanting good eoii nod much it wna cliijiflj 

grown along tho hm;kt) of many of which usotl to bc'gsj 

with belts of its whits or white and rod flowers. In growing lilia 
poppy a held of black eoil^ from which during the rainy Knaon 
maize or hemp had been ruinped^ was genenilly chosen^ ISwn after 
divdlif Norember-DeeembeTj the land wua four or Ato timsi 
ploiighedj divided intoaqaarefi^ inan.nred| and, sown with poppy aeed. 
After eawiag, tbe field was for three mouths watered 
once a fortnight. The plant was then full growrij watering wm 
stopped, and after n fortnight the outer skin of ths Bower cepnih 
was slit and next morning the ]tiico that had oosflsd out was wrajicti 
with a knife into n brass pot* The alitting and juice-gatheringi t 
alow and hard task, were thrice repented* After gntheriug it, tie 
juice was mixed with oil at the mte of a quarter of a pound of 
oil to one pound of juice. In this state it was kept by the grower 
till it bardenod and was then sold in the inaTiEet. The buyers, 
rolling it into balls, sold some of it loeally and sent the rest to Barods 
ond Bombay. The poppy wuh never a favourite erop. The law 
(Act 1. of 1878) forbidding its growth boa canuod little hardi^liip. 

Of Pulsee, Gram, rfiamr, Giesr arietijiumi, n favonrita aecoed or 
cold weather crop in the well watered Dobad valleys, is eiported 
in oonsiderabla quantities. 

Of Oil Seeds, ial, Seeamiim indienm, is largely grown, the ores 
10,04-1 acres in 1870-77 being greater than in K&tra. l 4 arga 
quandtios of oil are extracted and exported, to Mdlwa and to ccntnl 
and wcatcru GujarAt. OQ pressed from or Tno/iudo seed is iGnl 
in considomble quantities to Kapadvaiij and there used in the 
manufacture of ooap. 

Bombay Hemp, jpon, Crotolaria jnuceBj with in 1877-78 an 
area of 8fJ7 acres, ia by all clof'BeB of buGbandmen grown both in 
black and light, but chiefly in black floii. It is a rainy BeaFOtt, 
IrAunV' crop sown on the first fall of min. At the end hf three 
months the seed ripens and the heads are cut off. Then the plautB 
are out, lied in bundles, and for a week or bo left to rot in edjuo 
pond or river. Whou they ore taken out the fibres are separated 
and made into coils, Seuio of it is used locally, either woven hy 
VanjarAs Into pack saddles or by cnltivatom.mado into ropes, iloat 
of the rest goes to Bombay* 

Besides chniies, ouions, and other garden produce taised in river^ 
hank fields. Potatoes, Aaidtu, have of late yeans been very jiucceJffifuBy 
grown. 

Kelts, Bhils, and Ndikdis form the bulk of the agricnltunl 
populntioD* Of the higher clnsaofl of cultivators tho few Kanbin are 
ekilfiil and thrifty% and in most ports of the district there are local, 
KoUs, lUdlis, and Bajputs below Kanbia in knowledge but 
still a valuable peHoantej* In Dobad arc E^atehyds, Lubfin^, and 
Rfivats, all superior to tho lossy and ontbriBy meilraj Eoli and Bhih 
Some Vonjfirds and MujsalmJtns of the Ghaochi elnss, thrown out of 
ibeir formoT ocenpotion of carrying have token to tillage. Asyet they 
havo met with little i^ucceaa. 
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Tbo crops occasionally soEfer from mildow aii<I insects^ ^ In 1845 
most of tho nini^e wm eaten by locusts. Except a few Tillages on 
the tho district is free from dalnI^Jo by floods. But the rain- 
faU is uncertain and daring the bat twenty years the failuro of crops 
from waiit of rain has on six occasions cunsed scarcity and distress. 
In 1853 no rain fell after July and all the chief cropa tailed, la 
iSod the wpstom aab-divisiona safferod seriously from the complete 
failure of the latter rain. In 1857 tho rains were vory lato of 
beginning, causing loss of crops in the eastern diriaion. In 1861 
and Again in 1864 the rainfall was imegnlor and scanty. Finally 
in 1877 there were only 19'10 inches, less than half of the overage 
ruin supply.

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Accoedhtis to the 1S72 cenana rotums there were m tliiit jar, 
besides well-to-do cultivators aad professional men, personj Iq 
positions implying' the possession of capital- Of these 423 were 
bankere, money congers, and shopkeepers, and 1274 were merobante 
and traders. Under the 1669-70 income-tax retorns 450 persooa 
paid on yearly incomes of from £50 to £100 (Rs. 600-Rs- lOOO) ; and 
in 1872-73, 101 persons paid on incomes of from £100 to £200 
(Rs. 1000- Rfi- 2000} and fifteen on incomes of from £200 to £1000 
(Rs. 2000 * Hs. 10,000). Unlike other Gujardt diatricU the Planch 
Mabdls are so poor and backward that thoro is little capital and few 
Barings pressing for Lavestment. Only by Government semuata 
are Government seenrities bongbt or money laid up in savmgs 
basks. Except the holding of a poor debtor with no other propeityi 
land is seldom benght, the yearly return being only from 2^ te ^ 
per cent instead of the 20 or 30 per cent tho money might yield if 
lent at interest. 


The local money-lenders are Vdnids, Brdhmans, and Bohorila* Seven 
or eight of them are men of wealth, bonkers who give hills, huiidUf 
on Baroda, Bombay, Indor, and Hat]4m. Of village money-londera 
Y4iiids are the chief, though well-to-do Konbis also lend money and 
advance grain. A few of these Kanbis who are rich are thought mow 
hberal creditors than the Vhnias. Of the whole body of money¬ 
lenders about ten per cent are supposed to deal with lowiispeopl* 
only ; about sixty per cent with Kolie, Bhils, and the poorer efass of 
cultivators, and alxiut thirty per cent both with the poor and the 
well-to-do. 


Bankers, pdrekAs, keep the following aceoani boake, tlm cash book, 
rojtMl i the ledger, JrAdMra A i j the monthly account book, deetre, and 
the interest book, vydjraJli. Those who deal with Kolis and low claa* 
borrowers keep an account current l>ook, tAdmMdfa. Those who wn 
shopkeepers as well money-lenders keep in addition to the firs* 
four books an account current book, thdmJchaUf. la this ore entered 
the mnoonts advanced, the sums recovered and the articles sold flom^ 
times with, sometimes witboat tbeir value. The register boot, fl ondh, 
generally kept by potty grain, spice, and cloth dealers is in mepMJ- 
randam form. As a rale it has only the debit, udAdr, side, receinte 
being entered below the articles sold or tho sums advanced. Debts 
are paid in grain or cattle, seldom in money. Creditors almoet never 
Write off claimt as bad debta- However £^t the choucc of payment 
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llie ncconnt m kept open and tko tx>ad renewed eyery third year in 
the hope that a day maj come when the debtor win bo able to pay* 
llio aniennt of gram advanced either for Reed or food depanda on the 
borrower'a positioo- It seldom goeti beyond 480 pounds^ one niani, 
for seed, and 1440 potmda, three niaww, for food. The grain is after 
HIS motitbs repaid in kind somottnaea a qnarter, but generaUj half 
aa mneh agaitii aa the original amount advanced, 

lu a district BO poor and bo entirely agriciiltnral the borrowers am 
chiefly caltivstorfl moat of them bdonging to the nnsettled claaaea, 
low KoKs, BhiU, and Niikd^. Aa a rule moat careleHS and ill 
informed^ they eeldotn know how tho debt began, when and what 
they hcivo paidj, or how mnch is atill due^ Jtost of tbs poorer class of 
caltivators are almost entirely dependent on the money-lender, 
greater part of their crops when ripe goes to pay off their debto. 
l^ft with too Bmall a store of grain to last them thronghout tho 
year they are from time to timo forced to borrow. As » rule 
borrowed deal with only one money-loader. When they borrow 
from more than one tho creditor who has advanced money to pay 
their rent, or has advanood grain for seed or food baa th e p reference 
and is considered to have the right to attach the crop. When a cjvU 
action is brought against n Kob or a man of the other poorer clsaaea 
he generally admits the claim. Thedobtoria preperty la scMota aoid 
except when ha is thought to bo likely to dispose of it privat ely- 
When, in conseEjneiiCft of a civil court decree, immovablo^ proper^ 
IS sold it is gonemUy bought by the creditor at a nomind price* 
Thongli still so poor and backward those tribes have mado some 
advance under Briti^i management, aoldom having recourse to tho 
robbery and murder so common under the former Government. 

In the coae of Bhib tho civil courts do not euforee ft higher rate of 
interest than rii per cent. Prectically this limit has httlo effect, tho 
actual rates being indofimtoly incroa^ by a aystera of premiums, 
N(iikd&s and other onsattled tribes have no credit boyond an 
advance on the security of their crops- Interest is dm^l by tho 
limar month at mtets corresponding to yearly mtos of from nmeto 
twelve per cent to an artisan with good credit j twelve per ^nl to a 
cultivator in middling rircnmfitanccs, and from twelve to fifteon ^ 
rent to a poor cultivator. On a debt unpaid at the end of tho 
VearccmpoondiatoreBtattheiate of twenty-five per cent oncapit^ 
iind interust is charged.

DnnKG thfl last twelve yeare (1867-1578) by the help of ch^p 
stone metal, ami bbeml public wer^ grantej aided by local ftied:^, tolls, 
special funds, and duties, much has been done towards aiipplyii^ tbo 
main lines of traffic with well made roads^ The most imporfamt trade 
route liffi east and west, connecting Gujarat with Centml India 
and Rajpiit&na, This line formerly ended weetw^aidi in Barodo, 
but since tbo opening in 1874 of tho branch railway to Pali, traffic 
haa hoen turned to that station^ Beginning at Pfili, bridged 
htit BO far only partially nactniic<l, the roaa runs eqflt si*teen 
milcfl to Godhra; from Godhra, motallod and except the Pinnm river 
bridged throughout, with an eight mile branch to the town of ErLriya, 
it niOB ewai to Dohad forty-four miles, twenty-one of them in BAriya 
territory* Besides this main line there is in the w^tero dirisiaD a 
hanked and bridged but onmotalled road from Godhro sonth-west 
twenty-one miles through KAIol to Khdkhnriaon tho Banxia boundary* 
In the south a branch twenty'*live miles long begins near Kalol ajid 
runs by Hdlol to JAmbughoda* This is a fair weather truck and 
there are similar lines from Godhra fourteen miles north by Seherate 
the LunavAdu bonndi^* There is alao from Kantdi a branch fiftesa 
mues north-east to join the Godhra and LundvAda rood, used chiefly 
by traffic between Pali atid^ LiindrAda and Suntb.

A bud sca^ion and high piiccs in 
either direction is sufficieut to turn to it the bulk of the export 
Under ordinary conditions Gujnrit k now proforred, for besidn 
improved oorntnunications the MiUwa market k now to some extent 
snpplied by the new Indor railway. The table shows a most 
marked variation in the grain eiport to GuiartiL There were 5000 
tons in ldee-07, 4000 tons each in 18T0-71 and 1871*72, and in 
1869*70 and again in 1874-75 lesa than 500 tons. 

On the whole the retuniB seem to show that in spite of improvements, 
ao long ns heavy transit dues ape leried m the states round 
the Panch Mahals, the trade from Gtijnrit to Mdlwa ia not likely to 
increase. On tho other hand though the two last yeara huva been 
mifavourabtei Dohad Is almost certain to yield larger exports of 
gmiu. 

The above table includes only the through traffic between Gujarit 
and the country cost of Bariya. The following table though for a 
shorter period la more complete including the two chief liuea along 
which the bulk of the Panch Mahals traffic, both local anil thrcm^li, 
passes. The chief eiports to Gujarat are graiji, mokue/a bijrrii?*» 
tunber, and oil seeds; tho chief imporU from Gujordt are tobaocAj 
salt, cocoADuts, hardware, and piece goods.

new ones» The effect ib chiefly felt in the Panch ^lahats itself 
and in those districts round where tho benefits ore not eeuitnilinid 
by excessive transit taxation.

VAnia women of Mtilwh, and by Dohod women of the Bajput,

Tliese Inc bracelets arc An imitation of the costly ivory Ratlani 
bmceleta, of which a woman gonemlly gote one set at her marrUge, 
wearing them only on very great occuiuons* ScHidea bracsletSf 
yellow and red striped armlots, tjoliditf are worn between the elbow 
Mid the shonldor. Except that they have neither vnrniah nor fKitteru 
these Brt mode in the same way os the bracelote* I’wo ef them svH 
for Jih The manufacture of lac bmcolets gives etnplDyujeut 

to a speciftl cksa of craftsmen called Ldkhiihis* Of these six 
families are settled at Jhfilod and nine at Dokid* About bulf of 
them oro Musalmiins and half Hindus. 

Another indtistry is tha manufactnre in tho villages of Je&v^ils 
and Gsngdi lu Hohnd of black wood hair combs* The makers am 
^rusalmjins called from their occupation itatiaki^cirs or comb makers* 
Their combs are bought wholesale by Dohad IHudi Bohoriis who 
polish and finUh them and send them, to Mdlwn, Gujar&t, and oven 
to Burh^npnr. 

In former times paper, soup, and grass oil wefo made, 
Ch£inpdner was famous fur ita doth-bleachiog, calicteprinting, sdk- 
weaving, and sword blades. These mdastries have mmost entirely 
disappeared. The grass oD made from the largo long-bladcd 
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aromiU/ie grass known as wlucti used to grow over Large stretckcs 
of waste land was, at tbo rate of i». (Ea^ 2) a pound, bought in 
ccuLHiderable qnantitiofl aud nsed mrtly ns a remedy for rheumati^, 
partly to mix with lUUir of roses. The oil was oxtmeted hy distillation. 
A rough stone ovon was built by the side of n stream and in it a 
large metal caldron was placed and filled with biindli^a of grass 
and water. Wl«?n full* a w'ooden lid was put on and sealed with a 
plaster of ground pnlso, odatl. Through a hole in the lid ono end of 
a hollow Ijamboo wan thrust and the other end passed into a Hmaner 
metal vessel secnrely fixed under water in the l>ed of the fitream* 
The oven was then heated and thovaponr passing throngh the hollow 
hamboo was by tho eoldnesa oi the smaller vessel precipitated as oil, 

Simlaji lO the MaXi Kfintho and Dakar in Kalm are at the 
times of their great religious gatherings places of considerable tmific. 
But fuw’ of the local fairs are of any trading importance- Except 
some in the west who go us far aa Baroda uud Pali most well-tO'do 
nultivatOTn generally bring their produce to Godhra, Kalul, Vcjalpur, 
Dohoil, Eimdi, Garbada, Gangtlii and Jh^lodj permanent marts with 
resident dealers in groin, doth, oil Heeds, grocery, and hardware. 
Many o£ tho smaller villages and almost all of the Bhil sottlomenta 
without regular shops, the Bhila doing most of their buying and 
selling with one of their town ajoneydondere or largo pllnge deoleri. 
There is also a clas>s of village tnudyrs Sfdrvildi VnniAs in the east, and 
Gujarat V4ni 4p , and a few MosalmAn Bohonts and Cfhanehis in tho 
west, some of whom live in villagea during tho whole and some 
during part of the year. 

Though with HO scanty and backward a population, each town has 
its merchant's gnild, nmkijaH, regulating trade. Last year (1S77) 
with the object of lowering prices the fnahajan of Jhalod agreed to 
atop the export of grain. This year fl87B) too they did the same. 
But at tho persuasion of the local an then ties the Bgreoment was 
rescinded. Whore membera of a craft belong to tho eame caste, 
the caste council, paiicA, sometimes hears and eettloa disputes on 
points of trade. The conncils of more than ono caste have, to ptevont 
a Ml in Wages, been known to join in striking work and occ^onally 
two castes nave together appointed a special council to sotllo trade 
disputes. The V4nida and Sonis, together spoken of os tho 
have bran known to on lie in stopping busing as a protest ajgainat 
a distastefnl sanitary order.

qne or more ponies laden with plunder which greatly iiupcfied thdr 
movetaeuta. It waa chiefly owing to this tliat ColoiielI*art inn 
enabled to overtake the rebels and to force them loto action. 

On neflching Chhotn Udeptu* the troops of the Hijn fraternised 
with the enemy, and Captain Collier having evacuated the town, 
Tutia Topi vras allowed to ocenpy it W'ithnnt eppocqtion. He tail 
intended to halt at Clihota Ddopnr to recruit liis men and to develop 
his intrignea with the Baroda ^rdAra, but Park gave him no respita 
On the Ist December 185Sj ha fell njwn TAtm^s rebel force 
dcfcatol it with great slaughter, his own loan Iming trifling. After 
thm defeat there was great confusion in tho ranks of the jn'^iifgcnta, 
Tdtia Topi abandonf^ his Army and did not rejoin it till it had 
reached the forest lands of Pdrona. Discipline, which had always been 
las, was now entirely ihrowo aside. The muster roll of one of Tatia's 
cavalry regitnenfa mm picked up aud showed that out of a strength 
of 300 sabres there were only sixteen present for doty. The reM 
force separated into frwo bodies, one donbled back and plundered 
Pork's baggage, which Imd fallen fiir to the rcftr, the other under 
r erozslia entered the Panch Mahdls and looted, JllflrivR, Jliillod, T.Tmdi 
and other Tillages j Godhra being covered by SloteW force was mi 
Attacked. Park's force was so dibbled by the plunder of its baggnM 
and by long contin ned forced marches, tbht it was compelled to hSt 
at Chhoto tJdunnrj, but GenersJ f^omoi^et took np the pursuit and 
rapidly dn>Te latia G[>n:i the Panch MahAle, He ilcd in the directieii 
of Salumba. Tho Tbrikor of that place was in arms, and Tdtia no 
doubt expected supptjrt from him, hue the Thfikor was too cautious 
to join what was tlion ovidontjy a hopeless eauso. On reuebing 
Nargud on tho 20th February 1859, Ferrosha made overtures of 
enrrender, and k wet^k later 300 cavalry and a mixed force of 1500 
men tinder Zidiur AH and tlip Molvi Vozir Khiin laid down thtb 
arms to Genem.! Mitchell. Tliny w‘ere adnifttcd to the benefit of the 
amnesty. The TCinnant of T^thi's force Hod to the north-east. 

In October 1858, instigated by the intrigues of the llbau Salicb 
Povdr, the Sankheda Xaikdils,^ a very wild forest tribe, took up 
arms nndcr Rupo. and Kevoi Mdike, and after linving pinadened the 
outpost, ih&na, at Narnkot, attached A detachment of the StB 
Begitnent X. 1. under Captain Itatf?s at Jdmbughoclo. Tlicy wero 
repulsed with eonsidemble loss after a desultory fight during ttia 
greater part of two days. On the urreat of GanpatiAv, the Bliiii 
Stiheb's Agent, this iroablesome jnsnrrection would probably lujva 
ccHa^d, bn t tlio Xiiikdas w^ere joined by a nuinher of VilHyatis, 
matcnlock men, tho fragments of TotitL's broken iftree, who enconraged 
them to hold out. They ocenpied tho very strong country botworn 
CbBm^nor and Xdruket, and kept up a harusaing warfare, plundcrtng 
theviUagea aa far north as Godhra. 

A field force oomrnmaded by the Political Agent of the Pewa 
XAntha, Colonel Wallace, was employed against tho Ndikd^ daring 
the cold weatlior of 13.53, and in ono of the frequent skirmishes with 
the insurgents Captain Hayward of the 17th Bcgiment X. L woa 
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fwtfcroly Toimdetl by n mniclilook bullet on January 2 3tb, 1859. 
The on! V siiccesa obttdood bj the NaikJda was the aurpriao oF Tbisam 
All's coinpauy of JJnsaein KMu^s lory^ Tho SublieJir been 
onlcrudto protect the Jabonners who wero etnpbyeti in opening tbo 
piisfl near the villago o£ Sivnijpiirj but the duty was v'eiy dislasteful 
tu him, Piud hi.4 eon deserted ivith twenty-four man on the innreh 
to SiTrfljpuf. They were isuddeuly nttneked by a mixed foreo of 
Makn'mis and ^’aikdfl^^. Sevoo nien including the Subhediir were 
killed and elevon wenndtsl withont any loss to the etiomy. ^ Tlio 
8nbhoddr neglected to protect hin camp by the mo^t ordinary 
pret'Autiona and liis men appear to have bcliavetl bndly. They tied 
without firing a shot directly they were attacked. But litt^ 
pnigroas Inwl been made in pricifying the Kaiikd^ till Cft]>tain Richard 
Bonner was omployed to miao and organisro a corps composed 
chiefly of Bliils with their head quarters at Dohad in the Panch 
MftliAlH. Captain Bonner's untiring energy and mend mflnence 
8o(m redncetl tbo Naikdas to submission Rupa Ndik laid down 
Ilia arms and accepted the amnesty, March lOthj, 18511, and Keval 
N&ik followed bis example soon after* 

A fter ten years of quiet o^nd steady progress, in 1868, the^ N tiikdi^fl 
again rose in tevolL Towards the close of IfidT, Joria, n Naik^ of 
the vilbgo of Vadek about U miles north-west of JttOTbllghod^ 
began to act as a Bhagai or inspired man. Giving ent that he 
Whrt Pammcfihvar, or tho jiiiproirLfl loi[*d-> hoclaimfini to bjtvo tno powt*r 
of working minLclea, preached the pnreat tnornlity, tnai:lo converts^ 
and for a man of hia pMi?:ition ahowed a aurprislng knowledge of 
Hindu mytholngy and ritual-^ So grent wjis his Kuccosa that tn 
be nflowed to come near him was thought n high favour, 
nombers of worshipperSt some of them men of good ^ caste ^d 
position, followed mm from place to pluM Hcoking his blessing. 
About the middle of Jananry l&t>B Joria gnined a most usoihI 
udherent in Rupsiiigh Gebar, proprietor of Dandiilpnr. A 
pardoned rohnl and outlaw', Rupsinghf though a NAikiib iiim 
tinedneated, from his natand ability. shrowdnea^p and tact liad griin^ 
tnach power over tlio people of his tribe. Under bis inUuqnce Jona, 
l«iving hia scheme of ino^rai reform, ngrvoil to join m raising a 
kingdom of w'bich Joria should bo tlie spiritual and Kupsingh t c 
torapriral head* Jorii'a birthplace, the village of Tadck, won choeen 
as the royal sont A joint court wns cstablishod and revenuo 
collycted, partly from loligicraa gifts and lines, partly by the ley oE 
tmnsit duos. Of these dobgs and of tho accompany mg 1^ 
excitement, tho nati^o officiab took no notice mid wnt no word to 
tho Governors Agent then in a distant port of tho district. Iteloro 
long tho new rulers took mare open steps to BdTanca their powy. 
In the end of January Rupsingk revivod an old claim jo sham in tlia 
revenne of Rnjgod, a police statioa near NArnkot. Hjs chum was 
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rfijected. A ft?w dnya alter (Febniaiy 2nnl) colleeting a hody o! 
Naikcf^ and bringing Joria Bhognt with him Rupsingh came to 
Enjgod.^ Leaving tbe Ndikdia and Joria cnitsido of tha bamboo 
pallLsadcj Riipflliigh and hi»i Boua went into the atatioa and invitiDg 
tha Slaknini garrison to go oat and aeo tiio holj pcrEDiiag«j seated 
thamaelvss b^ide tbo conimaudaut and somo atbor officors of ltd 
post« Alter a tima the talk ran on Joria^s spintnal powtT and 
preteiiaionSn. One of tho qfiidald holding out hU closod bond aakcd 
in jest if tho divinity could tell what was in his hand, * 'Ihere ia 
death in h* shouted Galalm, Rnpaiiigb’a eldest 8on» and drawitig 
bis sword cot the man down. The commandant escaped through a 
window and the Mnkrdni gimrdf outside of the stockade and 
unarmed^ fled. The NAikdds swarmed in^ broke open the treasure 
chest and ransacked the place. 

Kupsingh lost no time in following up this success. Jambaglioda 
about fourteen miles from RjljgiMl, though a place of no atrengtls woi 
tho chief post in thenoighbourhood with a guard of about thirty armed 
police. To the coimnanduDtof this post Rupsingh sent word : * JIato 
ready to fight, forKupaiugh Is on tho wiy.^ On February-ttli lahout 
three in the aftermoou, seeing bands of Ndikdas coming towards the 
station, the JAmbugboda commandant drew up his men opposite an 
opening in the fence^ From the advancing crowd three Rhn^t- 
conscemted chainpionsjf their bare bodies smeared with red painb 
came forward, shot arrows, and grasping their swords rLtahed at tbo 
stockade. As they came the goai^ fired a volley, their bollots, so they 
said, dashing the paint off tho champiuas^ bodies but doing them na 
harm. Ry this time the champions were within the enclosure, aad 
thtf panic-struck police, leaving two of their number dead, took to 
flight. The station was pilluged, the records tern, end the shops and 
bouses sacked. After this tho village of Jetpur, at tho time the 
rosidence of the Clihota Udepnr chief, was taken, the chief flying for 
his life. Though eaccesslo), this attack on Jotpiir did much to shake 
his followers' trust iu Joria, Two of his wound-proof warriors were 
shot dead, ITio Bhagnt said they wore not dead, and sent the bodies 
to Vadok, declaring that if British troops camo against them they 
would rteo and fight. But after a day or two at Vadek the house 
where the bodies lay was burnt and, in spite of bis explnnation that 
the men had died bocaase they had disobeyed hia orders, the irList 
in .Torid's power wns sbakon. 

Hearing that the old outlaw Rnpaingh was *out' and had sacked 
Rajgad, the Agent to the Governor and tlio Superintend cut and 
assifitant saperintendent ol police,^ then nlxmt eighty miles olf ia 
Dohad, sending an express to Baroda and Ahmedubiid for military 
aid, started with an escort of twenty-five of the Bhil corps and by 
cross-country tracks pushEol straight for JAmboghoda. On the vnj 
they wert* mot by news of the capture of Jdmbnghoda, and as with 
thmr small body of Bhfis it e-as useless to enter the disturbed country, 
at Hlilol about twenty-five miles west of JAmbnghodathey waited the 
arrival of tho troops. On the evening of the lltJi, flOO men of thi3 
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2etli Native Infantry, under tlio command of two Europe ofRcc^, 
4 aii«i from Eamda, and cm the same day the camp woe jom^ by the 
Police Comraisfliouer * * Neat dnj (FehruBry, I2thj, 09 200 of tlio Gth 
Native IniiOntry wore due from Ahmedabad, tt was settled to toavo a 
jmol] fsarrison in Eulol and preaa on with the main body to Siyrdmur, 
about eleven tailea cast, ou the way to Jdmbugho^* biTrajpur 
was, reached without annoyance. Next day, the 13th, one of tho 
Ahraedabod companiBa nmvod at S^ivriijpnr and the other marched 
to liaiErad to join tho Bowa Kiintha Poliiicnl Agent During thetfie 
ilaya the Nitkd&& at Vftdok were full of tUo wildcat trust a^ ti^h 
Almost every aonl, for about twenty miles round, believed that the 
Uritiah Government was at an end, and that under Bup^gn au 
Joria a dArtraJimij or religious mlo had bagun* In them former 
fights with trained troops the NAikdis carcfuUy avoiding the open, 
by sadden night attacka, hod wearied their opponents. But now, 
aa thiOT seemed to have givou up tKoir old tnotieaj every effort 
made to lose no time Lo lotting them try the chimoe of an open hgbt. 
Leaving fifty of tho 0th Native lufantiy and twenty-fi%^ o e 
GaikwAr*s Jkkrduia at Sivrdjpnr, on the mortuug of ^ I 5 th the 
force advanced safely and without hindrance to Jiramghoda. 
Vadek the nowg that tho greator number of the tr^pa Imd leth 
emboldened the inBurgeutfl to attack Sivrfijpur. News™ thoir ^ esign 
reached the garrisou, and the poaitiod, nouimg more j

Emboldened by this 
success the NAikdia, though the infantry were close upon them, kept 
adrancing, till 08 thoir foremost men reached the back of a stater- 
course, a shot from each of the three district officers laid low tb* 
leader in red and yellow and two of hia chief supporters. With the 
loss of nine of their number the NiikdM tied, and the rising was at 
an en(L 

TTie slain lender was at first thought to bo Joria. But Joria hid 
escaped, and this was a deputy whom in token of histru.st Joria hid , 
decked in kis own clothes. Rnpsingli^s secjond non wna among tha * 
killed and Rnpsingh though ho escaped was wounded. Order wai » 
soon restored. The people, on the assurance that their niij?conduct ‘ 
wo a Id be forgiven, ca me in ond settled in tboir Tillages. The fwr 
chief crimimds, Joria the Bhagat, Rtipsingb, bis eldest sou Galili^ ^ 
and his minister were still at large. But by unceasing pursuit in ■ 
less than a month all were scenred and after trial, were with 
Jori£*B spiritnal ebampions who had taken an active part La the 
sack of J&mfangboda, convicted and hanged.^

CHAPTER VTII. 

LAND ADMINISTRATION. 

Tuebe are two perifiJ 3 in tte Britiflli MRnagn'nient of ttio ^^ancli 
Mfthjils ; eigtt years (1053^18»iO) when they were held an charge far 
His Highness Sindia, and eighteenjeais (ia&l-l87S) Binccthoj ha’pe 
formed. OHS of tho SritisU districts of tho Hombay" Pr-csidoDcyj- 

For years aEter order had been establiahed in the Hewn and Mabi 
Kintha distncta, in the Pancb Mahdla onmo was nnnnniahed and 
Wfonga nnredresacd, and fromtlio weaknesa oi their naler the Panch 
Mabiifl were a aourco of danger and annoyBatse to the neigbbonnDg 
states. In 1852 the Bombay Government prcsaed for some chanm ; 
their complainta were, by the Govomoi: General a A^nt, laid befo^ 
His Highness Sindia, and an arrangement made that for ten the 
territones abould bo placed nnder the ctiargo of the Rewa Ka^hn 
Political Agent who, with the anrplos revonoe, was to forward a 
yearly hnoncial atatemont to the GoTomor General a Agent at 
Gwalior^ This proposal was approved by the Govemment of India 
(8rd Jane 1853), and under orders from tba Government of BomUy 
Major FnlljamES (30th July 185S) took the district nnder bia 
charge* 

Before tho ten Tenra were over. His Highness Sindia, in exchon^ 
for lands near on the 19th March Uand^ over the 

Panch Mahals to the British Gorernment* In the eighteen yeara 
that have dnoiLpaascd throe ehangca have been made m tlicmnnag^ 
ment oftha distnet* For a little more than three years 
1861-May 18611 the Punch Mahdls contmeed part of the 
Ki'miha Political AgenPs charge ; they were then tranafei^ to 
and placed under the management of an officer the hirat 

Assistant Collector, and Agent to the Gevemor*" In 18> 7 a scheme 
was sanctioned for making the Paneb MahAla a ^parate collcctomhip 
and giving the CoUecter political diarga of theRowa KAfitha statea. 

Though plftcod nnder the charge of an Assistant CeUector and 
financially part of Kaim, from their Wkward state »nd the 

other iirittsh districts hati not been mtrodoced into the Punch S£^s_ 
In criminal matters, conrte up to the rank of Dis 
courts, are regnlnrly constituted und^ the pro^mn^ 

ProceduroOSe, Betas Agert to the Governor the P^Y*^ 

Judge are vested in the District Magistrate and from his decisioua and 
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orders appe&b and refereocMw lie to OoTernroent atid not to tlie High 
CoarL Similarly^ m matters of civil jueticej. an appeal lies from the 
imii»if’a decisioDji to tbfl Agent to ito G-ovoraor^ and from the Agait 
to Government. The present ndniinlstratlve stafl cotisista oftho 
Agent to the Governor and his assistant in rovenne charge of the 
Godhra and Kdlol sab^visiona, who, in criminal mattem, is a Girtt 
cUtsa msgiatrato and in civil matters has power to hear appeali 
from the docisioiis of mnnails. There is also a deputy collector with 
TQvonno and msgisterLoJ charge of the Dohad sub-division. 

Since its acquisition the Umite of the district have not lieen 
changed. The londa are diatribnted over three sabHdivnnoas, two of 
them inclnding petty divisiouB. These form two groaps, Gfwihnisnd 
Kdlel^ with its potty division of Hdlol in the west, generally the 
charge of the covenanted assistant, and Dohad, with its petty divlBioa 
of Jhdiod in the east, the charge of the nneovenantod asaislant. These 
oOicors are also assistanta to the extra First Assistant Collector as 
District hfagtstratCj and have under hia prosidenoy the chief manage^ 
ment of the diCFerent administrative bc^os, loco! fund and munioiptl 
committees, within the limits of their roveniie charge, tinder tbo 
Bupervision of tho extra First Asidstant CoUector and hia ossiataiit 
or deputy the rsvenao ohai^ of each fiscal division of the 
district is placed in the hands of an officer styled mi^Tnbtddr. These 
functionaries, who are also entrusted with magisterial powers, hare 
yearly salaries Taking from £150 to £210 (Ra, 150O-B3.2100). Two 
of the fiscal di vidons, K^Iol and Dehad, contEun oach a petty division , 
wfa nuthdlf placed nndor the cliArgo of an ofl^cor styled mahalkaii 
These mahdlkaris, except that they have no treosuries to auporintead, 
exercise the re venae and magiaterial powers generally entmated to 
a mdmlatddr. The yearly pay of each of the mahdlkans^ ia £72 
(Rs, 720). 

In ravenno and police mattera the charge of the 63S Goverflincnt 
villages is entrusted to 801 headmen, of whom ton ars 
atipendiary and 701 hercditeiy. 3*2 of tho her^itary heodioea 
perform revenue duties only, and eighty-one attend to matteri of 
police onlyi W the atipendniiry paieU one attends to police dnty only, 
while nine Gtipendiary and 368 honeditary headmen are entruat^ 
with both revenue and police functions. As regards the emolametiti 
of those headmen and of other viUago servante, except accoautautif 
and yearly or half-yearly messengere, as the whole district ha* not 
been surveyed, details are not avnilable. 

Village accountants, taldOt^ who under the headmen ioep the 
village accounts and draw up statistical and other retunw, 
number in all 130 orahont one accountant for evoiy five villages. Jfan j 
villngca held on proprietary, tdlukddri, leasehold, or aimihir tenuitw 
have no accouutanta. Their yearly saiaries paid in cosh, avorogiaf 
£14 fie. (Ea. 143), vary from £l 16#. toil (lU. IS - Ha. 10), aa® 
represent a iota] yearly choigo of £1867 (Ra. 38,670). Under the 
heedmm and accountants are tho village servants 766 in nnmher, 
romums, po^Mr, icft’iTiif, and hAicdld/irt. They arc liable both 
revenue and far police duties. Tho measengers, ri<miiddf 9 f are paoeUy 
Musalmilns, and the rnvnmar and others genenilly Kolia and Btub 
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Except the mBsaeng^jraj. moat of these serrMta are paid m land. 
Till tho Bttrrey ia luiahod tbo value oE their holdings cannot be 
Agnertaincd. 

TtuJ mefisoogore, AawitJarJ^are jSftid in cash at the monthly rate of 
10a. [Ra. fi) each. Of these, eleven are employed for the whole year, 
and 110 for six months, from Jannaiy to Juno^ The^total ycMlj 
tbargo on account of these messen^ra amounts to £.i 25 (Ra. 

The yosrlT cost of the vittagn eetablishinont who are paid in cash is a& 
fallowa : ^ilkgo accountants £1067 18 , 670 ) and village sorvante 

£ l: 2 o [Rs. 4250 ), total £2292 (Rs. 22 , 920 .) This, edclosivo of the 
heavier charges on acconnt of tbo rent-free Innda, represents a 
charge of £3 Hi* lOd. (E*. 35 - 15 - 0 ) on ^h village, or about Sj por 
Dent of tho entire land rovenno of the district. 

When { 1853 ) His Highnoea Sindia handed over tho Panch MnhAk 
to British manflgoment, tho greatest disorder prevaslod* For veara 
tho district had been in the hands of rovenne contrsatora, who so 
long as they paid the funount they had bid, were allowed to manage 
tho district as they cho4M5» Under thorn was a military iotot, 
sthandx, distribnted through the distriot in outposts, tAnada. ^ The 
oontractora realtitod their revonne domands from the heads of wngiQ 
villages, from chiefs and loTgo kndownora who held several villaps, 
and from speculators who contracted for the revenufi of vdlago 
gronps. In the onsettled state of the district moat of the 
larger landowners and Bub-oontractors had engaged mortena^e^ 
and in aevoral instnnoos had attacked and driven away tho chief 
contractor^ militia outposts. As the chiefs seldom willingly paid 
their tribute sureties wero nSi^uiretL Thcaa in tho ahseaca of 
any body of rich merchants were generally nren in a hi^h positton m 
the chief contractor's forces. In rctnrii for their service as surotios 
these mercenaries exacted interest from the chiefs at from 24 to 
36 per cent, ^nd if he could oot pay billeted on h^ a eeTiain number 
of mcn,^ This was the general state of things in all parte of the

In Dohnd other c&dses made the diBordor more 
complete* A large number of the vilJagMi had been fttnntd 
to acme families of Vonjdrfis* In their oxactietua tlio fnnncia 
{mcnoaehdd on the private Lands of some Bajpntej who finding 
no redress and^ having one of their nticnher ill-nsed hj the 
YanjArds^ merconaries, went into outlawir^ and captering tba 
Yanjilra killed hinu To avenge hie death the Yanjdid^s relationA 
Colloctcd merceiM^ troops^ and disorders were incrcaaod hy tbe 
attacks of somo viJlIago headmen who had joined the outlaws. So 
leu'l were the complmnte tlmt Sindi&^e Govern ment sent a speclaJ 
agent to quiet the country. The agent allowed the oatkws to retara 
to their viUages^ but left without making an^ sclitlcnient with tha 
Vnnjjinis. They^ intent on vengeaDcei, raised fresh troops and' 
eeizcd two of the outlnwa. At this tima the management of tbs 
district was made over to the British. At first tho Yimjara became 
more insobordiiiato. He refused to give np his prisoneia or to 
disbond his followers, and would neither pay reveane nor let it ba 
collected. He attack^ a Covemment post and rtsenod a thief from 
tho custody of the police. On nows of those disorders the Political 
Agent, with a special escort of fifty men, advanced to Godhni, Asd 
the Yanjdrds and other malcontents finding Giat the British 
Govemtnent had laken chju*ge c}f the distriot, camo in and except one 
Jaraiidnr who absconded, and a few who refused to give security, 
submitted their disputes to be settled by the Polltiral Agent, Is 
their new agreemeuts tho larger Inud-holdcr^ engaged to employ 
no OTxacd persona without the sanction of tho Political Ageiitj Dtnl 
by making them advanci?u on tho security of thoir estateaj help was 
given to thcao who would take it, to compound tho JamSddrs^ 
clainia.^ 

When tho management of the district was made over to the Bridtht 

the chief revenue con tractor recovered the revenue by sererol different 

systems of sottlemont. Except thoae in the handsof the larger lanJ- 
h'oldcrs, who paid a lump sum fixed by a gtiesa at their prohahle 
TO venue, moat villages were represented by their headman wl^ w» 
mndo responslbte for nu amount fixed on a rongh caloulution of 
what tbo villuTO conid pay, and what it had before paid. Other 
Tillages were To tin groupa to suh-contractors on h re-year least's, 
with yearly ineresismg rants. In other casea tho division of cropi 
and levy of a plough eesa fixed by the distriet revenue superinteniect 
or drifif, varied according to the costo of the cultivator From 
£1 IOjj. |Ra. 2-Rs. 15) a plough, or, at the rate of poven seres (1^ 
to a plough, a mtaof from 3d. to 2 ^. f2 obwo^-Hc. 1). 
When Bpico, Bagorcone, and other rich crops were grown, au extra 
cess W 08 levied. In villages where a diTiaion of crops was in fun* 
the Government shore varied from a third to a half.

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Since tlie district eame vtTidur their conirolj one oE the chief aims 
of BritiaU offidcra baa been to attract aettlera to the Pouch MaMls 
waste lac da. In 1862 the Political Agent was of opinion that, on 
account of the wild Nfiikda neiffhbourbood, and becanao of iU 
unhealthy climate, there was little chnooc of atnm^ra to settlo 

in Hilcl* and that KAlol in the west, and Dohad and JhAlod in the 
eaiiti offered sottlere inducement enough without any apecial help 
from Government To Godhrs, he thooght, acme effort ehould be 
made to attract doloniaU. Aecordingly an agent on £3 (Rs. 20) * 
month waa for one year employed to collect coIonietB,^ and ani^i 
eettlora, on their promitw to build good bouses snd not leave the 
district for ten years, were offered timber and land rentfirao for two 
years, the rent rising to onc^quartor in the thirds one-hair m tha 
fifth, three-quartora in the soveath, nod full rates in the ninth year. 
A Bolder able to found a village was, if ho wished it, to ^ mi^e 
headman, and for every ten acres (twenty hioAds) brought under 
tillage, was to leoeive one acre rentfree,^ In 1S64 lands were 
oacrad at U. a bi^hd with, if they wore covered with brushwood, 
remission for one year, and to eneonrago new villagea. Government 
promised to help the fenndere by granting timber and by ^Itiag a 
well. These terms failed to tempt coloniata, and in 1866 to sraall settlers 
land was offered reatfree for three years and then for four more

Attention was early directed to the question of transit duties.

In f2*04 per centof the docimons 
posjied in 1877, decreefl for money dne were cxocntCKl by tho attaeh- 
nient or sale of property ; of those per cent were, on im aversgej 
by the attach mont or aftio of movabie ana 8*50 per cent of inimovnblo 
property. Compared with 1370, the 1877 rotiima of attacbments 
or sales of movable and immovabln property nhow n rise troni 
thirty-oiio to aoventy-five in tlio former and from thirty-live to 
eighty-eight in tho lattCT. 


Compared with 1S70, the nnmber of decrees ex^ntwl by the 
arrest of ihedobtitr has fallen from 303 in 1870 to ISI^in 18j 7.^ Ihe 
number of civil prisoners haa, except in 1872 and 1875 when

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At present (1878) ten officers stare the administration of criminal 
jnatice. Of these thrae *ro mngistTatea of the first cIbab, and seven 
of the second and third claases. Of the former two are covenanted 
European civilians and one an oncovena.nte<l Native. With regard 
to the locid jurisdiction and power* of these magistrates, one of 
them, the Agent to the Oovernor, is placed in a special ™ition, 
vested with tho general Buperviaion of the district. Each of jhe 
other two first class msgisbratea ha* an average charge of 797 
square milea and a popnlarion of 150,371 aouls. In tho year 1876 
the three first daaa msgistrAtea dfloided 179 original and ninety- 
appeal caaes. These officers have os First Aasiatant Collector, and his 
assistant and fiepaty, revenue charge of tho parts of tho district over 
which they eTCTcise inagistoirial powers* Of sobordioate mag^stratos 
there are eeven with an average charge of £28 square milea and 
a popiiktion of 34,391 eotila. All are Natives* Tho total number of 
criminal cases decided by thorn in 1876 was 678* Besides their 
magiatorial duties, five of these officers eaerciao revenue powers as

Tho table of offences given below showa that dnriog the seven years 
ending 1877, 983 offences or ono offence for every £44 of the 
population were on an average committed* Of these there were on 
an average six mnrders and attempts to murder | three culpable 
homicides; nineteen cases of gnevotis hurt and hurt by dangEron* 
weapons j eigh tocn caaeM of dacoity and robbery | 936 or 95 per cent 
of the whole were miner offencoH- 

At the time of the transfer of the Punch MahAls fl 8&S) there 
were muoy gang robberies and murders committed by large bands 
of fihila belonging to different states and almost impossible to 
catch*' At first the number of offences reported was small. But 
giadually ^tead of taking the law into their own hands, the people 
wgan to seek police help, and in spite of greater efficiency the 
number of recoru^ critnca steadily increased from 49fi in lS&4to 1186 
in I860.* The chief conse of tlie failure to put down crime was tho 
ease with which bands of unsettled Bhila and NaikdAs could come, 
aud Carrying off cattle, pass ont of the Punch MahAls* Qnco over 
the borders the robbers were safe, for thero were no arrangementa 
for recovering rninjinaJs from tliH neigh bourin|^ sbitos. An attempt 
was made to supply this want by tbo occubiocebI meeting of the 
Rewa Kdntha Political Agent and an assistant of the Meywfir 
Political Agent* But this nyatem, never satisfactoTy, was given np

Under the manegement of His Highness Sindia, there ™ po 
regular police force* For tho raaintenance of order the oiatnct

paid a latnp sum from the Gwalior ireasui^ aod waa cxpocti^ 
to keep a certain number of armed raenj, distributed opbt hii 
share of the district.

CHAPTER XI. 

IfySTRUOTION. 

Tk the year 1877-78 there were thirty-six GoreromDnt sdhooli, ot 
on an nvemge, oao Bcbool for every eiphtoon inhabited village^, 
alienated aa well as Gc^verninent, with SbSS pupils on the rolls and 
an ftTemfjQ attendanoo of 17(13 or I "32^ per cent of 133j,o3flj, ltd 
entire popnlation of not more than twenty yeare of age. 

Excluding anperintendenco charges, tho total expenditore en 
education on accouiit of tbeaethirty-flix Government Bchools eTnouated 
to £1210 (Ra. 12,190). Of this £715 (Rs, 7150) were debited to 
Government and £50-1 (Ra+ 6040) to local nnd ether fundee 

Under the Director of public inatmetion and the inspector* northern 
dlTiaion* the ecboollDg of the diatriot was cond acted by a local 
staff aixty-ono strong ; of these ouo wna an naaintant deputy inapectw 
with general chargeovernll the achoohi of the diatrietj drawing n)fsarly 
pay of £125 (Rs. 1250); and the teat were msaatera and aaais^ 
maatera of achoola with yearly aalarieti ranging from 12«, to £« 
fRa. 6*R!i.4S0). 

Of thirty-eix tho total number of Government achoola, in thirty' 
five Oujahiti only waa taught, and in one Urdu and GnjarAti. 

The following fignrea show tho increoaed meana for learning to 
read and write, offered by Govemment during the last tweuty-fnnr 
yeara. The first school opened in thia diatrict waa n Gnjaidti school 
Bt Godhra in 1 954* Two years later, an Anglovernaciilnrachocl' 
opened in the aame town. No detailed infortnation is available 
any year before 1855. In 1855-56 there were seven schools ii^

Chapter XIL The chief diseAse, intermittent and remittent feTerj beecima 
common after theaettingin of the miua (July), and growR gmdnalJj 
eeverer and more wideapread till townrda the close of tlie year it 
A^in nbotes. In outlying parte so fierce are its attacks that 
uliole ontposts arc at timf?3 ujifit for duty. Next to foTfir the 
chief diseases are skin affeetians, broacliitLe, rhemnntiem, wor^ 
opthalmia and diorrheem Before the introduction of viMJcmatcoo, 
emall-pox was common among the Bhila and NAikdiis ; but diiniig 
the lost twenty years its ontbrooka have become mneb less fntoh 
The SuperintendeDt of vaccination says, ‘as a class the wild races have 
takea to vaccination pretty free! j, and it maybe said that when odco 
])egiiD it is easier to cany on vaccination among them than smonc other 
people.'! In five of the last fifteen years, in 1864, 1865 , 
and 1875 tlie district has been visited by cholera. Kxcept in 1B7S, 
when more than a ihonsand people died m two months, no detadu of 
these attacks are available. Tlie Kolia and NiikdAa and to a leas 
extent the Bhds nso many drugs, dividing them into three classes 
according na they onro the three chief forms of disease, those due 
to cold, to heat, and to wind. Arecnic in some of its forms and aa 
impure mercury are mnch used. 

UospiUli. At present (1878) there are in the district ono civil hospital at 

Dohod and one disjwnsary at Godbra. During the y€?ar 1877, 10,PS7 
persons in aD were treated, of whom 731 were in-door and 16,2^ 
out-door patients, lliese institutions are provided with spccuu 
buildmga. The total amount expended in cheeking diseaso ia 
1877 wna £1318 (Ba- 13,180). Of this £206 (Be. 2060) were paid 
from local funds, TIio following details are taken from tho 
1877 report. Of 403 in-patients treated in the dvil hospital, 
were cured ant] 21 died, Tlifl out-patients nnmbored +232. The 
average daily sick for in-patients was 13-24 and for out-pstifflita 
42‘S. The principal diBCOSCS were malarious fevors. rheunistisEfl, 
^0 and long affections, and bowel and skin diseuecs. The mipyiiility 
was chiefly doe to diarrheea and djsentary and to lung diso^. 
Thero wore 12 major and 294 minor snigical oporatteng- The 
Godbra dispeasaiy established in 1870 is provided with a bailding 
63 feet long by 33 feet wide. IncluBive of 228 in-patients, 620- 
poTBons were treated. The chief diseases were nuilarieus feverf, 
cholera, and akin affoctions^

Daring most of tlie year the Godlira climate is tiyiug. In tba 
cold weather, October to February, fever is common and the natives 
suffer much from the cold winds j in tbohot months, March to June, 
the heat is sometimos very great j and the rains, June to October, a™ 
close and relaxing. The average rainfall at Godhra, during [ho Sve 
years ending 1877, wm 45'73 inebes. 

The water of the 311 wells and 334 pouda and reflorvoira in this 
•lib-division is used almost entirely for drinking, washing, and for 
cattle. Only one thirty-third part of the whole area of Govemment 
cultivated l^d is watered. The only rivem of any size arc the 
Mahi on tho west, and the Pdnam ou the east and uortk-casi. The 
other strcAins, such as thei Mesri that flows past the town of Godhra, 
are little more than local water-couraes. 

Except occasional patches of black and, along the Fanam valley 
rich moaiiam, soil, most of the surface of the district is worn 
bme and granite, rich when deep, and poor when thin.

The country ronud was very fertile, Enll of nbandant 
provisions, wheat, barley, mil lot, rice, peas and olbar vcgetabba, and 
many cows, sheep, j^ata and plenty ot fruit Near it were hooting 
groiiuds for deer and other aniinals nnd winged game. The king 
kept many wild aoimat^j, and t mined Imnting dogs, falcone and tstno 
leopards/ ^ 

In 1520 at Chsimpaner the young Snltdn Silfandor SliAh waa 
ninrtlercd and his EDCces^tor Rulnidar Shdh crowned.* Con tinning 
through his reign {1520-1530) to be JJuhjidur's capital anti hoad- 
quarters, the city was, iu 1535, pillaged by tlie Emperor Hnmtiynn, 
Ruhidur’a death in the next year and the transfer of tlio court and 
capital to Ahmedabrid prevented Clidnipilner regaining ha fonner 
position. Off the main lines of traffic, the loss of riujarjU OBcendaticy 
over Malwa^took away from Chdmpaner its chief claim to itiijwrtanoe. 
Its Ml was rapid, In I55i its only points of intcreal were fine 
banian trees, fruit-euiing lifltH and thorny bruBliwood/ TjLia 
fhc rest of Guianit it soffered daring the disorder* of the nciE 
twenty years {155-1-1574). Hnt unliko Ahmedabod and Surat (bu 
estahHflhmeat of order under the Bmpor*j,r Akbar (1573-1605) 
brought Cliidtnp^ner no rotum of prosperity. At the beginning of 
the B^veateentli centnry * its air was weakening, ita water poisonutis, 
and its orchards and gardens the loir of tlm tigor and lion. Its 
bnildings hat! fallen in miua, and ita people had given thoir goods to 
the winds of destruction. Instead of flowors were thomu, nnd 
instnad of gardens doBO-knottod hmshwood, and of ita nanflal grovts 
neither the nnmo nor tho trace was; left. It showed the truth of 
tho Verse, 'All on earth fades and God does as ho wills'.^ ^ Thongh 
dcwolntc, Cbdinpdnor continued in imme the head of n diirtrict of 
nine sub-divirions, part at loaat B-ettb-tl and rich ennngh to bo 
melndctl in Raja Todar Mai's aarvey (157(5)/ Under the Moghals 
Chainpaner was enbordinato to dctlhm, tillage declined and by the 
middlo of tho aoveatcenth century so much of the country had

At the foot of tlie spur it croisii-es a stream, thon turns wostj and Iti

The massive line of free stone is Mahnind Begada^s wnlb tlie 
Jafnitt]Htiu\h or world shelter, surrounding tho cit^el oriJAador’ 
of Mahmudabad Chdmphnor. Enclosing an area about three'^ 
quarters of a mile long and 28Q yards bt\sad, tbis H'elII, of grCEit. 
strength, and about thirty feet high, lias at rogolur inter^'als bastions 
running north and cast at right angles. Though much ovorgrosa 
.with creepers and clinging trees, the wall ia in olmrist perfect repair. 
f A few hundretl yards freun its western corner is the south or south- 
*^west gateway. At the entrance, the line of a-all falls buck about 
120 feet, and the roncl into tho citnd!e1 lies between the two lines 
of wall tliroagh a rectangular htiJJding, probably a gniurit room, about 
150 feet long and 120 wfido, with double gates, and in the sonlh 
wall richly carved etone windows. On the inner gate le a Persiuti 
inBcriptioni of which the first figure of a date and the wonls iliisaifar 
ShAh,^ eon of Mahmitd Shdh, can still lie read. Inside of the citadel 
a little west of the ^toway is the Slufhrka or City Jlesqno, 

a beautiful bdildicg in fair repair. About 200 yards cost and near 
the centre of the citadel is the Mundvi er cuatoin house.

To the MnsalindD kings of Ahmedabsd^ before CJLiiuip&iier was 
conquered, Godlim was one of the centres of government in oosteni 
Cujardt Mabiuud Bcgnda, when in 1400 be divided his dominicasj 
chose Godhrxi as the head-quarters of one* of five provmces.

Tuva, about ten miles west of Godhra, is remarkable for its hot Tl-ti. 
springs of which some account baa been given in Chapter L Here 
on the 11th of Pkdfjmi (FohrdAiy-ilaroh) a few hundred BbiJa and 
Kolis assemble to worship MahAder, Since tho opening of tho 
Pdli railway, the number of visitors has mnch increased.
